The tour to Java was announced in the Referee (http://trove.nia.gov.au/ndp/del/article/136750379, 1/7/1931, page 15) and was described as marking the 30th.birthday celebration of the Sourabaya Football Association. 
Travelling was by first class and in addition each member of the party would receive a daily allowance of 10/- from the date of embarkation (on the Nieuwe Holland) until arrival back in Sydney. 
it was also stated that to organise such a tour it is necessary that harmonius relations should be established among all the Australian soccer bodies. The hatchet of dissent should be buried at once in order that 


Australia's best combination can be selected. 

The main concern was that the New South Wales State Soccer League would not make its players available. 

The New South Wales State Soccer League was a breakaway organistion that was formed in December 1927 following differences, which had existed for a very long time, between a number of clubs and the New 
South Wales Football Association. 
On 15/7/1931, The Referee, page 14 reported that the New South Wales State Soccer League had convened a meeting to be held on the 25th.July with Football (Association Code) Ltd., the Queensland breakaway 
body and had invited the official body in Queensland, and also the executive of the Australian Soccer Football Association Ltd. The parties will confer with a view to arriving at a mutual understanding regarding the 
control of the game. 
The Referee, 29/7/1931, page 14 (http://trove.nia.gov.au/ndp/del/article/136743613) recorded the meeting as follows:- 

One of the most important Soccer conferences in Australia took place during the weekend in Sydney, when representatives of the N.S.W. State League met together with the Queensland Soccer Football 
Association Ltd., Football (Association Code), and the Australian Soccer Football Association Ltd. 

Discussion was based on the lines proposed by the A.S.F.A., as follows:- 

(a) The N.S.W. State Soccer League immediately applying for Associate membership to the A.S.F.A. which the executive would recommend for acceptance by the States. 

(b) Code Ltd. (Qld.) to recognise immediately the Q.S.F.A. as the controlling body in Queensland. 

(c) That State League Clubs affiliate to the N.S.W.S.F.A. before September 19, on which date a general meeting of the N.S.W.S.F.A. will be held for the purpose of electing officers, the voting power at such meeting 
to be, the first grade clubs so affiliated together with all associations affiliated to the State League, including the Junior Board of Control. 

This clause must not be interpreted as meaning that the N.S.W. State Soccer League would cease to function; it could control its own destinies as a League as heretofore. 

(d) That Code Ltd. at the end of the present season go into liquidation and the clubs affiliate to the Q.S.F.A., which will continue as the controlling body of Queensland. 

It is to be clearly understood that all international arrangements are under the control of the A.S.F.A. 

Those present were: Messrs. Beaney, Crawford, Druery. and Thomson, of the New South Wales State Soccer League; J. Hutchins, Football (Association Code) Ltd.; C. Long, the Queensland Soccer Football 
Association Ltd; S.A.Storey, H.Bingham (Victoria) ; also G.Long, acting as proxy for J.Comrie, to the A.S.F.A., and E.S.Lukeman, hon, secretary, A.S.F.A. 

After lengthy debate, the following undertakings were given by the A.S.F.A.:- 

(1) That, as a temporary expediency, the State League would, be granted direct representative to the A.S.F.A. by the allotment of a share held by the old N.S.W. body, and that this would entitle the State League to 
be the voice in council of the A.S.F.A. 

(2) That the State League should take part in the selection of the personnel to tour Java. 

(3) That the State League would be granted full representation if applied for at the annual general meeting of the A.S.F.A. to take place in Adelaide during October this year. 

In reply to questions raised as to why full affiliation could not bo granted immediately, it was pointed out that the legal position in regard to company law had to be overcome. It was also stated that by acceptance, 

no disadvantage would be caused to the State League under these conditions, as no meeting would be held at which greater representation would be allowed by any other States. 

As the result of these assurances, the meeting dispersed to allow of the proposals being considered by the full council of the State Soccer League. 

The State League intimated at a later stage that it would not accept affiliation to the A.S.F.A. under any other terms than those submitted at the conference, that is, immediate 100 per cent recognition. 

Following this decision, the State Soccer League were informed that no progress had been made in connection with the Java selection, and that owing to the legal difficulty it was not possible to accede to their 
demand, and submitted the following undertaking:- 

Proposed by E.S.Lukeman, and seconded, by G.Long: "That the members of the Australian Soccer Football Association present here personally or by proxy express the opinion that the A.S.F.A. Ltd. cannot 

legally grant full affiliation to the State Soccer League at this stage, but pledge themselves to support full affiliation at the first general meeting if the terms of recognition made last night are adhered to, giving the 
State League equal voice with the other State in all matters in the meantime.” 

These terms were rejected by the N.S.W. State Soccer League, and the conference therefore proved abhortive, and the desired autonomy seems farther off than ever. 

The Australian team selected is a powerful one, and is spread over four States. In spite of the relationship of the State League to the A.S.F.A., the International Tour Committee is of the opinion that Australia must be 
adequately represented. 


The Referee, 5/8/1931, page 14 (http://trove.nla.gov.au/ndp/del/article/136743091) denied a published a statement that the Queensland Soccer Football Association Ltd., would withdraw from the Australian Soccer 
Football Association Ltd., and link up with the New South Wales State Soccer League, together with Football (Association Code) Ltd. 

A telegram from the Queensland Soccer Football Assiociation to the A.S.F.A. stated definitely that they would remain loyal to the controlling body. It also stated authoritatively that the N.S.W. State Soccer League 
were not refused affiliation to the A.S.F.A. Ltd. 
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he Referee, 12/8/1931, page 14 (http://trove.nia.gov.au/ndp/del/article/136742624) reported on efforts that were made to undermine negotiations after a cablegram was sent to Java advising authorities that there were 
between Australian States that would prejudice the calibre of the Australian team and it urged the Java Soccer officials to cancel the tour. 
was also reported that rumours were rife of life disqualification for N.S.W. Soccer League players, who join the team, but the A.S.F.A. declared that they would take steps to combat any such action. 

he newspaper report also stated that the Victorian and South Australian members would embark the steamer Nieuw Holland from Melbourne on Saturday (15/8/1931), and would arrive in Sydney on August 17. 
he New South Welshmen would sail on Wednesday, August 19, picking up the Queensland members in Brisbane. Practice would be arranged in Sydney on August 18.

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The Argus, 17/8/1931, page 12 (http://trove.nla.gov.au/ndp/del/page/486469) has the following report:- 

SYDNEY, Sunday (16/8/1931). - A special meeting of the State league council to-day decided by 15 votes to 5 that H.Muir (West Wallsend), C.O'Connor (Adamstown), A.Harper (Annandale), and G.Russell 
(Adamstown), who had accepted places in the team to tour Java under the auspices of the Commonwealth Soccer Association, be disqualified for life. So that the players may have the opportunity of reconsidering 
their position, it was decided that the suspensions should not take effect until next Wedneday. 

A further motion, to deal with all those players who intimated their willingness to make the trip, was deferred until the next meeting of the council in Sydney next month. The records of all the defaulting players will be 
expunged from the books of the league. 


The Referee, 26/8/1931, page 14 (http://trove.nia.gov.au/ndp/del/article/136738619) has the following article:- 
Despite life disqualifications imposed on four of its players by the breakaway N.S.W.Soccer League, the Australian Soccer team sailed for Java from Sydney on Wednesday last (19/8/1931) . 

All the members of the team, including A.Harper, of Annandale-Leichhardt (NSW) who had an injured leg, were pronounced as physically fit for their trip. Queensland members of the team joined the ship at Brisbane. 
Harper was injured at West Wallsend on July 25, but his injury responded so well to treatment that he was selected to tour. Two independent medical men had pronounced him fit. 

Harper's action in joining the Australian controlling body's team for Java in defiance of the N.S.W. League's decision not to allow N.S.W. players to participate has had repercussions in his club, Annandale-Leichhardt. 
When Harper was injured he was included with Booth in a benefit which the club organised. Now his name has been taken off the benefit, and he was allowed to leave without a send-off from his club. 

Players in a similar position in the northern districts of N.S.W. were farewelled by their clubs. 
Harper has been playing with Annandale-Leichhardt for five years. 

Statements have been made that the Australian team was second-rate, but judging by the calibre of the players it will be surprising if they lose a game on the tour. 
Special credentials from the Prime Minister have been given to the Australian team, to be handed to the Resident Governor of Java. 

The Australian Soccer Football Association Ltd., will hold its annual general meeting in Adelaide, commencing on Thursday, October 22. The principal matter for consideration will probably be the report of the Java 
tour. Action is foreshadowed to place the game on an international footing in New South Wales. 


The report was never revealed, but it was common knowledge that the Australian team was the unhappiest party to leave these shores. However, the following year The Brisbane Courier shone a light on the happenings. 


The Brisbane Courier, 4/2/1932, page 5 (http://trove.nia.gov.au/ndp/del/article/21777905) gave details from a copy of the minutes of that gathering:- 

Messrs. J.O.Wil shaw and E.S.Lukeman, managers of the Java tour submitted a comprehensive and interesting report, which was read by the secretary and formally received. The report stated ‘inter alia,' that the 
players, without reference to the managers, had approached the Java authorities about matters of finance, and that, later, were satisfied that their action was unjustified. Letters of apology from players C.O'Connor 
and H.Muir were read by the secretary and accepted. Several questions were raised and both the managers, who were present, convinced the meeting that the best interests of the association had been conserved 
throughout the tour. (Note:- inter alia is Latin for "amongst other things".) 

It was considered that the adequate precautions taken before the tour commenced had insured that protection had been afforded both plyers and the association. It was resolved, on the motion of Mr.Willoughby, 
seconded by Mr. Sinclair : "That each State association approach its players who had toured Java for an unreserved apology for their unjustifiable action in approaching the Java authorities without reference to the 
managers. It was then resolved, on the motion of Mr.Willoughby, seconded by the chairman, 'That the managers' report be adopted, and that they be congratulated upon the success of the tour.'" 

The "interesting report" evidently was not for public consumption. It has been learned, however, that the players were quickly dissatisfied after their departure from Brisbane, and they were by no means a happy family 
when they disembarked at Java. The snowball of trouble was set rolling on the first day in a strange land, just before the start of the first match. The Australian players had been paid in Australian currency for the boat 
trip though the Australian body had received the money from the Java people in guilders and consequently the players lost the benefit of the exchange, which has been estimated at approximately 30/- each. 

The players, therefore, approached the Java football authorities, and demanded that they should be paid in guilders. Naturally, their action brought them into conflict with the Australian managers, who, however, were 
able to assure them as to the financial arrangements. 
As stated in the report of the A.S.F.A., two players have apologised for their action, and it is understood that the Queenslanders will be called upon to state their case. 

Queensland players alone were concerned in the next grievace. The invitation to the Australian team had come from the Thor Club, which arranged a function in honour of the tourists, At this affair pennants were 
presented to the local people by the two managers on behalf of New South Wales and Victoria and by a player for Tasmania. 
This function was a complete surprise to the Queenslanders, who had no pennant, and they were annoyed to have been left out in the cold. 
When they complained that as their quota of the party of 16 was six, and that they should have had an opportunity of presenting a pennant to the Thor Club, they were informed that the Q.S.F.A. was to blame for the 
"oversight." 
All was far from well right throughout the Java tour, and players were not at all pleased with the methods of selection. The Queenslanders considered that they had been harshly dealt with. In several games, one 
person has declared, three "passengers" were played, while clever exponents of the game watched them from the line. In one fixture three of the tourists stripped ready for the field, and then received their first 
intimation of the composition of the team, when they were told that they had not been selected. Another complaint of the players is that they received very little information while on tour. 

The team has been classed as one of the weakest to represent the Commonwealth, and on tour never produced a semblance of combination. If it had been pitted against a State League side it would have received 
"a father of a licking." 
The last, and one of the greatest troubles, occurred on the boat on the homeward journey, but very little information can be obtained as to the cause of this row. It is known, however, that one member of the party had 
one of his chairs thrown overboard - he had bought three native-made chairs in Java, and was bringing them back to Australia. That the affair was serious can be gleaned from the fact that at one stage legal 
proceedings were threatened. 

During the tour several trophies were presented to the Australian association. These have been distributed, but in the allocation not one was allotted to Queensland. 

As the result of representations made at the conference of the A.S.F.A. on New Year's Day, it is understood that Queensland will receive one of the trophies. 


At the A.S.F.A. annual meeting held at the Caledonian Hall, Melbourne (1st. and 2nd.January) the troubles with New South Wales were amicably settled with the Commonwealth Soccer Association granting affiliation 
to the New South Wales State Soccer League. The affiliation was granted unamimously. The life bans on H.Muir, C.O'Connor, A.Harper, and G.Russell were lifted.

match report from De Indische Courant (4/9/1931, page 9) http://resources2.kb.nl/010280000/pdf/DDD_010284088.pdf 

Het was gistermiddag niet zoo vol op het Thorveld, als we dat hadden verwacht bij een internationalen wedstrijd. Vooral de tribune achter het doel was slechts matig bezet, maar ook op de hoofdtribune langs het veld 
waren heel wat leege plekken. Eenigszins was dit wel te verwachten, half vijf is een lastig uur op een werkdag, zoodat we wel kunnen aannemen, dat het Zaterdag en Zondag a.s. belangrijk drukker zal zijn. 

Om half vijf dan betraden de Australiérs het veld in groene shirts met geel afgezet en witte broek, begroet met het "God save the King", dat stram in de houding werd aangehoord. Daarna klonk het "Wilhelmus", 
waarop de H.B.S.-érs verschenen. 
Evenals gedurende de vorige tournee stelden de gasten zich in een halven cirkelvorm op en brachten hun krijgskreet ten gehoore, blijkbaar een andere dan drie jaar geleden, we ontdekten tenminste maar weinig 
punten van overeenkomst. Filmoperateurs namen intusschen hun kans waar om het typische tooneeltje vast te leggen voor het bioscoop bezoekende publiek. 

De wedstrijd. 
Emile de Raadt blijkt beter te kunnen raden dan O'Connor en verkiest tegen den schuin over het veld staanden, vrij straffen wind in te spelen. 

De Australiérs trappen af en forceeren direct een hoekschop, welke Gontha wegkopt en vervolgens door Clark wordt overgeschoten. 

Er wordt van H.B.S.-zijde vrij zenuwachtig gespeeld, wat niet wegneemt, dat de eerste serieuze kans ontstaat voor de kraaien als Uktolsea voorzet, maar het daaropvolgend duel tusschen Weir en Voll wordt ten 
gunste van eerstgenoemde beslist. 
Het spel staat op vrij laag peil, vooral de kraaien loopen naar hun vorm te zoeken. Een goed opgezette aanval der Australiérs wordt door Nooyen onderbroken, een volgende door den heer Harten, die voor buitenspel 
fluit. Maar den derden keer gaat het beter. Na goed samenspel van den rechtervieugel zet James hoog voor. Russell heeft zich goed opgesteld en kopt juist langs de buitenzijde van den paal. 
Direct daarop krijgt dezelfde speler weer een kans als de bal hem goed tusschen de achterspelers door wordt aangegeven. De scheidsrechter geeft offside, naar onze meening ten onrechte. 
De zeer bewegelijke Donaldson onderneemt een goeden ren, maar het schot, waarmede de aanval wordt besloten, belandt in het zijnet. De kraaien zitten intusschen ook niet stil. Een pass van Voll schiet Uktolsea 
rakelings over de lat en direct daarop onderneemt de voorhoede een snellen aanval, welke bijna succes oplevert. Van Haasen plaatst den bal voor het doel, het leer wordt weggewerkt, maar Uktolsea zet opnieuw 
voor en thans krijgt Voll het te pakken op hoogstens twee meters voor de doellijn. Een doelpunt schijnt zeker, doch Voll ziet kans tegen Harper aan te schieten, die wegwerkt. 
Desalniettemin hebben de kraaien nu het beste van het spel. Een lange center van Knufman is iets te hard, zoodat Van Haasen er juist niet bij kan en als bij een volgenden aanval het leer beter wordt aangegeven, 
staat hij buitenspel. De bal wordt ineens naar Donaldson geplaatst, uit wiens voorzet Tremio het leer laat vallen, dat juist nog wordt weggewerkt. Over het algemeen krijgt Tremio nogal wat te behandelen, maar erg 
gevaarlijk work is not. Als Gontha dan vlak voor doel Clark het leer afhandig maakt en doorgeeft aan zijn voorhoede, zet Van Haasen voor en Uktolsea schiet in (1—0). 

Door dit succes aangemoedigd, valt H.B.S. aan en Harper verwerkt een schot van Saleh, terwijl hij even daarna uitloopend redt. Met een kleinen voorsprong voor de Soerabaianen wordt gedraaid. 

De tweede helft begint met een offensief der gasten, die veel fanatieker spelen dan voor de pauze en direct een tweetal hoekschoppen forceeren, welke niets opleveren. Een derde hoekschop, door Nawir veroorzaakt, 
wordt keurig genomen, de bal rolt langs de geheele breedte van het doel, doch op miraculeuze wijze ontsnapt het H.B.S.-heiligdom aan een doorboring. De gasten, die thans overwegend sterker zijn, komen evenwel 
terug. Johnstone plaatst voor het doel, waar James schitterend inkopt. Tremio staat gelukkig op de goede plaats, maar nog geen minuut later dreigt er opnieuw gevaar als Russell na een scrimmage het leer 
bemachtigt. Zijn schot is evenwel niet zuiver en de bal vliegt juist langs het doel. 
Weer krijgen de Australiérs een paar hoekschoppen te nemen, maar zoowel De Raadt als Gontha verdedigen keurig, daarbij thans veel beter dan voor de pauze, bijgestaan door Nooyen en Van Ligten. 

Toch komt de gelijkmaker: Clark zet voor en Johnstone loopt met den bal in het doel (1-1). 

De H.B.S.-érs zijn niet ontmoedigd en vallen fel aan. Saleh probeert het alleen en hij komt een heel eind, doch tenslotte zet Weir hem van den bal af. Als hij bij den volgenden aanval voorzet, kogelt Knufman hard op 
de tribune. 
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Dan komt het mooiste doelpunt van den middag. Knufman krijgt den trap bal uit een verren van De Raadt, hij draait handig om Buchanan heen en geeft, over de achterspelers heen, door aan den toesnellenden 
Uktolsea, die met een bijzonder mooi diagonaal schot H.B.S. opnieuw de leiding bezorgt. (2-1). 

De kraaien zijn blijkbaar nog niet tevreden en de verdediging der Australiérs moet alle zeilen bijzetten om verdere onheilen te voorkomen. Harper laat zich eens zonder aarzelen voor de voeten van Van Haasen vallen 
en stompt het leer weg, wat hem een verdiend applaus bezorgt. Het wordt desalniettemin een hoekschop, welke echter door O'Connor wordt weggewerkt. Ook Nooyen krijgt een "open doekje", als hij uit een duel met 
drie Australiérs tenslotte zegevierend tevoorschijn komt. 

Een attaque der Australiérs brengt Nawir tot staan, waarna Van Haasen naar binnen zwenkt en inschiet. Harper stopt het harde schot, maar de bal springt van hem terug en de toesnellende Van Haasen kogelt 
opnieuw en volkomen onhoudbaar in, doch de paal voorkomt een zeker doelpunt. 

Het laatste gedeelte is vrijwel geheel voor de gasten. Een langdurige worsteling in het H.B.S.-strafschopgebied volgt en tenslotte krijgt Russell den bal; hij probeert het met een hoog schot, dat Tremio het veld inslaat, 
waar Nawir voor de verdere expeditie zorgt. 

Buchanan kopt van vrij grooten afstand naast, waarop Voll bestraft wordt wegens verkeerd ingooien. 

Weir neemt den vrijen schop uitmuntend, maar de H.B.S.-verdediging staat pal. Wel hebben De Raadt c.s. al hun capaciteiten noodig om doelpunten te voorkomen, maar zij blijven de situatie meester en het 
eindekomt met een kleine H.B.S.-zege 


A loose translation is:- 

Thorveld was not as full as expected yesterday afternoon for an international game. The stand behind the goal especially was only moderately busy, but also the grandstand along the length of the field had some 
empty places. This was somewhat to be expected as half past five on a working day is a difficult time, so we assume that Saturday and Sunday will be busier. 

At half past four the Australians entered the field in green shirts with yellow trim and white pants, and were greeted with "God Save the King" whilst standing to attention. Then the "Wilhelmus" sounded for the 
H.B.S.-ers. 

As with the previous tour the guests formed a semi-circle and brought their war-cry to the audience, different than three years ago, but we discovered a few points of agreement. Meanwhile film operators took the 
opportunity to capture the scene for the cinema public. 

The contest. 

Emile de Raadt guessed the toss better than O'Connor and elected to play towards the standing people, with a strong diagonal wind. 

The Australians started and immediately forced a corner, which Gontha headed away and was then shot over by Clark. 

The H.B.S. side played quite nervously, but the first serious opportunity came from the "crows" following a cross from Uktolsea which resulted in a duel between Weir and Voll which ended in favour of the former. 
The game was at relatively low levels, especially the "crows" as they searched for their form. A well-designed attack from the Australians was interrupted by Nooyen, and another by the whistle of Mr.Harten, for 
off-side. But the third time was better. After good interplay by the right wing it was put too high for James. Russell was in good position but headed outside of the post. 

Immediately after, the same player got another chance as the ball went between him and the rear players. The referee wrongly gives offside, in our opinion. 

The highly mobile Donaldson undertook a good run, but the shot lands into the side netting. Meanwhile, the "crows" were not quiet. Uktolsea shot narrowly over the bar following a pass from Voll, and thereafter the 
forwards made rapid attacks which were unsuccesful. A goal seems certain, and Voll sees a chance to shoot but Harper clears. 

Nevertheless, the "crows" now had the best of the game. A long centre from Knufman is too hard, so that Van Haasen can not get there and in the next attack he is offside. The ball is suddenly placed to Donaldson, 
and Tremio drops the leather from his cross but it is cleared. As a general rule, Tremio is quite a treat, but his work is not very dangerous. Gontha then took the leather off Clark and gave to Van Haasen who attacks 
and sent to Uktolsea to shoot in (1-0). 

Encouraged by this success, Saleh constructed a shot for H.B.S. which Harper saved after running out. At the turn around the Soerabaiens have a small lead. 

The second half begins with an offensive from the guests, with more fanatical play than before the break and immediately forced two corners, but they yielded nothing. Nawir gave away a third corner, which is neatly 
taken and the ball rolls along the whole width of the goal, but miraculously the H.B.S. goal escapes penetration. The guests, however, who are now predominantly stronger, come back. Johnstone placed with purpose 
to James who had a magnificent header. Tremio was happily in the right place, but less than a minute later danger again theatened when Russell won the leather after a scrimmage. However, his shot is not pure and 
the ball went past the goal. 

he Australians have a few corners but De Raadt and Gontha defend neatly, and with assistance from Nooyen and Van Ligten, defence is much better than before the break. However there was an equalizer; Clarke 
put to Johnstone who ran with the ball into the goal (1-1). 

The H.B.S.-ers were not discouraged and attacked fiercely. Saleh tries from a long way out but Weir finally gets the ball off of him. 

Then comes the most beautiful goal of the afternoon. Knufman receives the ball from a distant stage of De Raadt, he turns around and gives useful to Buchanan, the players behind it, by the rushing Uktolsea, with a 
particularly beautiful diagonal shot H.B.S. again provide the leadership. (2-1). 

The "crows" are apparently still not satisfied and the defence of the Australians has to redouble its efforts to avoid further calamities. Harper, without hesitation, dives at the feet of Van Haasen and stops the progress 
of the leather, which gives him a deserved applause. However, it is nevertheless a corner from O'Connor. Nooyen gets a "free play" in a duel with three Australians and finally emerges victorious. The ball goes to 
Uktolsea who wriggles around the whole defense, but he has no chance to shoot. 

Nawir halts an attack from the Australians, and then Van Haasen swings inwards. Harper stops a hard shot but the ball jumps from him and flies to Van Haasen who shot again but the post prevents a certain goal. 
The last part is almost entirely for the guests. A prolonged struggle in the H.B.S. box follows and finally Russell gets the ball, he tries with a high shot that strikes Tremio but Nawir ensures no further play. 

Buchanan heads a great distance, and Voll is penalised for a foul throw. 

Weir takes an excellant free kick, but the H.B.S.-defence is solid. They have the abilitity to score more goals but remain in control and the end comes with a small H.B.S. win.

Onder leiding van den heer Gobus stelt het volgende Australié-elftal zich voor stampvolle tribunes op. 

Harper; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Telfer. Martin; Muir, Mclvor, Lewis, Johnstone, Donaldson. 

Tiong Hwa is in de gewone competitieopstelling. Middenvoor, mid-half en de rechtervleugel van de gasten zijn derhalve vervangen. 

De Chineezen gaan het eerst tot den aanval over en brengen het tot een hoekschop, maar ernstig gevaar levert dat niet op. De achterhoede maakt al direct een zeer solieden indruk. Met verre trappen wordt het terrein 
telkens gezuiverd. Even blijven de in wit shirt met roode baan gestoken Tiong Hwa-érs nog in de meerderheid en we noteeren een paar keurige individueele staaltjes van Hong Djien, die door zijnkatachtig snelle 
bewegingen een paar aanvallen tot staan brengt en eens hard doorgeeft aan Gwan, die het leer in mooie positie opvangt. Juist als hij wil schieten, geeft de scheidsrechter buitenspel; we meenen, dat hij zich vergist, 
heeft, maar we zaten te ver van dat doel om het met zekerheid te kunnen zeggen. Het is in ieder geval jammer van de mooie kans. Na een solo ren schiet Kway Sing tegen Oliver aan, den terugspringenden bal vangt 
hij op en thans volgt een hooge voorzet, maar Boen Liem c.s. zijn, wat koppen betreft, tegen de lange bewoners van het andere werelddeel wel erg gehandicapt, en het leer verhuist dan ook met een forschen trap 
naar de andere helft. 

Toch moet Harper een paar malen optreden: eens voor een te zacht schot van Gwan en eens om een hoogen bal van Kway Sing te onderscheppen. 

Het overwicht der Chineezen gaat langzamerhand verloren, en we krijgen een snellen, volkomen open strijd te zien, met beide partijen om beurten in den aanval. De eerste kans voor Australié ontstaat als Donaldson 
snel naar binnen zwenkt en schiet. Via het been van Chin Hoat loopt het leer corner. Deze wordt keurig genomen. Miur snelt toe en schiet hard en laag in, doch Hok Gie weet vallend te stoppen. Niettemin zit er een 
doelpunt in de lucht, want hoewel Hian Bie c.s. voorloopig nog stand houden, wordt de druk op het Soerabaia-doel toch steeds grooter. Een pracht schot van den midhalf komt keihard tegen de lat, maar dan neemt 
Tiong Hwa even den aanval over. Snel als het weerlicht rent Kway Sing langs de lijn en Harper moet zich boven op den bal laten vallen om onheilen te voorkomen, maar het gevaar is nog niet bezworen, want als 
Boen Lien het leer uit een center van Sie Liong terug krijgt, schiet hij laag in. Harper is evenwel een uitmuntend keeper en ook dezen bal heeft. Muir zet hoog voor, doch vlak voor de lijn redt Hian Bie door een keurigen 
omhaal. Weir is het direct daarop de rechts-uiterst, die zuiver voorzet en thans belandt het leer bij Lewis, die om Chin Hoat heenloopt en dan in het zijnet kogelt. 

Hian Bie is beter dan zijn partner Chin Hoat. Een duel met Donaldson brengt hij tot een goed eind; het leer wordt evenwel niet ver genoeg weggewerkt; de Australische linksbinnen pikt het ergens buiten het 
strafschopgebied op, draait zich om en schiet, totaal onverwacht, in den uitersten bovenhoek. (1—0) Een prachtig doelpunt! 
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De maker van het doelpunt is blijkbaar geblesseerd; hij wordt althans vervangen, evenals juist tevoren de linkshalf. Een gevaarlijke sprong naar den bal van Kway Sing wordt onmiddellijk bestraft en de Australiérs 
houden het initiatief aan hun zijde, luidruchtig aangemoedigd door een groot deel van het publiek. 

Na een belegering van het Chineesche doel wordt naast geschoten, en een voorzet van Donaldson ondergaat hetzelfde lot. 

Midden in een gevaarlijken Australigaanval kondigt de heer Gobus de pauze aan. De leider van het Australié-team achter ons, die meent, dat er voor buitenspel gefloten is, vertelt dat hij in de dertig jaar, dat hij 
voetbalwedstrijden ziet, nog nooit zoon "prul" van een referee heeft meegemaakt, maar als hem aan het verstand wordt gebracht, dat het fluitsein slechts de rust aankondigt, klaart zijn gezicht op en stijgt de heer 
Gobus aanmerkelijk in zijn achting. 

Een moment denken we in de tweede helft, dat Tiong Hwa op zal halen. Weir veroorzaakt bij den eersten aanval al onnoodig een hoekschop, als hij het leer op den verkeerden kant van zijn hoofd krijgt, maar tenslotte 
belandt de bal op het bovennet. 

Al spoedig blijkt, dat er evenwel van ophalen geen sprake zal zijn, 266 sterk domineeren na enkele minuten de gasten alweer. Even moet Harper nog een te ver naar voren gespeelden bal verwerken, dien hij direct 
doorzendt naar het andere doel, waar Hok Gie uitloopend redt. 

O'Connor, die het leer opvangt, geeft het dwars over het veld door aan den links-binnen, die hoog voor het doel plaatst, Mc.lvor bemachtigt het leer op de lijn, viak naast den doelpaal, en geeft het, over Chin Hoat heen, 
met een listig tikje, aan Lewis, die inkopt (2-0). 

Tiong Hwa antwoordt met een tegenaanval, doch Weir en Oliver vormen een ondoordringbare defensie, waar alle pogingen der Chineezen op stranden. De Australiérs hebben het wat dat betreft gemakkelijker, vooral 
Chin Hoat wordt nogal onzeker en de bal is bijna voortdurend op de Tiong Hwa-helft. 

Hian Bie zet den linksbinnen forsch, doch correct voor doel van den bal af, de aanval is echter niet gebroken, want Telfer stuurt het leer onmiddellijk terug naar zijn voorhoede, waar Mc.lvor het opvangt en kalm in den 
hoek plaatst (3-0). 
Wie zou denken, dat de gasten het met dezen veiligen voorsprong wat kalmer aan zullen doen, komt bedrogen uit. Ze hebben blijkbaar het consigne om te halen wat er te halen is en het overwicht op Tiong Hwa wordt 
steeds grooter. Enkele Chineezen maken den indruk uitgespeeld te zijn en de voorhoedespelers zien er verder vanaf in te loopen op de stoere Australische verdedigers, die bovendien buitengewoon trapvast zijn. Er is 
bij de gasten van verslapping niets merkbaar; we zouden haast zeggen integendeel. Het komt ons voor, dat ze er nog een schepje opgooien, maar misschienkomt dat ook wel doordat de tegenstand verslapt. 

Er komt in ieder geval nog een prachtig doelpunt. Martin speelt het leer naar voren, de linksbinnen is er juist bij als de bal hoog opspringt en, zonder dat het verder den grond raakt, kanjert hij hoog in. (4-0). 

Dat wordt Tiong Hwa toch te erg. Sie Lok gaat buiten spelen en Kway Sing rechtsbinnen, terwijl Sie Liong in de voorhoede gehaald wordt. Deze wijzigingen hebben inderdaad tengevolge, dat het spel meer verdeeld 
raakt. Uit een voorzet van Sie Lok krijgt Boen Liem zelfs een vrij eenvoudige kans om de eer te redden, maar Harper staat precies op de goede plaats, evenals bij een schuiver van Kway Sing. 

Lang duurt ditbetrekkelijke Tiong Hwa overwicht niet. Een prachtig schot van Lewis slaat Hok Gie vallend corner, waaruit O'Connor een laag schot inzendt, dat juist langs den verkeerden kant van den paal loopt. 

De laatste wanhopige pogingen van Tiong Hwa hebben geen resultaat. De eminente achterhoede geeft hun zelfs geen schijn van kans meer om al te dicht het doel te naderen en in de laatste minuten is Australié weer 
aanvallend. Niettegenstaande de leider nadrukkelijk informeert waar number five blijft, wordt er niet meer gescoord, en het einde komt met een dubbel en dwars verdiende zege voor de gasten. 

De leiding van den heer Gobus was in orde. 


A loose translation is:- 

With crowded stands and under the control of Mr.Gobus the Australian team is:- 

Harper; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Telfer. Martin; Muir, Mclvor, Lewis, Johnstone, Donaldson. 

Tiong Hwa has the normal competition formation. The centre forward, centre half and right wing of the guests were changed. 

The Chinese were first to attack and took it to the corner, but there was no serious danger. The defence has made the impression of being very solid. The area is cleared. The white and red shirts continue in the 
dominance and we note down a few individual feats of Hong Djien, he attacks at will with his cat-like rapid movements and he passes to Gwan, who captures the leather in a beautiful position. Just as he is about to 
shoot, the referee gives him offside, we suppose that he has made a mistake, but we were far from that goal to be sure to say. It is in any case a shame about the opportunity. After a solo run Kway Sing shoots 
against Oliver, he latches onto the rebound and follows up with a high cross but Boen Liem is unable to compete with the defence and with strong strides, relocates back to the other half. 

However, Harper had to perform a few times; once for a shot from Gwan that was too soft, and again to intercept a lofty ball from Kway Sing. 

The dominance of the Chinese is gradually lost, and we get an open even battle with both parties taking turns to attack. The first opportunity for Australia arises as Donaldson quickly swung inward and shot. 

The leather runs through the legs of Chin Hoat for a corner. This is nicely taken. Muir rushes, and shoots hard and low, but Hok Gie is aware and makes a falling stop. Nevertheless there is a goal in the air, and 
although Hian Bie holds out for the time being, the pressure is on the Soerabaia goal. A beautiful shot from the centrehalf hits hard against the bar, but then the Tiong Hwa takes the attack. 

Kway Sing runs as fast as lightning along the line and Harper drops onto the ball to prevent any disaster, but the danger is not averted because the leather is centred from Boen Lien to Sie Liong who shoots low. 
Harper, however, is an excellent keeper and he has this ball. Supported by the middle line the Australians again attack. Muir puts in high but Hian Bie saves neatly just before the line. Weir immediately puts in an 
accurate cross from the extreme right to Lewis who beats Chin Hoat and puts in a bullet shot into the side net. 

Hian Bie is playing better than his partner Chin Hoat. A dual with Donaldson for the leather has a successful conclusion, however, it is not cleared and the Australian inside left runs around just outside the penalty 
area, and totally unexpectedly shoots. (1-0). A beautiful goal! 

The creator of the goal is apparently injured, and the left half is also replaced. A dangerous jump for the ball by Kway Sing is immediately punished and the Australians, noisily encouraged by a large part of the public, 
keep the initiative. 
After a siege of the Chinese goal a cross from Donaldson undergoes the same fate. 

In the middle of a dangerous attack by Australia, Mr.Gobus announces the break. The manager of the Australian team, seated behind us, believes that the whistle is for offside, and he says that in the thirty years of 
watching football he has never experienced such a "dud" of a referee, but he is told that the whistle only heralds the break and Mr.Gobus significantly rises in his estimation. 

For a moment we think that Tiong Hwa will have a chance in the second half. In the first attack Weir gives away an unnecessary corner as the leather found the the side of his head, but it finally ends up over the net. 
It is soon apparent, however, that they will not be so strong as after a few minutes the guests are again dominant. Harper showed examples of safe ball handling, and he immediately sent the ball forward to the other 
goal, where Hok Gie ran out to save. 
O'Connor traps the ball and passes it across the field to the inside left, but it is too high for the target, Mclvor wins the leather on the line, right next to the goal post, and moves it away from Chin Hoat with a cunning 
touch, to Lewis who scores (2-0). 
Tiong Hwa responds with a counter attack, but Weir and Oliver form a impenetrable defence, where all attempts from the Chinese flounder. The Australians on the other hand have it easier, especially as Chin Hoat is 
rather uncertain and the ball is almost constantly in the Tiong Hwa half. 

Hian Bie put the ball strongly to the inside left, but the attack is not broken because Telfer sent the leather back immediately to his attack, where Mclvor controls and calmly places into the corner (3-0). 
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Who would think that the guests with this safe lead would slow down. Apparently they wanted the Tiong Hwa to experience a greater contribution. A few Chinese give the impression that they are played-out and see 
the attacking players as being distant from the tough Australian defenders. There is nothing noticeable that the guests are slackening and we would say it is to the contary. It seems to us that they have picked up a 
little, but maybe it's also because the opposition has weakened. 

There is one more beautiful goal. Martin plays the leather forward to the inside left who jumps high and without touching the ground, he sends in a humdinger. (4-0). 

It is, nevertheless, serious for Tiong Hwa. Sie Lok moves to outside right and Kway Sing to inside right, while Sie Liong moves to the front. These changes achieve the desired result, and the game becomes more 
even. From a cross from Sie Lok, Boen Liem has a relatively simple chance to save honour but Harper is exactly in the right place despite a slide from Kway Sing. 

For a relatively long time Tiong Hwa is not prevalent. A superb shot from Lewis beats a diving Hok Gie, from which O'Connor sends in a low shot which passes the wrong side of the post. 

The last desperate attempts of Tiong Hwa fail. The superior defence gives them no chance of approaching the goal, and in the last minutes, Australia attacks again. Notwithstanding the emphatic lead there was no 
more scoring, and the end comes with a double cross and victory is earned for the guests. 

The leadership of Mr. Gobus was in order.

Dan laat scheidsrechter Foltynski tossen, waarna de volgende ploegen zich opstellen : 

Australié. 

Roach; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Telfer, Buchanan; James, Mc.lvor, Clark, Lewis, Donaldson. 


Ellis; Bryant, Wallis; Shaddick, Middelton, Galley; Perry, Raybuild, Woodward, Bennet, Lt.Bryan. 


De Singapore-spelers verschijnen in gele shirts en blauwe broek, en de eerste aanval is voor hen, maar Weir zendt het leer naar de andere helft. Het komt evenwel direct terug en Raybuild, die het leer opvangt, lost 
een hard schot, dat in de handen van Roach terecht komt, die het wegwerkt. De Engelsche militairen zetten echter een nieuwen aanval op ; thans is het Woodward, die inschiet, maar weer stopt Roach verdienstelijk. 
Dan is de beurt aan de Australiérs. Zij brengen het tot een corner, welke keurig wordt genomen, maar door Bryant ineens aan zijn voorhoede wordt doorgegeven. Clark bemachtigt het leer en lost een hard laag schot 
op kniehoogte, dat Ellis bijna te machtig is. 

Een goede Australié-aanval volgt. Clark geeft het leer aan James, die ermee naar binnen zwenkt en dan van tamelijk dichtbij tot veler teleurstelling naast schiet. Het is voor het andere doel weer Raybuild, die handig 
om Oliver heendraait en een hard schot op het doel lost, waar Roach zich meer en meer ontpopt als een doelman, die voor Harper niet onderdoet. We verwachten het eerste doelpunt als Lewis door de geheele 
Singapore-verdediging heen is.

De Singapore-doelman loopt ver uit, doch Lewis is eerder bij den bal en schiet langs hem 
heen hard in het leegedoel. 1-0. 

De militairen antwoorden met een serie goede aanvallen, meestal geleid door den vieugel Raybuild - Perry. Luid aangemoedigd door hun reserve-spelers met den kreet "Come on, the Service" wordt het Australié-doel 
gevaarlijk dicht benaderd en nadat Oliver een voorzet van rechts heeft weggekopt, schiet Raybuild uit een pass van Woodward hard de gelijkmaker in het net (1-1). 

De doelpunten volgen elkaar nu snel op. Er ontstaat een worsteling voor het doel van Singapore. Blijkbaar constateert de scheidsrechter dat de bal de doellijn is gepasseerd; hij wijst althans midden in het duel naar 
het midden (2-1). 

Het spel is nog geen twee minuten oud, als Lt.Bryan het leer krijgt toegespeeld. Hard en laag zet hij voor, en de toesnellende Woodward geeft van 3 meters afstand Roach geen schijn van kans (2-2). 

Direct hierop is het rusten. 

De tweede helft begint matig. Het tempo is even verslapten behalve een schuiver van Lt.Bryan, valt er gedurende de eerste minuten niets voor, dat der moeite van het vermelden waard is. 

Het spel beweegt zich voornamelijk op het middenveld; langzamerhand wordt Singapore iets sterker, maar niettemin krijgt Australié de eerste kans als James een vrij veld voor zich heeft. Zijn voorzet is echter veel te 
hard en komt bij Donaldson terecht, die het beter doet. Ellis grabbelt het leer uit den hoek, maar een hoekschop kan hij niet voorkomen. Deze wordt schitterend genomen, weer slaat Ellis den bal weg naar Lewis, 

die inkopt. Op de knieén liggend weet de doelman echter een doelpunt te voorkomen en het woord is weer aan den United Service-aanval. 

Nadat Bennett een slecht schot heeft gelost, probeert de linkshalf Galley het eens, doch ook hij weet er niet de gewenschte richtig aan te geven, terwijl even later ook de middenvoor vallend over schiet. Als Lt.Bryan 
het leer krijgt probeert hij het eens alleen. Hij komt inderdaad een heel eind, doch in een duel met Oliver moet hij het tenslotte afleggen. 

Een scrimmage voor het United Service-doel eindigt met een schot, dat rakelings naast loopt en dan noteeren we een prachtigen aanval der militairen. Middelton geeft door aan Bennet, deze aan Woodward, die, 
zonder dat een der Australié-verdedigers het leer ook maar heeft aangeraakt, op het juiste moment overgeeft aan Raybuild. Deze ziet evenwel kans, op een afstand van vijf meters voor open doel over te schieten, 
daarmede de kans van den dag om zeep brengend. 

Dat werkt blijkbaar inspireerend op de Australiérs. Donaldson neemt het leer langs de lijn mee, passeert naar Lewis, die hard inkogelt (3-2). 

Van den aftrap krijgt Telfer het leer te pakken Mc. Ivor, die het goed aangegeven krijgt, legt het Clark voor de voeten, die, onder den vallenden Ellis door, nummer vier produceert (4-2). 

De Singapore-defensie is even de kluts kwijt en er komt bijna een vijfde doelpunt als James een kans krijgt. Zijn voorzet komt echter achter de voorwaartsen terecht, waarop Galley wegwerkt. 

Een der Australiérs wordt dan geblesseerd van het veld gedragen, waardoor ze met tien man verder spelen, aangezien vddr den wedstrijd is overeengekomen, geen invallers toe te staan. 

Singapore neemt thans het spel in handen, maar uit een uitval, besloten met een kogel van Donaldson, wordt bijna gescoord. Ellis grabbelt echter den bal uit den bovenhoek en zet zijn voorhoede aan het werk, die 
een goede kans krijgt als Perry voorzet. Woodward vangt het leer op en kogelt hard op de tribune. 

De bal blijft nu bijna voortdurend op de Australié-helft, een harde kopbal vliegt juist langs den buitenkant van den paal, terwijl Lt. Bryan een schitterenden ren besluit met een formidabel schot. Roach kan er niet bij, 
doch voor de tweede maal is de lat zoo vriendelijk, het Australié-doel voor een doorboring te behoeden. 

Nog krijgen de militairen een zekere kans als zij wegens handseen strafschop krijgen toegewezen. De bal wordt evenwel overgeschoten, zoodat het einde komt met een eenigszins geflatteerde 4-2 zege voor de 
Australiérs. 


A loose translation is:- 

The teams stood in a line as "God Save the King" sounded over the field. The Singapore team was especially smart with that stiff-military attitude as they hear the national anthem. 
Then referee Foltynski tossed up, and the teams were as follows:- 

Australia. 

Roach; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Telfer, Buchanan; James, Mc.lvor, Clark, Lewis, Donaldson. 


Ellis; Bryant, Wallace ; Shaddick, Middelton, Galley; Perry, Raybould, Woodward, Bennett, Lt.Bryan. 


The visiting Singapore players wore yellow shirts and blue pants, and the first attack was with them, but Weir sent the leather to the other half. However, it comes right back and Raybuild, who traps the leather, 
sends in a hard shot, that Roach eliminates. However, the English soldiers put on a new attack, and it is now Woodward that shoots in, but Roach saves well. Then it is the turn of the Australians. They have a 
corner, which is neatly taken, but Bryant suddenly beats his attacker. Clark wins the leather and sends in a low hard shot at knee height that Ellis saves mightily. 

A good Australian attack follows. Clark gives the leather to James, who moved inside and to the disappointment of many, slew his shot from fairly close in. At the other end Raybou ld, who is close to Oliver, turns 
around and shoots on goal where Roach, who is emerging as good a goalkeeper as Harper, saves. We expect the first goal as Lewis beats the whole Singapore defence. Even the goalkeeper is passed, but as he 
comes to two metres from the goal line he touches the ball with his hand, which gives Singapore a free kick. 

A nicely taken corner is taken by Lt.Bryan but the inside trio can not get the leather over the line but get another corner kick, which yields nothing. At the other goal, we note a similar case, where a Donaldson corner 
is placed high in the goal area. Twice the leather is headed in and finally it is shot into the side net. 

The United Service team had some bad luck when Perry quickly turns inside but the crossbar prevents a certain goal. From the rebound the ball is fanatically fought over and the scrimmage ends with a shot from 
Woodward, that Roach stops. Immediately Australia attacks. Buchanan plays the leather forward. The Singapore-keeper runs far out, but Lewis gets to the ball first and shoots hard past him into the empty goal. 1-0. 
The soldiers respond with a series good attacks, usually led by Raybou|d-Perry. They are loudly encouraged by the reserve players with the cry "Come on, the Service" the Australian goal is dangerously approached 
and a cross is headed out by Oliver, but from a pass from Woodward Raybou|ld shoots hard into the net to equalize. (1-1). 

Goals now follow each other quickly. A stuggle in the Singapore goal arises. The referee decides that the ball has passed over the goal line during the duel and points to the middle (2-1). 

Less than two minutes later Lt.Bryan gets the leather. He passes hard and low to the rushing Woodward and from 3 metres away gives Roach no chance (2-2). 

Immediately after it is half-time. 

The second half begins moderate. The pace is very relaxed except Lt.Bryan, but for the first minutes there is nothing worth mentioning. 

The game is primarily active in the mid-field, but gradually Singapore becomes slightly stronger, nevertheless Australia gets the first chance when James has an empty field in front of him. His pass is much too hard 
but it comes to Donaldson who does better. Ellis grabs the leather but he cannot avoid a corner. This is superb, Ellis again strikes the ball to Lewis, who heads in. On his knees the goalkeeper prevents a goal and 
the United Service is back on attack. 

After Bennett has a bad shot, the left half gives it a try, but he also does not know how to correctly aim, while a moment later he falls over in the middle of shooting. Lt.Bryan also gives it a try when he gets the leather. 
He indeed comes a long way, but in a duel with Oliver he finally succumbs. 
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A splendid attack of the military ends with a scrimmage for the United Service target and a shot that narrowly misses. Middelton passes onto Bennett, and then to Woodward, who, without any of the Australian 
defenders touching the leather, and at the right time passes to Raybould. At a distance of five metres this gives an open goal to shoot for, but the opportunity of the day is missed. 

Apparently that is inspiring to the Australians. Donaldson takes the leather along the sideline and passes it to Lewis who shoots hard (3-2). 

From the kickoff Telfer wins the ball and gives to Mclvor, who gets a pass to Clark who produces number four under the falling Ellis (4-2). 

The Singapore defence is confused and there is almost a fifth goal as James gets a chance. However, the ball goes behind the forwards and Galley clears. 

One of Australians is then injured on the field and they have to play with ten men, because before the match it was agreed to allow no substitutes. 

Singapore now takes the game in hand, but from a mistake, Donaldson with a bullet almost scores. However, Ellis grabs the ball and sends his attack to work, Perry putting in a good cross. Woodward captures the 
leather and sends a hard ball in the stands. 

The ball remains almost constantly in Australia's half, a hard header flies just outside the post, while Lt.Bryan fishes a brilliant run with a formidable shot. Roach can not save, but for the second time the bar is 
friendly and Australia's goal is not pierced. 

Still, the military are given a chance because a hand is seen. The ball was, however about to be shot, and in the end it is a somewhat flattering 4-2 victory for the Australians. 


The Singapore United Services team (also called Combined Services) was drawn from 28th.Gloucester Regiment, the Royal Air Force and the ships of the East Indies Squadron of the Royal Navy. 
The team was in Soerabaja as part of the 30 year jubilee celebration of local club T.H.O.R. and played six matches there. 
In addition to the game against Australia, they played the following matches:-

In het Decapark had gistermiddag de eerste wedstrijd der Australiérs plaats, welke ontmoeting in een welverdiende overwinning der Bataviasche kampioenen eindigde. 

Het spel van de gasten is ons niet meegevallen, de voorhoede had geen begrip van combineeren, terwijl van behoorlijk schieten geen sprake was; ook de half-back-linie maakte geen grootschen indruk. De verdediging 
was het beste deel van de ploeg met keeper Harper als uitblinker. Wij hebben echter zoo'n idee, dat de gasten een offday hadden en verwachten dan ook, dat zij in de komende wedstrijden uit een ander vaatje zullen 
tappen. 

Hercules kan op een uitstekenden wedstrijd terugzien; het elftal klopte als een bus, terwijl Davies een spilpartij vertolkte, welke gewoonweg af was. 

Zonder eenig ceremonieel betreden de gasten het strijdperk, weldra gevolgd door hun tegenstanders. Onder de leiding van scheidsrechter Sommer stellen de ploegen zich als volgt op: 

Australié - Harper; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Telfer, Martin; Muir, Mclvor, Clark, Lewis, Donaldson. 

Hercules - Pipper Jr.; Scholte, Brugman; Hoekstra, Davies, Gaston; Moedjitaba, Soemo, Pipper Sr., Van Lingen, Zomers. 

Zonder cheers trappen de gasten af doch Hercules neemt den aanval over om op haar beurt op Oliver te stuiten die het spel met een forschen trap verplaatst. 
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Bij den tweeden aanval der Australiérs grijpt Brugman op het juiste moment in, terwijl keeper Pippei kort daarop een zacht schot van Clark te verwerken krijgt. Weir komen de gasten terug, Donaldson zet goed voor 
en Clark kopt onmiddellijk in, doch de Hercules-keeper weet zijn heiligdom voor een doorboring te behoeden. 

De Australische achterhoede heeft met de aanvallen der Herculanen heel wat te stellen en zes minuten na den aanvang jaagt Soemo een aangeefbal van Van Lingen onhoudbaar in den rechterbenedenhoek. (1-0). 
Een nieuwe aanval der gasten wordt afgeslagen, waarop Hercules een corner forceert, welke achter geplaatst wordt. 

Nadat Harper een voorzet weggestompt heeft, gaat het weer in de richting van het Hercules-doel, waar Scholte mist; deze herstelt zich echter bliksemsnel en weet zoowaar nog opluchting te brengen. 

Mooi samenspelend trekken de Herculanen ten aanval, de ongedekt staande Moedjitaba krijgt het leer toegespeeld, maar deze plaatst het ronde ding achter het doel. 

Bij een doorbraak van Donaldson veroorzaakt Hoekstra een hoekschop; de mooi genomen corner wordt door Davies onschadelijk gemaakt. 

Bij een der volgende aanvallen der gasten krijgt Donaldson een mooie kans, hij kanjert echter tegen den toeloopenden Scholte aan, waardoor het Hercules-doel aan een groot gevaar ontsnapt. 

Een schuiver van Pipper weet Harper nog juist corner te zwemmen, waarna Sommer de rust aankondigt. 

Om 5u. 33 wordt aan de tweede helft begonnen. De gasten zitten al dadelijk voor het Hercules-doel, waar een vuurpijl van Scholte een gevaarlijk moment veroorzaakt; het leer komt echter op het bovennet terecht. 
De Herculés-voorhoede komt er hoelanger hoe beter in en talrijk ziin de aanvallen, welke de Australiérs te verduren hebben. 

Plotseling breekt Soemo snel door, de backs worden gepasseerd, doch de Herculaan kogelt voor het doel langs. De druk op het Australische doel wordt hoe langer hoe grooter en weldra doét een keihard schot van 
Soemo het vijandelijke net trillen. (2-0). 

Vervolgens krijgen wij een periode, waarin de Australiérs het spel in handen nemen, Donaldson waagt een kans, doch Scholte weet den bal van richting te doen veranderen, waardoor deze corner vliegt. De zuiver 
voor doel geplaatste bal danst van het eene hoofd naar het andere en wordt tenslotte naast gekopt. 

Een minuut voor tijd weet Soemo aan zijn bewaking te ontsnappen, snel gaat het op Harper af die tenslotte vergeefs naar het keiharde schot grijpt. (3-0). 

Van Lingen verknoeit een prachtkans door viak voor open doel hoog over te kanjeren en dan komt het einde. 

Scheidsrechter Sommer heeft den wedstrijd goed geleid. 

De publieke belangstelling was niet groot. 


A loose translation is:- 

Yesterday afternoon at Decapark, the Batavia champions met the Australians that ended with a well deserved victory. 

The play of the guests was not as good as expected, the attack had no comprehesion of combination, and they couldn't shoot properly; also the half-back line did not give a good impression. The defence was the 
best part of the team with keeper Harper as the best player. However, we have an idea that the guests had an off day and we therefore expect that in the next matches they will be tapping another barrel. 

Hercules had an excellent contest, and the team were as solid as a bus, while Davies performed a pivotal role. 

The guests entered the arena without ceremony, soon followed by their opponents. Under the leadership of referee Sommer the teams lined up as follows:- 

Australia - Harper; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Telfer, Martin; Muir, Mclvor, Clark, Lewis, Donaldson. 

Hercules - Pipper Jr.; Scholte, Brugman; Hoekstra, Davies, Gaston; Moedjitaba, Soemo, Pipper Sr., Van Lingen, Zomers. 

Without cheers the guests kick off but Hercules stops the attack with a big kick to Oliver. 

In the second attack from the Australians Brugman intervenes at the right time, and goalkeeper Pippei saves a soft shot from Clark. Weir, the guests back, sends to Donaldson who crosses and Clark rises 
immediately, but the Hercules keeper knows how to protect his area. 

The Australian defence had no answers to the Herculanen attacks and six minutes after the start Soemo, chasing an unguarded pass from Van Lingen, placed an unstoppable shot into the right corner. (1-0). 

A new attack from the guests is repulsed but Hercules is forced to concede a corner, which is placed behind. 

Harper, after a cross, sends it in the direction of the Hercules goal, where Scholte misses, however he recovers at lightening speed and brings relief. 

Hercules is playing beautifully together and the ball is passed to Moedjitaba standing unmarked, but he places it behind the goal. 

Hoekstra beats Donaldson and forces a corner; the beautiful corner taken by Davies is made harmless. 

In one of the guests attacks Donaldson gets a good opportunity, however, he is tackled by the converging Scholte, and the Hercules goal escapes a great danger. 

Harper dives to the correct corner to save a shot from Pipper, and afterwards Sommer announces the break. 

At 5.33 the second half is begun. The guests set at once for the Hercules goal and a dangerous moment is caused from a rocket shot , but the leather is deflected over the net by Scholte. 

The Hercules attack improves as time passes and the Australians have to endure many attacks. 

Suddenly Soemo breaks and the backs are passed quickly, but the Hercules shot for goal goes by. The pressure on the Australian goal is becoming increasingly greater and soon a hard shot from Soemo leaves the 
net shaking. (2-0). 
Then we get a period where the Australians take control of the game, Donaldson takes a chance but Scholte knows the ball direction and a corner results. The ball from the corner dances from one head to another, 
and is finally headed past the goal. 
One minute before time Soemo quickly escapes his marker and Harper vainly grabs at the hard shot. (3-0). 

Van Lingen wastes a great opportunity with a humdinger high over an open goal, and then the game comes to an end. 
Referee Sommer managed the competition properly. 

Public interest was not large.

Deze ontmoeting eindigde in een nederlaag der Chineezen, die ondanks hun grootere snelheid de meerderheid van hun tegenstanders hebben moeten erkennen. 

De Australiérs hebben beter gespeeld dan gepasseerden Donderdag. De half-back-linie, waarin wij twee nieuwe gezichten zagen, zat veel geestdriftiger op den bal, terwijl het plaatsen niet onverdienstelijk was. In de 
voorhoede werd het gemis van een schutter echter danig gevoeld; het was daarom zoo jammer, dat Johnstone kort na den aanvang wegens een enkelblessure moest uitvallen. Opvallend was het goede kopwerk der 
gasten. 
De U.M.S.'ers hebben hun gewoon spel niet kunnen ontplooien, zij hielden den bal niet laag genoeg, waarvan de Australiérs vanzelfsprekend profiteerden. 

De publieke belangstelling was wederom niet groot. 

Scheidsrechter H. Prins blies de volgende elftallen in het veld:

U.M.S.:- Kioe Sen; Giok Seng, Kim Hok; Tjiap Hie, Kang Ho, Sing Tjoe; Hok Siang, Yu Siang, Cheng Kee, Kek Bo, Jin Tjiang. 

De eerste aanval is voor U.M.S., Cheng Kee komt er mooi door, doch tenslotte stuit hij op een der backs. Bij een tegenaanval der gasten weet Giok Seng zich van den bal meester te maken; met een verren pass zet 
hij Kek Bo aan het werk, die na eenig gedribbel keurig in den rechterbenedenhoek kanjert. Keeper Roach werpt zich echter op den bal en kan het gevaarlijke schot nog juist tot een hoekschop verwerken. 

Australié komt flink opzetten, Buchanan centert naar den rechtsbuiten Muir, die een corner forceert; de mooi voor doel geplaatste bal wordt door Tjiap Hie weggekopt. Bij een volgenden aanval der gasten schiet Lewis 
hard naast. 

Een door Giok Seng veroorzaakte hoekschop wordt U.M.S.bijna noodlottig, want de toestormende rechtsbinnen mist het leer op een haar. 

Intusschen is Johnstone uitgevallen en door James vervangen. 

Een fraaie ren van Muir levert het zoo zeer begeerde succes op: Kioe Sen laat zich nog languit vallen, doch hij kan den bal niet bereiken, zoodat Australié leidt. (0-1). 

Een free-kick van O'Connor op den rand van het strafschopgebied schept U.M.S. een kans, Kek Bo plaatst zich achter het leer en schiet tegen een der verdedigers aan. 

Een pass van O'Connor maar den linksbinnen wordt hard ingekopt, doch Kioe Sen staat op de goede plaats en heeft het leer klemvast te pakken. 

Nadat een doelpunt der gasten wegens buitenspel geannuleerd is, onderneemt Kek Bo een soloren, waaraan door den uitloopenden keeper een einde gemaakt wordt. 

Bij een doorbraak van Hok Siang redt O'Connor op fraaie wijze, waarna Muir weer aan het werk gezet wordt. Zijn voorzet veroorzaakt een scrimmage voor het Chineesche doel, de verdedigers kunnen den bal niet 
wegkrijgen, die tenslotte in het net geloopen wordt. (0-2). 

Cheng Kee krijgt eenige minuten later een mooie kans, als keeper Roach uitgeloopen is, doch de U.M.S.'er weet deze niet te benutten. 

Het begin van de tweede helft is voor de Australiérs, Lewis kopt echter te zacht in, waardoor Kioe Sen zich niet laat verschalken. Dit blijkt echter uitstel van executie te zijn, want als de Chineesche keeper een schot 
van Muir niet klemvast te pakken heeft, heeft Russell het maar voor het inzetten. (0-3). 

De Chineezen beantwoorden doelpunt met een snellen aanval, de Australische verdediging weifelt even, waarvan Cheng Kee handig profiteert door den bal over de doellijn te werken. (1-3). 
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Wanneer Hok Siang en Lemph het met elkander aan den stok krijgen wegens unfair spel, grijpt de arbiter onmiddellijk in en weet de heeren tot bedaren te brengen. 
Australié neemt het spel geheel in handen, zoodat Kek Bo het geraden acht de achterhoede een handje te helpen. 

Hok Siang krijgt een mooie kans om den achterstand te verkleinen, doch hij schiet rakelings naast. 

Met Australié sterk in den aanval komt het einde van de match. 

Scheidsrechter H. Prins heeft den wedstrijd goed geleid. 


A loose translation is:- 

This meeting ended in defeat for the Chinese, despite their greater speed, which was acknowledged by the majority of their opponents. 

The Australians played better than last Thursday. The half-back line, where we saw two new faces, was much more enthusiastic on the ball but their placing was without merit. At the forefront, however, was the lack 
of a shooter, so it was severly felt when Johnstone had to leave because of an ankle injury shortly after the start. The head work of the guests was remarkable good. 

The U.M.S."ers could not develop their normal game, and didn't keep the ball low enough, which obviously benefited the Australians. 

Public interest was again not large. 

Referee H. Prins blew the following teams in the field: 

Australia:- Roach; Weir, Oliver; O'Connor, Buchanan, Semple; Muir, Johnstone, Russell, Lewis, Hunter 

U.M.S.:- Kioe Sen; Giok Seng, Kim Hok; Tjiap Hie, Kang Ho, Sing Tjoe; Hok Siang, Yu Siang, Cheng Kee, Kek Bo, Jin Tjiang. 

The first attack is for U.M.S., Cheng Kee comes through nicely, but finally he encounters one of the backs. In a counter-attack from the guests Giok Seng wins the ball, and with a distant pass he puts Kek Bo to 
work, who after some dribbling, puts in a humdinger into the bottom right corner. Keeper Roach throws himself onto the ball, however gives away a corner. 

Australia attacks strongly, Buchanan centres to the right winger Muir, who forces a corner which is beautifully placed in front of the goal but Tjiap Hie heads away. In the next attack from the guests Lewis shoots hard. 
An induced Giok Seng corner is almost fatal to U.M.S. as the right back missed the leather. 

Meanwhile Johnstone retires and is replaced by James. 

A nice run from Muir gives the required success: Kio Sen makes a sprawling dive, but he can not reach the ball, so Australia leads. (0-1). 

U.M.S. creates a chance when O'Connor gives away a free kick outside the penalty area, Kek Bo takes the kick and shoots the leather against one of the defenders. 

A pass from O'Connor to the inside left is headed in hard, but Kioe Sen is in the right place and clamps it tight. 

After a goal by the guests is cancelled for offside, Kek Bo makes a solo run which is ended when the keeper runs out. 

O'Connor stops a nice one from Hok Siang and the puts Muir to work. His pass causes a scrimmage in the Chinese goal and the defenders can not get rid of the ball, and it is finally walked into the net. (0-2). 
Some minutes later Cheng Kee gets a good opportunity, as goalkeeper Roach runs out, but the U.M.S.'er does not know how to use it. 

The beginning of the second half is for the Australians, Lewis heads in too softly, which does not fool Kioe Sen. However, this is an apparent reprieve because the Chinese goalkeeper does not secure a shot from 
Muir, and Russell finishes off. (0-3). 

The Chinese answer the goal with a swift attack, the Australian defence hesitstes a moment, and Cheng Kee takes full benefit to work the ball over the goal line. (1-3). 

The referee immediately intervened when Hok Siang and Semple got involved because of unfair play, and pacified the gentlemen. 

Australia takes control of the game entirely, so Kek Bo moves to the rear give a helping hand. 

Hok Siang had a fair chance to reduce the deficit but he shoots wide. 

With Australia attacking strongly the match came to an end. 

Referee H. Prins performed soundly.

Then in a scrimmage in front of the League's goal 
a League player kicked the ball into his own goal. During the second half Australia did most of the attacking but the League right back saved the situation, and neither side scored.

Ten aanschouwe van een vrij talrijk publiek hebben de Australiérs een kleine overwinning op onze bondsploeg behaald. Hoewel de gasten de zege te danken hebben aan den Bataviaschen back E. Meeng, die een 
bal zoo listig terugspeelde, dat deze buiten bereik van Becker in het uiterste hoekje belandde, was hun spel van dien aard, dat zij dit succes wel verdienden. Zij speelden veel vlotter en veel geestdriftiger dan in de 
beide vorige wedstrijden, terwijl de verdediging goed werk verrichtte; ook de half-back-linie beeft zich niet onaardig geweerd. In de voorhoede waren de vleugelspelers de besten. 

Onze vertegenwoordigende ploeg heeft danig teleurgesteld. Van de voorhoede heeft de linkervieugel niet veel gepresteerd; Abidin was als centervoor een mislukking en alleen Jansen en Soemo waren vrij goed op 
dreef. 
In de halflinie waren Van Donk en Malaihollo de zwakke broeders, terwijl E.Meeng ons denkelaar niet heeft kunnen doen vergeten. En als de veteraan Davies niet zoo stevig van zich afgebeten had, zou de nederlaag 
beslist grooter geweest zijn.

Abidin centert naar Jansen, deze zet goed voor, doch Rehatta en Kek Bo missen 
den bal. 
Bij een voorzet van Donaldson loopt Becker op het juiste moment uit, hij vangt het leer op en expedieert het vervolgens naar de andere helft. 

De gasten zetten eenige aanvallen op touw, welke niet van gevaar ontbloot zijn; zoo zien wij den linksbinnen rakelings over schieten, terwijl Lewis een oogenblik later in het publiek kanjert.

Na een periode van overwicht der gasten, krijgt Abidin een verre pass, waardoor hij vrijwel voor open doel komt te staan. Juist op het oogenblik, dat hij wil schieten werpt O'Connor zich op den bal, waardoor het

De Batavianen blijven voorloopig in het offensief; een schot van Abidin wordt gehouden, de bal komt bij Soemo terecht, die het doel op de verkeerde plaats zoekt.

The Australians achieved a small victory over our union team before a fairly numerous crowd. The guests owe their victory to the Batavian back E.Meeng, who cunningly played the ball back to Becker but it was out 
of reach and ended up in the far corner. Such was their game that they deserved this success. They played much easier and much more enthusiastically than in the two previous games, while the defence made a 
good job; also it would be unkind to exclude the half-back line. In the forwards the wingers were the best. 

Our representative team was a severe disappointment. Of the attack, the left did not achieve much; Abidin was a failure as centre and only Jansen and Soemo were in pretty good form. In the half-backs Van Donk 
and Malaihollo were a weak combination, while we can not forget the E.Meeng boot. The defeat would certainly have been greater if it had not been for the veteran Davies. 

The Australians played with almost the same team as the previous day; except that Hunter and Russell were replaced by Donaldson and Clark. 

The Batavians team appeared as follows:- 

Batavia:- Becker; Davies, E.Meeng; Lasso, Van Donk, Malaihollo; Jansen, Soemo, Abidin, Rehatta, Kek Bo. 

Batavia won the toss, and Australia kicks off. The ball, however, goes out after a return visit by our attack. In a good move Abidin centres to Jansen, but Rehatta and Kek Bo miss the ball. 

Donaldson puts in a cross but Becker captures the leather at the right moment and dispatches to the other half. 

he guests put some dangerous attacks on goal, and we see the inside left narrowly shooting past, and a moment later Lewis sends a humdinger into the crowd. 

Rehatta gets the ball and he plays it to an unmarked Soemo, who has a clear run towards the Australian goal. At the decisive moment, however, he falls and Roach can make a timely intervention. 

Becker is almost surprised by the bounce of the ball, but happily for Batavia he puts it behind for a corner which is not successful. 

Muir then runs along the line, he finally turns inwards and puts in a shot that Becker, the Batavian goalkeeper, saves nicely. In the next breakthrough of the guests Becker misses badly, but fortunately Davies is 
nearby and makes good. 
Following an attack on the enemy in vain by Abidin and Rehatta, Clark undertakes a solo run, Davies is passed and Becker can not stop the ball as it flies into the net. (0-1). 

Australia remains, for the time being, in attack until Jansen suddenly breaks and the ball is centred to Soemo, who immediately shoots on target, and before keeper Roach can even protrude a finger the ball is in the 
net. (1-1). 
A minute later Meeng is cornered, and he wants to play to Becker, but he does this in awkward fashion and our goalkeeper grips the leather in vain. A few Australians can not fail to thank Meeng for his help. (1-2). 
Malaihollo instead of playing the ball to his attack, gives it to the Australian inside left, who shoots narrowly over and then referee M.Prins announces half-time. 

The beginning of the second half is for the Australians, Muir passes to Lewis who shoots immediately, but Becker was in the right place and secures the ball. 

Lasso unfairly stops the inside left in the penalty area, but fortunately the Australian is soon in a position to continue in the game again. Lewis takes the penalty shot straight at Becker who stops the ball at the 
expense of a corner. 
After a period of domination by the guests Abidin receives a long pass which gives him virtually an open goal. Just at the moment he wants to shoot, O'Connor arrives at the ball allowing the Australians to escape a 
certain goal. 
The Batavians remain for the time being in the offensive, a shot for goal from Abidin goes to Soemo who is looking in the wrong direction. 

Again the Australians attack, Clark shoots on goal, but the ball bounces from the bar back into the field, and Becker saves at the expense of a corner. 

Then Prins rightly disallows an off-side goal by the Australians, the decision being criticized by the inside left such that the referee sent him to the locker room. 
Only minutes from time Jansen places the leather at the feet of Abidin, and the latter sends a rocket inches over the bar. 

Prins, who led well, blows the whistle for the last time, and Australia has a hard-fought victory.

This meeting ended in a well deserved victory for the Australians, who can look back at a well played match. 

The forwards at times combined smoothly, the half-back line fulfilled its dual task to contain, while the solid defence held in check the slight S.V.B.B.'ers 

S.V.B.B. had to be without both the Meeng's, which obviously proved a formidable weakening; the center half especially was missed. Furthermore, the S.V.B.B.'ers did not keep the ball low enough, which against the 
good heading Australians was a tactical error. 

Public interest was only moderate, which was of no surprise because of the high entrance fees. 

Led by referee Hagenaar, the teams were as follows:-

Het is den Australiérs, ondanks hunne goede voornemens, niet mogen gelukken een overwinning te behalen op de Java-kampioenen, die, het moge tot hun eer gezegd worden, op een zeer goeden wedstrijd kunnen 
terugzien. Net tegenpunt, hetwelk de Australiérs geforceerd hebben, was meer het gevolg van een groven blunder van De Wolff die overigens uitstekend gekeept heeft, dan van eigen capaciteiten. 

Wanneer scheidsrechter De Wilde, ten aanschouwe van een tamelijk groot publiek, het aanvangsignaal geeft, tien we de ondervolgende ploeger, tegenover elkaar: 

B.V.B.: De Wolff; De Boer, Soekiman; Caumans, Amrein, Simons; Vogler, Prins, Goyers, Laktoero, Lontoh 

Australié. : Harper; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Buchanan, Telfer; Muir, Semple, Mclvor, Martin, Hunter 

Nadat de eere-voorzitter van den B.V.B., kapitein Overakker, den aftrap gedaan heeft, ontwikkelt zich een vlug gelijk opgaand spel en bij een heftigen aanval van de Bandoeng-voorhoede kan Harper op het nippertje 
zijn heiligdom schoonhouden en als viak daarop de Boer over het leer heen maait, faalt Mc.lvor jammerlijk. De Boer schijnt er niet in te kunnen komen, doch Soekiman speelt voor twee en duikt steeds op. waar 
gevaar dreigt, terwijl hij zich door de forsche Australiérs in geenen deele laat intimideeren. 

Dan komt Bandoeng los en bij een scherpen voorzet van Prins scoort Laktoero van dichtbij onhoudbaar in der hoek (0 - 1). 

Bij een freekick tegen Soekiman, viak buiten het strafschopgebied, wordt slecht naast geschoten. 

Prins krijgt het op z'n heupen, rent door alles en vergroot met een knalhard schot de leiding (2 - 0). 

De gasten beginnen te beseffen, dat het verkeerd gaat en komen nu heftig opzetten, zoodat de Bandoeng-achterhoede het zwaar te verantwoorden krijgt. Als de Boer op een gegeven moment slechts ten koste van 
een corner kan redden, wordt het leer door Muir keurig voor den doelmond geplaats en door Mc.Ivor schitterend ingekopt, doch de Wolff is op zijn plaats. 

Dan komt Bandoeng weer overdonderend opzetten, maar het schieten van Laktoero lijkt naar niets, waarbij nog komt, dat de Bandoeng-voorhoede zich steeds laat vangen in een door de Australiérs opgestelden 
buitenspelval. 

Rust gaat dan ook met een onveranderden 0 - 2 stand in. 

Na de hervatting noteeren we al spoedig een mooi geplaatsten voorzet van Vogler en als de back te lang talmt met wegwerken, grijpt Goyers in, doch de bovenlat speelt de rol van reddende engel. 

Het spel verplaatst zich vliegensvlug, waarbij Bandoeng een ietsje in de meerderheid is en bij een goed opgezetten aanval weet Goyers op keurige wijze den bal over den uitgeloopen keeper in het doel te plaatsen 
(0 - 3). 

De Australiérs klemmen de tanden op elkaar om tenminste de eer te redden, hetgeen hun gelukt door het leer uit de handen van De Wolff te loopen (1 - 3). 

Alhoewel de tijd meer en meer verstrijkt, houdt Australié er nog een flink tempo in, waarbij de Bandoeng-achterhoede teekenen van vermoeienis begint te geven, tenminste het gaat achter geweldig rammelen, doch 
de gasten weten hiervan niet te profiteeren. Als de scheidsrechter het einde aankondigt, heeft Bandoeng welverdiend gewonnen en haar naam van kampioen hoog gehouden.

A loose translation is:- 

Despite their good intentions, the Australians did not succeed in gaining a victory over the Java champions, who, it can be said, can look back at a very good game. The Australians had only one score, which was 
more the result of a bad blunder by De Wolff, who otherwise had an excellent match, rather than their own abilities. 

In view of a fairly large crowd, referee De Wilde gives the start signal to the following opposing teams:- 

B.V.B.: De Wolff; De Boer, Soekiman; Caumans, Amrein, Simons; Vogler, Prins, Goyers, Laktoero, Lontoh 

Australia. : Harper; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Buchanan, Telfer; Muir, Semple, Mclvor, Martin, Hunter 

After the honorary chairman of the B.V.B., captain Overakker, performed the kickoff, the game quickly develops into an even contest with a fierce attack from the Banoeng forwards but Harper keeps his goal safe and 
clean. Then Mc.Ivor fails miserably when De Boer plays the leather away. De Boer does not seem to be able to come in, but Soekiman plays for two and always challenges when there is danger and is not intimitated 
by the tough Australians. 

Then Bandeong breaks free and Prins gives a sharp cross to Laktoero who scores from up close in the corner. (1-0). 

Then there is a bad shot from a free kick against Soekiman, just outside the penalty area. 

Prins gets the ball on his hips, and runs by everyone and with a hard shot increases the lead (2-0). 

The guests begin to realize that things are not going right, and fiercely attack, such that the Bandoeng defence find it hard to reply. At some point De Boer saves at the expense of a corner, Muir places the leather 
nicely into the goal mouth and Mc.Ivor heads in, but De Wolff is in position. 

Then Bandoeng comes back with overwhelming play, but Laktoero doesn't appear to shoot because the Bandoeng forwards are caught offside after an appeal by the Australians. 

At the rest it is unchanged at 0-2. 

After the resumption, we soon note a nicely placed centre from Vogler and as the backup arrives Goyers connects but the cross bar comes to the rescue. 

he game moves at top speed, and Bandoeng is slightly in the majority when Goyers puts in a neat attack and chips the ball over the keeper, who has run out, into the goal (0-3). 

he Australians clench their teeth together to try to save at least their honor and they succeed when the leather slips from the hands of De Wolff (1-3). 

As more and more time goes by, Australia still retains quite a pace and the Bandeong defence begins to show signs of fatigue, but the guests who know this can not profit from it. Then the referee announces the end, 
and Bandeong has a well deserved win and her name of champion is held high.

Het Bondselftal, dat Zaterdagmiddag tegen de Australiérs in het veld verscheen, was, in vergelijking met het team, dat tegen Singapore speelde, weer niet onbelangrijk gewijzigd. 

Deze wijzigingen waren voor een goed deel onvermijdelijk, in verband met de verhindering van een paar spelers. Zoo waren Kway Singh en Sie Liong niet beschikbaar. Voor eerstgenoemde werd oorspronkelijk Sie Lok 
aangewezen, doch daar ook deze Tiong Hwa-speler verhinderd was, werd tenslotte Voll op de rechtsbuitenplaats gezet. Piet Keasberry bezette de plaats van Sie Liong, terwijl tenslotte Pang Keasberry linkshalf 
speelde in plaats van Achmad. 

De elf Oranjetruien, die dan tenslotte Soerabaia's voetbaleer hadden te verdedigen, hebben dat gedaan op een alleszins bevredigende wijze. Het spelpeil stond, behoudens een korte periode in de tweede helft, op 
meer dan voldoende hoogte en waar ook de Australiérs een keurige partij speelden, is het een wedstrijd geworden, die met Australié-Singapore tot de besten van dit tournooi kan worden gerekend. Tempo en koppen 
waren bij de gasten over het algemeen iets beter dan bij de onzen, doch in snelheid waren wij hen vaak de baas, zoodat de gelijke stand, waarmede het einde kwam, de verhouding juist weergeeft. Ontegenzeggelijk 
heeft de Bondsvoorhoede zich meer scorings-kansen weten te scheppen dan de gasten, weshalve een overwinning zeer wel mogelijk geweest zou zijn, maar aangezien deze kansen niet werden benut zonder dat van 
pech kan worden gesproken, kunnen beide partijen met het behaalde resultaat tevreden zijn. 

Bij de gasten was doelman Roach goed, zonder bepaald uit te blinken, waartoe hij trouwens geen gelegenheid kreeg, aangezien de meeste op zijn doel afgegeven schoten naast of over gingen. 

De beide backs waren zeer goed, stevig en trapvast, terwijl we van de middenspelers ditmaal Telfer den beste vonden. O' Connor was niet zoo goed als we hem gezien hebben. Hoewel hij een goeden wedstrijd 
speelde, was de vleugel Saleh-Tetelepta hem meermalen te snel af. Semple was voldoende zonder op te vallen. 

Voor speelde Donaldson op de linksbuitenplaats een zeer goeden wedstrijd evenals de rechtsbuiten Muir, die bovendien over een gevaarlijk schot beschikt. 

Lewis verdeelde op de centervoorplaats het spel goed. Zijn schot is evenwel niet bijster sterk, evenmin als dat van de binnenspelers James en Johnston, die in het veld goed werk verrichten, doch slechts weinig 
aanvallen met een goed schot besluiten. 

Hok Gie verdedigde het Oranjedoel weer zeer goed, daarbij op keurige wijze bijgestaan door Sampoa en Gontha, van wie vooral de eerste in topvorm was, speciaal na de pauze. Ook Gontha speelde weer een nuttige 
backpartij. Zijn koppen brengt dikwijls redding in gevaarlijke situaties. Piet Keasberry was zeer voldoende als midhalf; het laatste kwartier kreeg hij een inzinking, doch overigens is hij in dezen vorm niet minder dan 
Sie Liong. Van de kanthalfs was Pang Keasberry de beste. Wij prefereeren hem althans boven Achmad, in wiens plaats hij speelde. Nooyen was minder. Aan den snellen Donaldson had hij de handen méér dan vol 
en, hoewel zijn afnemen goed was, liet zijn plaatsen teveel te wenschen over om te kunnen zeggen, dat hij op dreef was. 

Voll zette van de rechtsbuitenplaats verschillende malen goed voor, maar het was toch goed te zien, dat hij geen rechtsbuiten-speler is, wat trouwens niet te verwonderen is. 

Naast hem zwoegde Uktolsea als gewoonlijk, en ongetwijfeld deed hij zooveel nuttige dingen, dat hij zijn plaats volkomen waard was, doch hij dient er voor te zorgen, dat zijn ijver hem niet te ver voert. Nu zwierf hij in 
zijn enthousiasme soms op de plaats van Tetelepta en zelfs op de linksbuiten-plaats! 

De linkervieugel van ons Bondsteam was beter dan de rechterhelft der voorhoede. Tetelepta deed wel geen bizondere dingen, doch bleek zich zeer goed te verstaan met zijn nevenman Saleh, die een keurigen 
wedstrijd speelde en zeker de aangewezen man voor die plaats is. 

Vele zeer goed-opgezette aanvallen werden door het linker-gedeelte van den aanval geleid. 

Bakhuys tenslotte speelde weer een zeer goede centervoor partij. Zijn spelverdeelen was perfect. Met zijn schoten was hij niet gelukkig, doch het doelpunt maakte veel goed. 

De leiding van den heer Gobus was over het algemeen correct en in aanmerking genomen, dat het leiden van dezen feilen en snel gespeelden wedstrijd lang niet eenvoudig was, floot hij zelfs zeer goed. 

De belangstelling was veel grooter dan bij de laatste Singapore-wedstrijden. 


Het spelverloop. 
Om ruim half vijf stellen de volgende elftallen zich op; 

Australié. Roach; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Telfer, Semple; Muir, James, Lewis, Johnston, Donaldson. 

Soerabaia. Hok Gie; Sampoa, Gontha; Nooyen, Piet Keasberry, Pang Keasberry; Voll, Uktolsea, Bakhuys, Tetelepta, Saleh. 

Het begin kenmerkt zich door een onsamenhangend getrap, waarbij de bal voornamelijk op het middenveld blijft en behalve een schot van Bakhuys op de tribune gebeurt er niet veel bijzonders. 

Blijkbaar spreken de zenuwen een belangrijk woordje mee. Dat duurt echter niet lang en na enkele minuten noteeren we den eersten serieuzen aanval voor Soerabaia als Wim Voll voorzet en Bakhuys goed inkopt. 
Roach staat echter op de goede plaats en kan wegwerken. Een door de gasten geforceerde hoekschop levert door ver naast schieten niets op, evenmin als een door Donaldson voorgezette bal, welke Sampoa 
wegwerkt. De bal belandt bij Saleh, die hoog voorzet, Bakhuys passeert naar Uktolsea, die, schieten. Soerabaia is evenwel iets sterker en het is vooral Piet Keasberry, die zijn voorhoede steeds opnieuw aan het 
werk zet. Eens probeert hij het zelf met een goed schot, dat Roach stopt. 
Een voorzet van Uktolsea volgt; het leer komt links van het doel terecht, doch Tetelepta weet het met een keurigen omhaal alsnog in den doelmond te krijgen, waar Roach wegstompt en Oliver voor de verdere 
expeditie zorgt. Hij geeft het leer door aan zijn voorhoede. Muir gaat ermee van door, en voor ons doel ontstaat een worsteling. Tenslotte weet Hok Gie weg te werken. Het spel golft thans zeer snel op en neer, want 
nog geen halve minuut later is het doel der gasten alweer in gevaar. Roach weet evenwel den hoogen voorzet van Voll uitloopend te vangen. 

Donaldson leidt een paar Australié-aanr vallen, maar Nooyen zit er fel op en veel kans om voor te zetten, krijgt hij niet. Desalniettemin weet hij eens keurig voor ons doel te plaatsen, Gontha kopt weg, maar Muir 
bemachtigt het leer en lost onverwacht een straf laag schot, dat juist naast loopt. 
Telfer doet hem dat even later na. Een volgenden gevaarlijken aanval onderbreekt Sampoa. Hij geeft door aan Tetelepta, die den bal van achterenkomt ophalen, doch als hij wil gaan opdrijven, is hij hem direct weer kwijt. 
Dan is de beurt weer eens aan onze voorhoede. Bakhuys draait om Telfer heen en lost een heel hard schot, dat juist naast vliegt. Nog is het enthousiaste publiek niet bekomen van de teleurstelling als hij weer een 

kans krijgt, beter dan zooeven, thans uit een door Saleh goed aangegeven bal. Maar weer worden we teleurgesteld, want ook ni is de richting niet zuiver. 
Een volgenden keurigen voorzet van Saleh kopt Weir weg, waarop Bakhuys voor de derde maal naast-kogelt, thans evenwel in lastige positie. Het is opvallend, dat er veel meer op links dan op rechts gespeeld wordt, 
want het is alweer Saleh, die er vandoor gaat. O'Connor geeft hem evenwel geen gelegenheid tot voorzetten. 
Donaldson leidt den volgenden Australié-aanval. Een goede voorzet volgt. De binnenspelers laten evenwel elkaar de eer om te schieten, met het gevolg dat Hok Gie, uitloopend, het leer het veld inzendt naar Nooyen, 
die ineens hoog voor het doel plaatst, waar Bakhuys naast kopt. 
Een voorzet van Saleh plaatst Tetelepta listig in het hoekje, doch Roach kan er juist nog bij en werkt weg. James schiet uit een volgenden aanval ver naast, maar als de Australiérs direct daarop terugkomen, krijgt 
Lewis het leer dat hij, na even te zijn doorgeloopen, vallend hoog in het net schiet (1-0). 
Van den aftrap neemt de Soerabaia-aanvalden bal mee. Uktolsea bemachtigt den voorzet van Voll en passeert naar Bakhuys, wiens schot voor de zooveelste maal faalt. 
Handig werk van den linker-vleugel brengt het Australié-doel opnieuw in gevaar, thans evenwel keert Weir eventueel dreigende onheilen. De Oranjehemden komen terug en via Oliver belandt het leer naast het doel, 
terwijl even later Uktolsea het leer voor het doel plaatst, waar zoowel Roach als Bakhuys missen. 

Vrijwel voortdurend is de bal nu op de Australié-helft, doch het schijnt, dat het doel der gasten hermetisch is afgesloten. 

Een vrijen schop kogelt Voll over de tribune heen; direct daarop schiet hij een vrijen bal weer hoog over, terwijl ook Bakhuys het doel in de verkeerde richting zoekt.

Hok Gie moet er ook nog eens aan te pas komen; door twee Australiérs aangevallen, weet hij evenwel weg te werken. 

Goed werk van Telfer stelt Donaldson in staat, voor te zetten. Lewis draait zich om en schiet laag in, doch onze doelman stopt vallend. 

Nadat Nooyen nog eens heeft naastgeschoten, komt het einde van de eerste helft midden in een Soerabaia-aanval. 

Het tweede gedeelte begint met een aanval der Oranjehemden, en als Uktolsea handig om Weir heenloopt en den bal voor de voeten van Bakhuys legt, verwachten we den gelijkmaker; de bal belandt evenwel op de 
staantribune. De Australiérs antwoorden met een snellen tegenaanval. Van enkele meters afstand schiet James in. Hok Gie weet den bal te pakken te krijgen, doch hij komt te vallen. Op het juiste moment duikt 
Gontha op en met een verren trap naar de outline voorkomt hij een vrijwel zeker doelpunt. In deze periode is Australié gedecideerd sterker, en onze verdediging heeft het hard te verantwoorden. 

Een paar malen redt Pang Keasberry verdienstelijk, evenals Sampoa, die er steeds beter inkomt. Dit neemt niet weg, dat er diverse gevaarlijike momenten ontstaan. Zoo krijgt eens Lewis het leer met een vrij veld 
voor zich. Zijn hard schot loopt juist langs den buitenkant van den paal. 

Een voorzet van Donaldson schiet James ver naast, terwijl een volgende voorzet, eveneens van links, door Hok Gie keurig wordt onderschept. Inmiddels werkt het Bondselftal zich los en de Oranje-aanval zet ook 
weer een paar attaques op, die echter niets opleveren omdat de voorzetten van Voll tot tweemaal toe ver achter het doel terechtkomen. 

Op den anderen vleugel doet Saleh het beter. Zijn voorzet is zuiver genoeg, maar de forsch ingrijpende Australische achterspelers geven niet veel kans. Toch komt tot uitbundige vreugde van het publiek de 
gelijkmaker. Een pass van Uktolsea bemachtigt Bakhuys, hij loopt paar passen door en schiet dan ontzettend hard in, 266, hard, dat de bal door net en al heen viiegt (1-1). 

Soerabaia valt thans fanatiek aan. Er wordt trouwens van beide zijden fel gestreden om het winnende doelpunt. Een voorzet van Saleh komt in het zijnet terecht, maar onmiddellijk daarna plaatst Voll hoog voor doel, 
waar Bakhuys doorgeeft aan Uktolsea, die laag inschiet. Vallend kan Roach het leer nog juist uit den hoek grabbelen. Uit een door Saleh en Tetelepta geleide aanval krijgt tenslotte Bakhuys een kans, doch hij wordt 
forsch door Oliver opzij gezet, die ineens doorgeeft aan Muir, wiens schot te hoog is gericht. 

Een volgende aanval der Australiérs brengt Pang Keasberry tot staan, maar de groen-gelen komen terug en Sampoa kan Johnston het leer nog slechts juist voor de voeten wegtippen. 

De druk op ons doel blijft inmiddels nog even aanhouden. Gontha grijpt ook eens goed in, doch niettemin ontstaat even later binnen het strafschopgebied een felle en langdurige strijd om den bal, waaraan Nooyen 
een einde maakt door het leer hard over de zijlijn te schieten. 

Een snellen Soerabaia-aanval onderbreekt Weir, die doorgeeft naar rechts, waar Muir en James goed combineerend op ons doel afgaan. De laatste besluit den aanval met een hard schot, dat Hok Gie stopt, doch niet 
klemvast heeft. Nooyen werkt evenwel den terugspringenden bal weg. 

De laatste minuten zijn voor de Oranjehemden. Uktolsea werkt zich door vrijwel de geheele verdediging heen, doch hij strandt tenslotte viak voor doel op O'Connor. 

Nog een prachtkans ontstaat als de bal hoog in de richting van Uktolsea wordt geplaatst, die op een paar meters afstand, vrij voor doel staande, ineens schiet. De bal loopt echter naast. Onder groote spanning 
verstrijken de laatste minuten, doch beide verdedigingen blijven meester van het terrein. Juist als Voll nog eens wil voorzetten, kondigt de heer Gobus het einde aan. 


A loose translation is:- 

The Bond team, that was fielded against the Australians on Saturday, was only slightly changed from the team that played against Singapore. 

These changes were inevitable as a pair of players, Kway Singh and Sie Liong, were not available. Sie Lok was originally designated as the the replacement for the former, but he is also a Tiong Hwa player so not 
available, so Voll was placed as the right wing. Piet Keasberry took the place of Sie Liong, and finally Pang Keasberry played left half instead of Achmad. 

The final selected eleven orange jerseys, performed for Soerabaya in a perfectly satisfactorily manner. The defenders had, except for a brief period in the second half, more than enough height to compete with the 
Australians, who play a neat game, which Australia and Singapore can be counted as among the best in this tournament. Pace and heading amongst the guests was slightly better than ours, but in speed we were 
often the boss, so by the end the ratio is accurate. Undeniably the Bonds forwards had more scoring chances than the guests, wherefore a possible victory could have been possible, but since these opportunities 
were not taken, both parties can be satisfied with the result. 

The guests goalkeeper, Roach, was good, without having to excel, as most shots went past the goal or went over. 

Both backs were very good, solid with a strong kick, whilst of the middle players Telfer was the best. O'Connor was not as good as we have seen him. Although he played a good game, the wing combination of 
Saleh-Tetelepta, were too fast for him several times. Semple was not satisfactory. 

Donaldson played a very good match at outside left, as did the right winger Muir, who also features a dangerous shot. 

Lewis, in the centre of attack, played the game well. However, his shot is not as strong as James and Johnston, who carried out their field work well, but had few attacks that had a good conclusion. 

Hok Gie again defended the Orange goal very well, assisted by Sampoa and Gontha, in a tidy fashion, particularly the former who was on top form especially after the break. Also Gontha played a useful defensive 
game again. His head often saving in dangerous situations. Piet Keasberry was very efficient as midhalf; but in the last quarter he had a setback, but his form was still not less than Sie Liong. Of the sidehalfs Pang 
Keasberry was the best. We prefer him at least above Achmad, in whose place he played. Nooyen was second best. He had his hands more than full with the rushes from Donaldson and, although he left his post 
too often, he was able to reduce the danger. 

Not surprisingly Voll is not a good right wing player, but he had several good plays. 

Beside him Uktolsea toiled as usual, and no doubt he did many useful things to show his selection was worthy, but he is not there to perform over zealously. He wandered in his enthusiasm and was sometimes in 
the place of Tetelepta and even on the outside left position! 

The left wing of our Bonds team was better than the right half of the vanguard. Tetelepta did nothing special, but he proved to have a good understanding with his neighbour Saleh, who played a tidy game and was the 
right man for that position. 

Many well constructed attacks were led by the left portion of the attack. 

Bakhuys finally played a very good centre for his team. His playing was perfect. His shots were not as successful, but he still made the goal. 

The leadership of Mr.Gobus was correct and taking into account that any mistakes was the result of a long quickly played match, he whistled evenly. 

The interest was much greater than Singapore in the last matches.

The gameplay. 

At half past four the following teams were on; 

Australia. Roach; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Telfer, Semple; Muir, James, Lewis, Johnston, Donaldson. 

Soerabaja. Hok Gie; Sampoa, Gontha; Nooyen, Piet Keasberry, Pang Keasberry; Voll, Uktolsea, Bakhuys, Tetelepta, Saleh. 

The start is characterized by disjointed play with the ball remaining mainly in the midfield, and except for a shot from Bakhuys not much happens. 

Apparently it is nerves. That does not last long and after a few minutes we see the first serious attack for Soerabaja as Wim Voll crosses and Bakhuys heads in well. Roach, however, is in the right place and saves. 

A corner is forced by the guests which is taken by Donaldson, but is cleared by Sampoa. The ball lands at Saleh who sends in a high cross to Bakhuys who passes to Uktolsea, but he is heavily marked and has no 
chance to shoot. However Soerabaja is slightly stronger and Piet Keasberry especially works hard in attack. On one occasion he tries himself with a good shot, that Roach stops. 

Across by Uktolsea follows; the leather goes to the left of the goal, and Tetelepta with a neat overhead kick gets it into the goal mouth where Roach punches away and Oliver prevents further movement. He gives the 
leather to his attack. Muir gets it and a struggle by our goal arises. Finally Hok Gie works it away. The game now surges very quickly up and down, and less than a half a minute later, it's the goal of the guests that 

is again in danger. Roach anticipates however, and runs out to catch a lofty cross from Voll. 
Donaldson runs down for Australia, but does not get a chance as Nooyen is there to fiercely put it out. Nevertheless, he gets to place neatly to our goal and Gontha heads away, but Muir wins the leather and with a 
surprise low shot, just misses. 
A short while after Telfer does it. The next perilous attack is stopped by Sampoa. He passes to Tetelepta but the ball is behind him and he has to retrieve, yet as he wants to go, he immediately loses it. 

Then it is again the turn of our attack. Bakhuys beats Telfer and lets loose a very hard shot, that flies right next to the goal. The enthusiastic crowd had still not recovered from the disappointment when he again gets 
a chance, better than before, from a well directed ball from Saleh. But again, we are disappointed, because it is misdirected. 
Next a neat ball from Saleh is headed away by Weir, and for the third time Bakhuys puts beside, however, it was from a difficult position. 

It is remarkable, that much more of the play is on the left rather than the right, because Saleh has been running away. However, O'Connor gives Saleh no opportunity to cross. 

Donaldson leads the next Australian attack. A good cross follows. However, no player wants to take the honour of shooting, with the result that Hok Gie runs out and sends it down field to Nooyen, who sends it high 
into the goalmouth, where Bakhuys heads it past. 
From a cross by Saleh, Tetelepta cunningly places into the corner, but Roach is still at work and gets it away. In the next Australian attack James shoots from a long way off, and it immediately comes back to Lewis 
and he runs through and shoots as he falls down. (1-0) 
From the kickoff Soerabaia attacks. Uktolsea wins the cross from Voll and passes to Bakhuys, whose shot for the hundredth time fails. 

Handy work from the left-wing again brings danger to the Australian goal, however, Weir returns it and stops any impending disaster. The Orange shirts come back and send the leather, via Oliver, next to the target, 
and later Uktolsea places the ball on the goal area where both Roach and Bakhuys miss. 

The ball is now almost constantly in the Australian half, but it seems that the goal of the guests is hermetically sealed. 

A free kick from Voll goes over the back of the grandstand; then immediately he shoots a ball high over again, while Bakhuys is looking in the wrong direction. 

Hok Gie should also look when passing as he is attacked by two Australians, but he realises and works it away. 

Good work from Telfer sets up Donaldson. Lewis turns and shoots low, but our goalkeeper stops, falling. 

Next Nooyen has another shot, and in the middle of an attack by Soerabaya, half time arrives. 

The second half begins with an attack from the Orange shirts, and as Uktolsea nears Weir the ball is layed at the feet of Bakhuys and we expect the equaliser, however, the ball lands in the grandstand. 

The Australians respond with a swift counterattack. James shoots from several meters out. Hok Gie is aware but as he comes out to get the ball, he falls. Just at the right time Gontha arrives and kicks downfield 
which almost certainly prevented a goal. In this period, Australia were decidedly stronger, and our defence has to work hard. 

Pang Keasberry makes a few meritorious saves, as does Sampoa, who increasingly shows. Nevertheless, several dangerous moments still occur. An unmarked Lewis gets the leather and his hard shot runs just 
outside of the post. 
From a cross by Donaldson, James just shoots wide, while another cross from the left is neatly intercepted by Hok Gie. Meanwhile the Bonds team works itself free and the Orange attack puts in a few moves, which 
do not produce anything as Voll twice puts behind the target. 

On the other wing Saleh does better. His crosses are pure enough, but the strong Australian defenders do not give many chances. Yet comes the exultation of the public for the equalizer. A pass from Uktolsea finds 
Bakhuys, he walks a few steps and then shoots hard, so, hard, that the ball just flies away (1-1). 

Soerabaja is now fanatically. Both sides fight fiercely for the winning goal. A cross by Saleh goes into the side netting, and immediately afterwards Voll places high for goal where Bakhuys passes on to Uktolsea who 
sends in a low shot. A diving Roach just scrambles the leather out of the corner. An attack led by Saleh and Tetelepta finally gives Bakhuys a chance but he is strongly tackled by Oliver, who passes to Muir, but his 
shot is too high. 

Pang Keasberry brings another attack from the Australians to a halt, but the green-yellows come back and Sampoa just touches the leather away from Johnston's feet. 

The pressure remains on our goal but we hold strong. Gontha also engages well, but nevertheless moments later a fierce and protracted struggle for the ball arises inside the box, which ends with Nooyen shooting 
the leather hard in the air. 

A quick Soerabaja attack is interrupted by Weir, who passes to the right, where Muir and James combine well to visit our goal. The attack finishing with a shot that Hok Gie stops, but does not hold. However Nooyen 
works the rebound ball clear. 

In the last minutes for the Orange shirts Uktolsea works himself through almost the whole defence, but he finally gets stranded near goal by O'Connor. 

Another great opportunity arises when a high ball is placed toward Uktolsea who, unmarked, shoots from only a few metres away. However, the ball goes wide. 

The last minutes were played under high pressure, but both defences remain masters of the field. Just as Voll wants to set up again Mr.Gobus announces the end.

This match was originally scheduled against a Java Chinese XI but was re-arranged to Tiong Hwa as they wanted revenge for their previous loss.

Dit moet een revanche-wedstrijd worden voor de Chineezen, die de vorige ontmoeting tegen de buitenlanders met 4-0 in de minderheid bleven. Van de revanche kwam evenwel niets terecht. 

De Australiérs namen al spoedig het spel in handen en bleven gedurende het verdere gedeelte van den strijd doorloopend domineeren. Het eerste half uur speelden ze een schitterend spel, waartegen Tiong Hwa niets, 
maar dan ook heelemaal niets, had in te brengen. Z66 zuiver en z66 snel werd het leer doorgegeven, dat het veel weg had van hoogeschool voetbal. 

De schitterende doelpunten, in deze periode gescoord, waren met dit primaspel volkomen in overeenstemming. Slechts zelden ziet men een serie zulke eminente doelpunten maken als de Australiérs produceerden. 
De tweede helft was het overwicht der gasten nog sprekender, doch een groot deel van de attractie ging verloren, doordat de wedstrijd zienderoogenruwer werd. 

Van den aanvang af was het een forsche strijd, doch aanvankelijk volkomen fair, en het spreekt wel vanzelf, dat de Australiérs met hun stevige bodies, zoodra op den man werd gespeeld, belangrijk in het voordeel 
waren. En tegen het uitbuiten van zulk een natuurlijk voordeel bestaat uiteraard geen enkel bezwaar, zoolang dit zonder minder nette trucjes gebeurt. Toen echter de score steeds hooger werd,konden enkele 
Chineezen de groote nederlaag klaarblijkelijk niet verkroppen en de heer Harten moest door het uitdeelen van een paar vrije schoppen de gemoederen kalmeeren, hetgeen slechts gedeeltelijk gelukte. 

Later bezondigde Gwan althans zich aan zeer gemeen spel, waarvoor hij terecht naar de kleedkamer werd verwezen. Het wordt thans wel tijd, dat tegen dit jongemensch maatregelen worden genomen en dan 
rigoureuse maatregelen! Een langdurige verwijdering van onze velden zal hem wellicht den noodigen tijd geven tot andere inzichten te komen. Daarna had ook Sie Liong, die zeer unfair natrapte, toen een der Australié- 
spelers op den grond lag, weggestuurd moeten worden. De waarschuwing, waarmee hij er af kwam, was een veel te lichte straf voor een overtreding, waaraan iemand, die werkelijk sportsman is, zich nimmer schuldig 
zal maken. Het was jammer, doch begrijpelijk, dat een paar Australiérs repressaille-maatregelen namen tegen het optreden der Tiong Hwa-spelers. 

Tot zoover deze onverkwikkelijke incidenten. 

Tiong Hwa verscheen met enkele invallers. Zoo waren Kway Singh en Hok Gie niet van de partij. Vooral het gemis van eerstegenoemde werd terdege gevoeld. Hok Gie werd door Boen Bing behoorlijk vervangen. 

De meeste doelpunten waren absoluut onhoudbaar. 

De beide achterspelers deden wat ze konden, doch het snelle open spel der gasten stichtte herhaaldelijk verwarring in de Chineesche defensie. Voorhoede en middenlinie waren in geen enkel opzicht tegen de gasten 
opgewassen, behalve dan wat fout play betrof. Overigens schoten ze in alles te kort. 

De Australiérs speelden een prachtigen wedstrijd, vooral het tempo was verbluffend, terwijl ook de schotvaardigheid in orde was, getuige de acht doelpunten. 

Gedurende den wedstrijd moesten twee Australiérs wegens blessures worden vervangen, teweten Roe en Russell, resp. door Clark en James, terwijl een paar anderen nog maar wat meehinkten. 

Voor waren Lewis, Muir en Donaldson in buitengewonen vorm; vooral eerstgenoemde speelde een eminente partij. Ook O'Connor en Buchanan waren zeer gemakkelijk tegen het onsamenhangend spel der 
Chineesche voorhoede. Forsch ingrijpen is tegen dit aanvals-quintei blijkbaar een afdoend middel. 

De heer Harten had onder de gegeven omstandigheden een zeer moeilijke taak, die hij naar behooren vervulde. Hij slaagde er althans in, den wedstrijd tot een regelmatig einde te brengen, waarvoor we een moment 
ernstig vreesden. 

Het publiek, dat tenslotte de zaak meestal goed aanvoelt, trok fanatiek partij voor de gasten, toen de Chineezen hun unfaire practijken begonnen.

Het spelverloop. 

Als scheidsrechter Harten fluit, stellen zich de volgende elftallen op: 

Australié. Roach; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Buchanon, Semple; Muir, Russel, Roe, Lewis, Donaldson. 

Tiong Hwa. Boen Bing; King Tjo, Chin Hoat; Boen Liem, Hian Bie, Hong Djien; King Han, Sie Lok, Sie Liong, Hian Gwan, Swie Tong. 

Het begin kenmerkt zich al direct door fanatiek spel en reeds in de eerste minuut kopt Russell een voorzet van Muir in. Boen Bing stopt, doch laat het leer vallen, waarop King Tjo slechts ternauwernood een doelpunt 
voorkomt. Een Tiong Hwa-aanval onderbreekt O'Connor, de bal komt echter terug en Gwan schiet in, te zacht evenwel om Roach te kunnen passeeren. 

De Australiérs worden sterker en een voorzet van Donaldson kogelt Lewis hard over. Gwan wordt door Weir forsch op zij gezet en de bal doorgegeven aan Muir, die er mee vandoor gaat. Uitloopend weet Boen Bing 
echter onheilen te voorkomen. Schitterend kopwerk van den vleugel Lewis-Donaldson brengt den bal bij Roe, die op de grens van het strafschopgebied in den rug wordt geduwd. 

Lewis plaatst zich achter den bal en produceert met een phenomenaal hard schot in den uitersten bovenhoek het eerste doelpunt (1-0). We verwachten onmiddellijk een tweede doelpunt als Donaldson voorzet, doch 
nu vliegt de bal juist over de lat. 

Nummer twee laat echter niet lang op zich wachten. Even later krijgt Roe het leer vrij en zonder zich te bedenken, jaagt hij het leer van vrij grooten afstand in de touwen (2-0). Een werkelijk schitterend doelpunt. 
Even krijgt Tiong Hwa een kans als Swie Tang hoog voorzet. King Han's schot is echter zeer slecht gericht, en de bal belandt op de tribune. Het woord is dan weer aan de gasten, die overrompelend snel steeds 
opnieuw de Chineesche veste naderen. 
Chin Hoat onderschept een voorzet van Muir, doch Roe ontfutselt hem het leer en schiet hard in. Op eminente wijze weet Boen Bing den schuiver uit zijn doel te houden. Sie Liong, die middenvoor speelt, krijgt een 
goede kans als hij snel tusschen de backs doorloopt, doch zijn schot wordt gehouden door Roach, die veel minder werk krijgt dan Boen Bing aan de overzijde, die vrijwel doorloopend in actie is. Schoten van Muir en 
Clark, die intusschen Roe heeft vervangen, stopt hij verdienstelijk, doch een schitterend schot van Lewis, na een goeden ren van Donaldson, is hem te machtig (3-0). 

Het is ondoenlijk, alle gebeurtenissen voor het Tiong Hwa-doel te vermelden. Memoreeren we slechts, dat Boen Bing er nog verschillende kogels van Lewis, James en Clark uithield en dat de pauze kwam met een 
dubbel en dwars verdienden 3-0 voorsprong voor de gasten. Bij de Chineezen blijkt in de tweede helft Hong Djien vervangen door Tjhoen Swie. Het spelbeeld is nég eenzijdiger dan voor de pauze. Er wordt bijna zonder 
onderbreking op de Tiong Hwahelft gespeeld, terwijl de strijd een steeds forscher karakter aanneemt. 
Nadat Buchanan na een worsteling in het doelgebied juist langs den paal heeft gekogeld, passeert James Chin Hoat en schiet handig nummer vier in het doel (4-0). Dit doelpunt wordt bijna onmiddellijk gevolgd door 
een vijfde als Chin Hoat een voorzet van Donaldson niet ver genoeg wegwerkt en de toesnellende Lewis hard inschiet (5-0). We noteeren van den aftrap een aanval, waarbij de Chineezen zelfs geen kans krijgen 
den bal aan te raken. Clark schiet tenslotte echter juist naast. 
Een schuiver van Donaldson slaat Boen Bing verdienstelijk corner, waaruit Buchanan naast schiet, doch even later maakt James uit een voorzet van Muir het halve dozijn vol (6-0). 

Keurig werk van O'Connor stelt Muir in staat voor te zetten, welken voorzet Boen Bing onderschept, doch direct daarop kogelt Lewis hard tegen de bovenlat; de terugspringende bal wordt weggewerkt. 

Eerst op dit oogenblik, derhalve ver in de tweede helft, komt de eerste gevaarlijke Tiong Hwa-aanval, waaruit Sie Liong naast kopt. Maar binnen de halve minuut zijn de Australiérs weer voor het Chineesche doel en 
slechts door corner te troppen voorkomt Chin Hoat een doelpunt. Hieruit wordt het leer over de lijn gewerkt, doch de scheidsrechter geeft buitenspel. O'Connor probeert het eens alleen, doch zijn schot loopt juist 
naast, terwijl Clark een scherpen voorzet van Donaldson niet meer kan bereiken. Clark zelf komt in het doel terecht, doch de bal vliegt langs den buitenkant van den paal. 

Uit een van de sporadische Tiong Hwa-aanvallen weet King Han dan met een goed schot tegen te scoren (6-1), maar vddr de gasten is dit slechts het sein om er nog een schepje op te gooien. 

Het wordt de laatste minuten een gooien smijtpartij, en thans vinden de reeds bovenomschreven incidenten plaats. 

Een voorzet van Donaldson wordt Boen Bing uit de handen getrapt. Chin Hoat tracht tevergeefs nog te redden (7-1). 

Eenige seconden voor het einde kogelt Clark keihard een volgenden voorzet van Donaldson in de touwen (8-1). 

Met deze zeer groote, doch tenvolle verdiende, zege komt het einde. 


A loose translation is:- 

This should have been a revenge match for the Chinese, after the previous encounter against the foreigners finished with a 4-0 loss. However, nothing came of the revenge. 

The Australians soon took the game in hand and continued to dominate in the rest of the battle. For the first half hour they played a wonderful game, during which Tiong Hwa had nothing, absolutely nothing, at all to 
show. So pure and so quickly was the leather passed on, that it was much like high school football. 

The goals scored in this period were stunning and entirely consistent with this game. Only rarely do we see such a series of eminent goals that the Australians produced. 

The guests predominately had their say in the second half, but a large part of the attraction was lost because the contest became visibly rougher. 

From the beginning it was a tough fight, and initially completely fair, and it goes without saying that the Australians with their sturdy bodies, had the advantage as soon as they played their man. There was no obvious 
objection against the exploitation of such a natural advantage, as long as no tricks were done. However, when the score got still higher, some of the Chinese apparently could not stomach such a great defeat, and 
Mr.Harten tried to calm the tempers by handing a few free kicks, which was only partially successful. 

Gwan was guilty of some foul play, and he was rightly referred to the locker room. It is time now, however, that measures are taken against this young man, and rigorous measures at that! A long term ban from our 
fields will probably give him time to reflect. Then Sie Liong should have been sent off, after he kicked one of the Australian players when he was on the floor. He got off with a warning, which was far too light a sentence 
for this offence by a person, who is actually a sportsman, who is never normally guilty. It was unfortunate, but understandable, that a few Australians took reprisal measures against the actions of certain Tiong Hwa 
players. 

Enough of these unsavory incidents. 

Tiong Hwa appeared with some replacements. Kway Singh and Hok Gie were not the team. In particular, the lack of first mentioned was duly felt. Hok Gie was suitably replaced by Boen Bing. 

Most goals were absolutely untenable. 

The two players in defence did what they could, but the fast open game of the guests repeatedly caused confusion in the Chinese defence. Forwards and midfield were in no regard able to cope with the guests, 
except when there was a mistake. Moreover, their shots were too few. 

The Australians played a splendid match, and the pace especially was amazing, while also their shooting ability was in order, as is evidenced by the eight goals. 

During the match the Australians had two replacements due to injury, namely Roe and Russell, respectively by Clark and James, while a couple of others limped along. 

Lewis, Muir and Donaldson were in extraordinary form, especially the former who played an outstanding game. Also O'Connor and Buchanan were very good; and the defence had it easy against the disjointed game 
of the Chinese forwards. Strong tackling against the attacking five also apparently being an effective means. 

Mr Harten had, under the given circumstances, a very difficult task, which he duly fulfilled. He succeeded to bring to an end in regular time a match which we seriously feared. 

The crowd, that usually feels good, drew fanatic support for the guests, when the Chinese began their unfair practices.

The game play. 

As referee Harten blows his whistle, the following teams have been put on:- 

Australia. Roach; Oliver, Weir; O'Connor, Buchanan, Semple; Muir, Russel/, Roe, Lewis, Donaldson. 

Tiong Hwa. Boen Bing; King Tjo, Chin Hoat; Boen Liem, Hian Bie, Hong Djien; King Han, Sie Lok, Sie Liong, Hian Gwan, Swie Tong. 

The fanatic beginning has been characterized by direct play and already in the first minute Russell plays a cross from Muir. Boen Bing stops the leather but lets it fall and King Tjo only narrowly prevents a goal. A 
Tiong Hwa attack is interrupted by O'Connor, however, the ball comes back and Gwan shoots in, too soft, however, and Roach allows it to pass by. 

The Australians are stronger and a cross from Donaldson to Lewis and a hard shot is sent over. Gwan is tackled strongly by Weir and the ball is passed to Muir, who runs off with it. Boen Bing runs out and prevents 
any evil. Superb headwork from the Lewis-Donaldson wing brings the ball to Roe, and he is pushed in the back on the edge of the penalty area. 

Lewis puts himself behind the ball and produces a phenomenally hard shot in the upper extremities for the first goal (1-0). We immediately expect a second goal as Donaldson crosses, but the ball flies just over the 
bar. 

However, number two does not take long in coming. Moments later, an unmarked Roe gets the leather and without hesitation, shoots from a considerable distance into the net (2-0). A truly magnificent goal. 

Tiong Hwa gets a chance from a Swie Tong high cross. King Han's shot is however very poorly targeted, and the ball lands in the stands. The word is then back to the guests, who are quickly overwhelming the 
Chinese. 

Chin Hoat intercepted a pass from Muir, but loses the leather to Roe who shoots hard. Boen Bing knows that the shot is on its way and keeps goal. Sie Liong, who plays at centre forward, had a good chance when 
he quickly ran between the backs, but his shot is held by Roach, who is getting much less work than Boen Bing on the other side, who is almost continuously in action. Shots from Muir and Clark, who in the 
meantime has replaced Roe, he stops meritoriously, but a gorgeous shot from Lewis, after a good run from Donaldson, is too powerful for him (3-0). 

It is impossible to mention all events on the Tiong Hwa goal. We recall only that Boen Bing held out despite several bullets from Lewis, James and Clark and that the break came with a double cross and a deserved 
3-0 lead for the guests. For the second half the Chinese replaced Hong Djien with Tjhoen Swie. The game picture is even more one-sided than before the break. There is almost no interruption from playing in the 
Tiong Hwa half but the battle increasingly produces a stouter character. 

After a struggle in the goal area Buchanan shoots just past the post, James passes Chin Hoat and shoots number four into the goal (4-0). This goal is almost immediately followed by a fifth as a cross from Donaldson 
is not cleared far enough by Chin Hoat and Lewis rushes in and scores (5-0). We note that from the kickoff the Chinese have no chance to touch the ball. Clark finally just shooting past. 

A low shot from Donaldson is pushed away by Boen Bing for a corner, which Buchanan shoots wide, but moments later James scores from a cross from Muir for the full half dozen (6-0). 

Neat work from O'Connor enables Muir to put in a cross which Boen Bing intercepts, but directly after Lewis shoots hard against the crossbar; the rebound ball is eliminated. 

At this moment the Tiong Hwa attack mounts its first dangerous attack in the second half, which Sie Liong heads past. But within half minute, the Australians again go for the Chinese goal and Chin Hoat prevents a 
goal by giving away a corner kick. From this the leather is worked along the line, but the referee gives offside. O'Connor has a try, but his shot goes just wige, while Clark can not reach a sharp cross from Donaldson. 
Clark himself attacks the goal, but the ball flies outside of the post. 

From one of the sporadic Tiong Hwa attacks King Han has a good shot to score (6-1), but this is just the signal for the troubles. 

In the last minute a push starts a scuffle, which results in the above described incidents. 

Across from Donaldson is kicked out of Boen Bing's hands. Chin Hoat vainly trying to save (7-1). 

A few seconds before the end Donaldson sends to Clark who shoots a hard ball into the net (8-1). 

With this lively, but very large deserved victory, the end comes.

Ook de laatste wedstrijd der Australische gasten is geéindigd in een overwinning met flinke cijfers, waarmede zij hun superioriteit over onze sterkste eerste klassers wel afdoende hebben bewezen. 

Het team, dat in het veld verscheen, was vrijwel hetzelfde als dat, hetwelk Tiong Hwa verpletterde, en ook Thor was belangrijk zwakker dan de groengelen, al was de strijd lang niet zoo eenzijdig als die van Zondag. 
In de tweede helft waren zelfs vrij langdurige perioden van Thor-overwicht en indien Bakhuys toen niet geblesseerd geweest ware, had de uitslag nog wel eens anders kunnen zijn, al zou het in ieder geval opeen 
Thor-nederlaag zijn uitgeloopen. 

Het groote verschil tusschen beide elftallen zat in het plaatsen van den bal en in het tempo. Vooral het tempo, of liever het opvallend gebrek aan een behoorlijk tempo, bezorgde Thor de nederlaag. 

Wanneer een Thor-speler het leer kreeg, kwam het herhaalde malen voor, dat hij eerst den bal stopte, vervolgens het veld overzag om uit te maken wie zijner clubgenooten er het best voorstond en eerst dan den bal 
afgaf, als dat dan tenminste nog mogelijk was, want herhaaldelijk was dan inmiddels een Australiér er met het leer vandoor gaan. lemand als Bakhuys is de uitzondering, die den regel bevestigt. 

De gasten, bij wie thans Harper tusschen de palen stond, beschikken over een zeer solide en uiterst trapvaste verdediging, die doelpunten kan maken. In deze linie speelde Muir weer een buitengewoon goeden 
wedstrijd. 
Thor was zoo verstandig geweest, Vaes van de linksachterplaats weg te halen, doch deze verstandige daad werd teniet gedaan door het feit, dat men er thans Bach Kolling had neergezet, die er iets meer van terecht 
bracht dan Vaes, doch niettemin uiterst zwak was. 
Het is ons een raadsel waarom men Van Hemert, die, naar we vernamen, wel degelijk beschikbaar was, als reserve aanwees en spelers als Bach Kolling en Vaes liet meespelen. 

De wegen van elftal-commissies zijn vaak ondoorgrondelijk! Want Vaes had men toch maar weer opgesteld, thans als linkshalf, waar hij evenmin iets van terecht bracht. Hij heeft een stevige bodie, maar van voetballen 
kent hij niets, - totaliter niets. Muir deed precies met hem wat hij wilde. Het was geen wonder, dat Van Emmerick onder deze omstandigheden ook lang niet was zooals we dat van hem gewend zijn. Maar om met een 
zwakken partner en een nog zwakkeren links-half een voorhoede als die der Australiérs in bedwang te houden, is ook geen kinderspel. 

Piet Keasberry en Esser waren beide heel goed. Keasberry vooral vddr de pauze; Esser daarna. Vooral den laatste zagen we in lang niet zoo in vorm. Hij had Donaldson goed in bedwang, zoodat van links maar 
betrekkelijk weinig voorzetten voor het Thor-doel terecht-kwamen. 

Cortenbach zette diverse malen keurig voor, niettegenstaande zijn, overigens wel begrijpelijk, ontzag voor den zeer pootigen Weir. 

Ook Meyers speelde behoorlijk evenals Feuerberg, die een schitterend doelpunt maakte. Bakhuys begon heel goed en produceerde eveneens een prachtig doelpunt, doch hij werd reeds vddr de pauze geblesseerd en 
hinkte daarna nog maar wat mee. Pang Keasberry zagen we den laatsten tijd wel beter. Als linie was tenslotte de voorhoede nog het beste deel van het elftal. 

De, heer Fruneaux leidde correct. Slechts het toekennen van een vrijen schop toen Cortenbach forsch, doch volkomen correct, tegen den grond werd geloopen, was er heelemaal naast.

De eerste aanvallen zijn voor Thor. Uit een voorzet van Cortenbach haalt Bakhuys den bal goed om, doch Harper staat op de goede plaats. Al gauw komen ook de Australiérs in actie. Een voorzet van Donaldson trapt 
Van Emmerick corner, wat hij even later herhaalt. De tweede hoekschop wordt goed genomen en een der Thor-verdedigers maait er royaal over heen, doch een doelpunt wordt het tenslotte niet. Na goed opdrijven 
van Bakhuys zet Feuerberg voor, welke voorzet Oliver wegkopt.

Een goed doelpunt, hoewel het schot ons niet onhoudbaar voorkwam. Dat inspireert de gasten blijkbaar. Na goed werk van O'Connor gaat Muir er weer met den bal vandoor, nu langs het lijntje. Zijn voorzet vangt 
James op, die onhoudbaar inschiet (2-0). 

Even komt Thor in den aanval. Een voorzet van Cortenbach wordt door Weir onderschept, terwijl de volgende bij Bakhuys belandt, die zich evenwel het leer door O'Connor laat afnemen. Toch komt er een tegenpunt. 
Als Esser Bakhuys het leer goed aangeeft, loopt deze even door en schiet van vrij grooten afstand schitterend in (2-1). Tevergeefs tracht Harper het leer nog vallend te bereiken 

We verwachten een Thor-offensief, maar het tegendeel gebeurt. Binnen de minuut laat Van Emmerick Lewis ongehinderd op een voorzet van links inloopen en de stand is 3-1. Uit een volgenden aanval schiet Clark 
naast, terwijl Van Emmerick daarna een ren van Muir resoluut onderbreekt. Toch zijn we nog geen drie minuten verder als het leer eerst tegen Huisingh aangeschoten en vervolgens hard door James ingeknald wordt 
(4-1). 
Het begint op een debacle te lijken als uit den eerstvolgenden aanval der gasten nummer vijf wordt geproduceerd, maar dan is het ook voorloopig afgelooden. Thor neemt zelfs even het initiatief over, doch het 
aanvalsspel is te doorzichtig om succes te kunnen hebben en eens, als er inderdaad een gevaarlijk moment ontstaat voor het Australié-doel, kopt O'Connor het leer fraai weg. 

De pauze komt met een veiligen 5-1 voorsprong voor de gasten. 

De tweede helft begint met een paar Thor-aanvallen uit de eerste, waarvan Pang Keasberry naast schiet. 

We verwachten een tegenpunt als Feuerberg goed voorzet en Meyers ineens hard inschiet. Het schot is evenwel recht op Harper af, die wegwerkt. Voor het andere doel redden zoowel Esser als Van Emmerick 
verdienstelijk, terwijl Huisingh, uitloopende, een ver schot onschadelijk maakt. Na goed werk van Esser krijgt Cortenbach dan het leer. Hij besluit zijn ren met een hoogen voorzet, waaruit de toeloopende Feuerberg 
schitterend inkopt (5-2). 

De Australiérs antwoorden onmiddellijk met een snellen aanval van rechts. Muir passeert vlot Van Emmerick en lost een hard laag schot, dat Huisingh te machtig is (6-2). 

Langzamerhand wordt Thor iets sterker. Het is jammer, dat Harper een pass van Bakhuijs iets eerder bereikt dan de toeloopende Meyers, doch er ontstaat weer een kans als Cortenbach hoog voorzet. Thans echter 
voorkomt Weir door forsch ingrijpen een doelpunt. Thor geeft den moed evenwel niet op. Een ver naar voren gespeelde bal bereikt Feuerberg eerder dan Harper, doch lot groote teleurstelling van het publiek schiet hij - 
naast het verlaten doel. 

Aan de andere zijde kopt Lewis naast, waarna Cortenbach op zij gezet wordt door Weir, waarvoor de heer Fruneaux ten onrechte een vrijen schop geeft, welke niets oplevert. 

Pang Kaesberry krijgt uit een door Feuerberg aangegeven bal ook nog een kans, doch zijn schot gaat hoog over. Een voorzet van Muir werkt Bach Kolling bijna in eigen doel, doch tenslotte wordt het slechts een 
corner. Huisingh stopt nog een paar malen zeer goed. Eens als Muir Van Emmerick passeert en eens als dezelfde speler om Vaes heenloopt, alsof Thor geen linkshalf heeft, en hard inschiet. 

Doelpunten blijken echter verder te duur, zoodat de gasten hun tournee besluiten met een tenvolle verdiende 6-2 overwinning op het jubileerende Thor. 


A loose translation is:- 
The last match of the Australian guests ended in a victory with a significant score, which adequately proved their superiority over our strongest first graders. 

The team, which appeared in the field, was virtually the same as that which crushed Tiong Hwa, and although Thor was weaker than the green-yellows, the battle was not so nearly one sided as Sunday. In the second 
half there were even quite long periods of Thor prevalence and if Bakhuys had not been injured the score may have been different, though in any case a consecutive Thor defeat would be anticipated. 

The great difference between the two teams was in the placement of the ball and the pace. Especially the pace, or rather strikingly the lack of decent pace, gave Thor defeat. 

When a Thor player received the leather, on several occasions, he first stopped the ball, then surveyed the field to determine which was the best team mate and only then gave off the ball, which is possible, but when 
repeated an Australian would go there and take the leather away. Someone like Bakhuys is the exception to the rule. 

The guests, who now have Harper standing between the posts, have a very solid defence, a good midfield and attack, which can make the goals. In this line Muir again played an extraordinary good match. 

Thor had been wise, to take the left defence away from Vaes but this sensible action was canceled by the fact that Boch Kolling was out there rather than Vaes, as he was extremely weak. 

It's a mystery to us why Van Hemert, who, we learned, was indeed available as a reserve, and yet players like Bach Kolling and Vaes were played. 
The ways of team-committees are often a mystery! Especially as Vaes had been selected again, now as left half, where he is not comfortable. He has a solid body, but he knows nothing of football, - absolutely 
nothing. Muir did exactly what he wanted with him. It was no wonder that Van Emmerick under these circumstances, was also nowhere and was not as we expect him to be. Due to a weak partner and an even 
weaker left-half and an attack from the Australians that was no child's play to keep under control. 
Piet Keasberry and Esser were both very good. Keasberry especially before the break; Esser thereafter. The last one especially we saw in good shape. He had Donaldson well under control, so that relatively few 
crosses from the left arrived at the Thor goal. 

Cortenbach played several times nicely, notwithstanding his understanderable fear of the burly Weir. 
Meyers also played quite well as did Feuerberg, who scored an amazing goal. Bakhuys started very well and also produced a beautiful goal, but he was injured before half time and from then on he had a limp. 
Lastly, we saw Pang Keasberry was best. As the forward line was the best part of the team. 

Mr. Fruneaux led correctly. Only giving a free kick when Cortenbach was robust, but quite correctly didn't send him from the ground, but that was all. 


The match. 

The first attacks were from Thor. Bakhuys gets a good ball from a cross by Cortenbach, but Harper is in the right place. The Australians soon come into action. A cross from Donaldson is kicked by Van Emmerick 
for a corner, which he repeated a little later. The second corner is well taken and one of Thor defenders completely misses it, but it does not result in a goal. After a good run from Bakhuys he puts in a cross for 
Feuerberg, which Oliver heads away. Thor holds up well for the time being, and the battle is equal. A good shot from Meyer's left leg is meritoriously stopped by Harper, while a free kick due to hands, is taken by 
Bakhuys and headed away. 

Huisingh, after a cross from Muir, caught the ball and moved it to the other half, where Bakhuys runs around Oliver and sends in a hard shot, which Harper just grabs out the corner. An attack from the Australians 
follows. An awkwardness from Vaes gives Muir the leather, and he puts in fast and low under the falling Huisingh (1-0). 

A good goal, although the shot was not unstopable to us. That apparently inspires the guests. After good work from O'Connor, Muir again goes off with the ball, this time along the line. His pass goes to James, 
whose shot is untenable (2-0). 

Then Thor comes to the attack. A pass from Cortenbach is intercepted by Weir, but it ends up with Bakhuys, who is following up, however, the danger is diminished by O'Connor. But a point is proved. Esser gives a 
good ball to Bakhuys, who lets it run by and then brillantly shoots in from a considerable distance (2-1). A diving Harper tried in vain to stop it. 

We expect a Thor offensive, but the opposite happens. Within minutes, Van Emmerick does not stop a pass to Lewis who runs in from the left and makes the score 3-1. From the next attack Clark shoots beside, 
while Van Emmerick firmly interupts a run from Muir. Nevertheless, less than three minutes later the leather screwed against Huisingh and is then banged in by James (4-1). 

It begins to look like a debacle as from the first attack of the guests number five is produced, but for the time being Thor takes the initiative to cut the lead, but the attacking game is too transparent to have success 
and if there is indeed any danger to the Australian goal, O'Connor beautifully plays the leather away. 
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The break comes with a secure 5-1 lead for the guests. 

The second half begins with a pair of Thor attacks, from the first Pang Keasberry shoots wide. 

We expect a counter attack but from a Feuerberg cross Meyers suddenly shoots in hard. The shot, however, Harper eliminates right away. Esser and Van Emmerick rescue the other goal, while Huisingh, running 
out, makes a distant shot harmless. After good work from Esser, Cortenbach gets the leather. He decides to run with the leather, and sends in a high cross, which the rushing Feuerberg, heads in magnificently (5-2). 
The Australians respond immediately with a swift attack from the right. Muir passes Emmerick smoothly and sends a hard low shot, that is too powerful for Huisingh (6-2). 

Gradually Thor gets stronger. It is unfortunate that a pass from Bakhuys is reached by Harper slightly earlier than the rushing Meyers, but there arises another chance from a Cortenbach high ball. This time, however, 
Weir prevents a goal with stout intervention. This, however, does not give Thor encouragement. A ball played a long way forward reaches Feuerberg before Harper, but fate has him shooting next to the empty goal to 
the great disappointment of the public. 

Lewis plays next at the other end, and then Cortenbach is strongly tackled by Weir, and Mr.Fruneaux incorrectly gives a free kick, which yields nothing. 

Pang Kaesberry gives a ball to Feuerberg who has a chance, but the ball goes well over. From a pass from Muir, Bach Kolling almost gets an own goal, but in the end it goes for a corner. Huisingh saves very well a 
few times. Once when Muir beats Van Emmerick, and again when the same player runs around Vaes as if the Thor left half is not there, and puts in a hard shot. 

However, the goals scored prove too much, and the guests conclude their tour with a fully deserved 6-2 victory over the anniversary celebrating Thor.

Australia vanquished New Zealand in the first Soccer Test at the Exhibition Oval yesterday afternoon by 4 goals to 2, after a skilful, brilliant, and exciting display, in which the result was in doubt until 10 minutes from 
the finish. The second half was replete with thrills, as the attackers of both sides repeatedly stormed the defences, and 5000 spectators witnessed a fine exposition of strategic positional play, deft footwork, and 
excellent ball control, which were finalised with rasping shots which tested the skill and ability of both keepers and backs. 
In the early stages both teams were impressed with the occasion and were evidently searching for weaknesses, but when they settled down glorious football was witnessed. The ball flashed from wing to wing, and 
from end to end in brilliantly constructed movements which were only frustrated by superb defence, and magnificent goalkeeping. The crowd was thrilled with spectacular short passing in triangular fashion, alternated 
by long sweeping passes and smart dribbling episodes, in which halves and forwards combined. The ball was seldom wasted in high kicking, but was swept along the ground with ease and grace. The Australians 
succeeded because of their greater speed, and their longer passing game triumphed over the short-passing methods of the visitors. The All Blacks staged a dour battle, especially in the closing stages, and they were 
never perturbed, ever striving for openings, which they frequently secured, but weak finishing marred several efforts. 
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At the interval Australia led 1-0. In the second session the play was very fast, and there was never a dull moment. The excitement was intense at one period, when New Zealand equalised, and the spectators were on 
tip-toe with expectation. Many movements resulted in which practically every man of a team participated. Five goals were scored in the second session, and every one was the result of cleverly planned schemes. 
The halves would draw the defence, and quickly, dispose of the ball to an inside forward or a winger, and away the forwards would dash down the field, the ball sometimes travelling across the whole van and back 
again to the winger, who would finalise the effort with an accurate centre. Both defences had a torrid time, and it was no wonder that towards the end the pace slackened considerably. 

In the opening stages the play proceeded along quiet lines, with the halves and backs of each side dominating the forwards, but when they properly settled down spectacular and scientific play resulted. Brilliant 
attacking movements were initiated by both sides, the ball flashing from one wing to the other with deadly accuracy, but clever interceptions repeatedly foiled the attackers, while Zuill and M'Nabb brought off many 
excellent saves, in which they displayed uncanny judgment. When Australia took the lead after 20 minutes, however, a decided fillip was given to the game, and the pace became solid. 

It was a brilliant effort which gave the home team the lead. Murray, who had been overshadowing the All Black centre, neatly set Crowhurst moving along the wing, and with splendid dribbling the New South Wales 
man beat Crabbe and Graham. The winger astutely drew the defence, and with a wonderfully timed shot placed the ball at Smith's toes, and the van leader made no mistake. 

Christie, the master mind behind the All Black attack, repeatedly endeavoured to even matters, and time after time he and Stenhouse opened up fine passing movements. On one occasion Stenhouse tricked Murray, 
and with a deft touch along the ground sent Kershaw away. The ball whizzed out to the wing, and Kay streaked down the wing to beat O'Connor. Back came the ball to Kershaw, and it went to the other wing, where 
Barton delivered a pile-driver for McNabb to save magnificently. A dour struggle ensued until the interval, with the honours slightly in favour of Australia. 

The first session had only served as a pipe-opener, for both sides resumed with vigour, and a glorious exhibition followed, the pace being a "cracker." The ball was swung about with utmost freedom, and magnificent 
team work resulted in brilliant moves being engineered. Thrill followed thrill, as pretty combined play and neat dribbling carried the ball from one end to the other, with each attack straining to pierce the defence. 

The equaliser came after about 10 minutes, and was the sequel to splendid dribbling by Barton, who had secured from Christie. The All Black manoeuvred the ball past three men in rapid succession, and finally 
centred. Evans displayed fine anticipation, but his clearance was weak, and Stenhouse lobbed to Barton, The winger drew the defence, and despatched to the front, of goal. Kershaw collected, and rattled the net with 
a great shot. He had appeared to be offside, but the movement was worthy of the goal. 

This was the prelude to an exciting 15 minutes, in which the Australians developed beautiful teamwork, and and swept down the field like a well oiled machine, the ball being transferred with great skill along the whole 
forward line, and two great goals resulted. In these two bouts Queenslanders participated with great success. Both Murray and Gibb assisted in the attack. In the first effort Murray gave to Crowhurst. Cameron joined 
in, and the ball went to Smith, to Gorring. The last named drew Graham, and tapped the ball along the ground to Smith, and centre dribbled past Gerrard to net with an easy shot. From the kick-off Crowhurst received 
from Cameron, and went speeding along the wing. He sent back to Cameron, who beat Christie, and passed to Gorring, whose drive gave Zuill no chance. 

The All Blacks retaliated with vim, and football of a high order ensued. Kay drove hard, and McNabb was nearly forced into errors through holding on to long. Back came New Zealand again, however, and Chapman, 
Kershaw, and Barton wove a passage through the defence with tricky footwork. Barton brought the defenders towards him, and he sent the ball to Chapman, who broke the net with a terrific drive. The excitement at 
this stage was intense, and spectators were in great glee as Australia stormed the rival citadel. Both teams had risen to great heights, but the pace was telling, especially on the visitors, who had waged a stern 

battle. Ten minutes from the end O'Connor, with fine judgment, manoeuvred the ball to Crowhurst, who combined with Cameron. Back went the ball to Crowhurst, and a fine centre resulted in a scrimmage inside the 
goal area. Smith attempted to head into the net, but Zuill jumped high, and knocked the ball on to the post. The ball rebounded a yard out of goal and Gorring dashed in to tap it into the net, to clinch the issue. 

The New Zealanders however, never gave up hope, and rallied desperately, but Australia had gained the upper hand, and by resorting to long, sweeping passes kept the All Blacks at bay. A splendid game ended - 
Australia .. .. 4 goals. 

New Zealand .. .. 2 goals. 
The match was a triumph from the point of view of Queensland, for the State representatives excelled themselves. Murray was conspicuous with wonderful tackling, and his deft touches forward were a source of 
delight, frequently opening up the attack for Queensland. Gibb had a hard task in looking after Barton and Chapman, but he performed his work splendidly. Gorring, however, was superb. He figured in practically every 
attacking move, and fitted in with the New South Welshmen. He also helped himself to two great goals. The stars of the Australian side, however, were O'Connor and Crowhurst. The latter, who was right wing, was 
brilliant. He was speedy and tricky, and gave the All Black defence a torrid time. He never faltered in his centres, and he combined with Cameron. O'Connor again justified his reputation as the greatest half-back in 
Australia. His style is delightful to watch. He is an excellent tackler, and never bustles himself, but he is an artist in distributing the ball and forcing openings for his forwards. He is an adept in triangular formation, 

and he gently taps the ball along the wing, takes up his position for the transfer back, and then smartly sends to his inside man. He is always ready to make the man over in attack. His scheming was greatly 
responsible for the downfall of the All Blacks, for all of Australia's scoring movements came from the right wing. 

Australia's defenders did their work well, Parkes and Evans being fine tacklers with hefty kicks, but occasionally these were not accurate. McNabb brought off some brilliant saves, but on two or three occasions he 
caused some concern with his hand- ling, especially when attempting to beat attackers by bouncing the ball. 

The New Zealanders are improving with each game, and their display was even better than Saturday. Before the tour ends they will make a serious bid for the "ashes." They are evidently becoming acclimatised, and 
are working up a splendid combination. Christie is a magnificent half-back, who never gets flurried, but distributes the ball accurately. He is a strategist, and yesterday was always scheming to outwit the defence. 

His side would have achieved greater success if the for- wards had shown better finish. Barton and Chapman were an ideal partner- ship on the right wing, but although Kay did many smart things on the opposite 
wing he was not the danger of the previous game in which he appeared. However, he was opposed to a master mind in O'Connor, and this hampered him considerably, for he was never given too much rope. Kershaw 
is shaping well in the centre, but hesitates far too often when within range. He is gaining confidence, however, and many goals are likely to come from his boots in the next few weeks. Christie was assisted by a good 
half in Stenhouse, who kept Donaldson very quiet. On the other side Crabb could not hold Crowhurst, who repeatedly beat him for pace and with trickiness. Gerrard was easily the better defender, and his clearances 
were made with excellent judgment, but his partner was never confident. Zuill again gave a great exhibition, and saved shots from all angles. He had no chance of saving the shots which went into the net.

Play reflected only moderate credit on the team work of both sides, but there were patches of brilliant individualism, particularly by the New Zealand goalkeeper, Zuill, who had a tremendous amount of work to do 

but rarely seemed in real difficulties. Quill, the Australian centre forward was at his best and might have had a flattering scoring record if he had been confronted with a custodian of less ability. He was well 

supported by his inside men. Nonchalent Australian half-back play stood in the way of a home victory, but the backs were sound, and Morgan, for most of the time, was excellent in goal. Zuill overshadowed the other 
New Zealanders. The team, in general, worked hard and improved cohesion amongst the forwards might have made the form shown a little more convincing. 

Christie won the toss for New Zealand; but there was little advantage in the choice of ends. Early play was even and a crowd of about 2500 was enthusiastic when New Zealand opened the scoring, Kershaw 

beating Morgan with a hard shot that struck the left upright to bounce back into the net. Continual pressure on the New Zealand goal followed and Zuill did yeoman work before Australian forward combination gave 
Quill his opening for the equalising goal. Australia had the upper hand till half time when the score was one all. 

There was increased vigour in the New Zealand play after half time, but some hesitation at critical moments prevented scores. Australia seemed likely to go ahead to a convincing victory when Quill scored his 
second goal. Zuill was adequate to the occasion, and New Zealand, with some difficulty, pressed play to the Australian goal, where Kershaw scored for the second time. The New Zealand recovery seemed to 


unsettle the local team, and the visitors had the better of play till full-time.

The second test match between Australia and New Zealand at the Sydney Cricket Ground on Saturday resulted after a splendid exhibition by each side in turn, in a win for Australia by six goals to four. As Australia 
had already won the first test match played in Brisbane a few weeks ago, the "ashes of Soccer" will now remain here until New Zealand manages to reassert her former superiority on the field. 

The match was deserving of more liberal patronage from the public. The attendance was estimated at about 5000, and the game fully bore out the claim that the New Zealand team had improved to a remarkable 
extent since the display in the opening match of the tour at the same ground, when New South Wales represented by almost the same team as that chosen for Australia on Saturday, won decisively. The visitors’ 
manager Mr. H.Godber, then asserted that their form was "too bad to be true," this they showed by the clean, smart, combined work which gained four goals for them in rapid succession in the second half on 
Saturday. 
It was distinctly a match of phases, however. In the first half the Australians showed to marked advantage, and scored five goals to nil. The New Zealanders, beginning more slowly, were too frequently caught 
unsupported when in possession of the ball, and had no one to whom a pass could be made before the Australian players dispossessed them, while some instances justified the idea that the Australians could score 
almost at will. A veritable transformation in the visitors' play was noticeable almost immediately the second half of the game commenced, however, and they inaugurated a series of organised raids on Australian goal 
territory, which caused their chances of ultimate victory to become brighter until the scores read five goals to three, when J.Hughes, in a desperate attack, scored another goal for Australia. 

New Zealand's forward line showed to great advantage, and of the five the two "wingers," Murray Kay and lves, probably created the deepest impression. The most brilliant shot in the match was from the left wing, 
when Kay scored his goal. When only a few yards from the goalline he screwed the ball in over the head of the goal-keeper, J.McNabb, who, with an Australian back, made fruitless efforts to intercept the ball, while 
two New Zealand forwards eagerly rushed to endeavour to bustle the goalkeeper, but the only result of the scrimmage was that three men fell in a heap in the net, while the ball bounced undisturbed beside them. 

It would be invidious really to select any player on either side, however, either for personal praise or adverse criticism. All did their best ably and well, and New Zealand was unfortunate to find the standard of play 
higher in Australia than for many years past.

The Australian team led by G.Smith took the field at 3.15 p.m., and Christie led the New Zealanders on two minutes later. Smith won the toss, and played with the wind. Almost immediately after Kershaw kicked off 
the ball came up the Australian right wing, but although Crowhurst crossed well it went behind. Two minutes later Crowhurst centred again, F.Smith received and banged back. From a brief scrimmage the ball went 
to G.Smith who netted. Australia 1 New Zealand nil. 

New Zealand was unlucky to miss two goals in rapid succession from good work by Kay. McNabb tapped one over the goal and diverted the other behind. 

Some pretty play in which Crowhurst, F.Smith and Hughes took part, resulted in Hughes striking the crossbar. The three Australian half-backs, with pretty passing, passed the ball up and beat a splendid defence, 
the ball eventually going to Crowhurst. He outwitted Gerrard and shot from a favourable position, but Zuill saved brilliantly. The New Zealanders were a different team from those who met New South Wales in the 
opening match. Their whole combination was much superior. 
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The second goal was also scored by Australia. Cameron centred a beautiful shot, which G.Smith headed cleanly past Zuill into the net. 

Both sides were unlucky. New Zealand made an excellent effort, lves centring, but Kershaw headed over the crossbar. The New South Wales left-wing three times secured the ball and sent well up to the forwards, 
but the ball went behind; Murray Kay shot a couple of cannon-ball drives across the goal. Then Australia took the ball up the right wing again. Crowhurst centred, and there was a furious scrimmage in the New 
Zealand goal. Zuill was incapacitated temporarily, and Stenhouse rushed to try and intercept the ball, which, however, Crowhurst netted, making the scores: -Australia 3 New Zealand nil. 

New Zealand now launched a very vigorous attack, and kept McNabb and his backs busy. When the goal was cleared, the ball travelled up to F.Smith, but Gerrard cleared again, and lan Davidson had an exciting 
few moments with a couple of New Zealand players. The ball was passed out to Kay, but his effort was frustrated. Play went up and down the field again, Gerrard clearing when F.Smith crossed to G.Smith, and a 
little later Stone conceded a corner kick. Australia scored a fourth goal just before half-time, when Cameron suddenly received from the right-wing, and shot in smartly. The fifth goal was kicked by G.Smith; 
Crowhurst crossed to Cameron, but Zuill intercepted his shot, which went back to G.Smith who sent it in at express speed. Half time scores: -Australia 5 goals, New Zealand nil. 

Almost immediately after resuming play, O'Connor was given a free kick. New Zealand pressed home an attack, but McNabb intercepted the ball and punted it clear. Very soon afterwards, the New Zealanders scored 
their first goal, lves passing to Chapman, who tricked Parkes, and shot hard and rather high. McNabb touched but failed to gather the ball, which was deflected off the goal post into the net. New Zealand now pressed 
again, and Murray Kay scored a beautiful goal from a pass out by Crabb. Australia 5 goals, New Zealand 2. 

New Zealand now pressed again, and missed very narrowly scoring two more goals. From a throw in on Australia's right wing, O'Connor and Kay had a pretty interchange, and then brisk play resulted in Davidson 
tripping Ives in the penalty area, and Kershaw scored New Zealand's third goal. The play was now most exciting until Crowhurst was injured temporarily. On resuming Australia took up the attack again. Kay placed a 
corner kick beautifully, but the New Zealanders were penalised for interfering with McNabb. After play up and down the field, lves received from a cannon off Parkes when Kay crossed and Ives, snatching the 
opportunity, scored a splendid goal. Australia 5, New Zealand 4. 

Australia now sparkled up, and added another goal to the margin. Crowhurst crossed in again, and Hughes just beat Zuill, making the scores six goals to four. 

The play on the Australian right wing was beautiful to watch when Crowhurst, Cameron, and O'Connor were opposed by Kay, Graham, and Crabb. The New Zealand attack generally was far better concerted than in 
the first half, and the Australian backs did not show much superiority. They were frequently hard pressed by vigorous attacks. McNabb also was not permitted to relax, but did excellent work. 

Australia in the closing rallied, and in fading light pushed home some good attacks, but did not have matters all their own way, as New Zealand carried the play down to McNabb's area repeatedly. Although the play 
was never relaxed until full-time, when New Zealand was attacking, there were no more scores, and the game was won by Australia by six goals to 4.

The third test match between Australia and New Zealand, played at the Sydney Cricket Ground on Saturday afternoon, resulted in a win for Australia, after probably the best game of the three played for the "ashes," 
the superiority of the winning side being less marked from start to finish than in either of the other two. Australia won by four goals to two. 

Weather conditions were bright, with a fairly strong, cold wind. The attendance was poor. All through the game the improvement which the tour has effected in the New Zealanders' play and combination was apparent, 
although there were still details to which attention could be paid. A defect shown on a couple of occasions when they had worked up good positions in front of goal, was to lose the ball by faulty passing. They showed 
greater speed and understanding of each others' play, and gave the Australian defence more trouble than in either of the previous matches they played on the Sydney Cricket Ground. 

The Australian team included most of the players who have formed such a successful combination in interstate and test matches during the past two seasons. The right wing was kept unbroken. On the left wing, 
F.Laidlaw (Concord), played in the place of J.Parkes as back; J.Osborne was left half-back, and W. Edwards inside left forward in place of J.Hughes. J.Taylor played as centre-half in place of lan Davidson. 

The changes had little effect on the whole combination of the team. Laidlaw was effective in defence, while Taylor, who had a deliberate style which seemed to convey an impression of slowness to some of the 
spectators, did well-judged work in getting the ball to places where his forwards were enabled to make good use of it. Edwards, who come from the north at the beginning of the season to play for Granville, also 
acquitted himself well.

was tackled by the Australian backs. He passed to Everndon, and the latter shot out of a scrimmage with Hayden. The ball glanced off Hayden into the goal, making the scores two all - the half-time scores. 


Featureless play marked the opening of the second half, until G. Smith received a pass from Gorring, and banged the ball so fast into the goal that Wii 


licks probably never saw it. Play became rather loose. Crowhurst, 


who had not played very prominently, received a ball from Hayden and goaled neatly, the Metropolis attacked vigorously, but Morton sent the ball over the crossbar. Very little afterwards a Metropolis attack succeeded 
when Everndon scored his third goal. Metropolis now did most of the attacking, but failed to score again before full time. 
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From a report on the Australian Soccer Football Association conference held in Sydney, 6/1/1933 (The Argus, 7/1/1933, page 22) it was announced that New Caledonia has invited an Australian team to play on that 
Island. The Australian Association has decided that it cannot accept unless the New Caledonian Association guarantees all the expenses of collecting the team, the cost of the tour, and the cost of disbanding the 
players. 

The Brisbane Courier, 10/3/1933, page 14 reported that Mr. F.H.Druery (secretary of the Australian Soccer Football Association) forwarded a copy of a telegram received from the New Caledonia Soccer Association 
accepting the offer of a team from Australia. 

By June it was resolved by a meeting of the the International Tour committee in Sydney, to accept the invitation. 


In Caledonia the tour was big news and the New Caledonian newspaper "La France Australe" continues the story.

Forwards: Crowhurst (NSW), Cameron (NSW), Smith (NSW), Gorring (Q) Gilltrap (South Australia), with W.Bowers (SA) able to substitute any position. 

We have collected various newspaper clippings and we give some notes on the following players: 

McNabb Jimmy, from the Weston Club (Northern NSW District) who won the State Cup last year. A fine athlete who played as back in the 1930 NSW team and then took over, through injury, the position of goalkeeper 
where he played for NSW five times in 1932, including the interstate tournament won by NSW. He played 3 times this year for NSW and against New Zealand. This player has had such a great season that an interest 
has been shown as "guardian" from a large professional club in England. 

Evans J. from the Cessnock Club (NSW North District), played 2 times for NSW in 1932, 3 times this year (against NZ and Q) and 3 times this year for Australia against NZ. A very powerful and fast man 

and excellent with his clearances. 
Hayden (Victoria) has not played this season for Australia in order to avoid travel expenses. 

O'Connor Charlie , from the Concord Club, finalist in the 1932 championship of NSW. Right half and the only player on the team that is not an Australian arriving there a few years ago from South Africa. Played for NSW 
4 times in 1932 and 3 times this year. Played 3 matches for Australia in 1933 against NZ. 

Stewart (Victoria) no specific information. 
Murray A. Latrobe Club. Captain of Queensland who played in 1933 against NSW and NZ. Played in Australia's first match against NZ 

Osborne Jimmy from the Wallsend Club (near Newcastle). Left half. Played every year for NSW since 1930. Former inside left. Played for Australia against N.Z. in the 2nd and 3rd games. 

Crowhurst Roy , right wing, member of the sports club "Metters", manufacturer of household stoves. Played this year for NSW and 3 matches for Australia against NZ. A player renowned for his runs on the wing, 
his precise shots and centres almost to the goal line. Scored 1 goal for Australia in the second match and 1 in the third game against NZ.. For NSW against Queensland, he scored 3 goals in 2 matches. 
Cameron A. from the Adamstown Club (Northern NSW District), played 3 times in 1932 for NSW and 3 times this year, scoring 1 goal against Queensland in the first match, and 4 in the second. 
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Played for Australia 3 times against New Zealand, scoring 1 goal in the second game. 

Smith George , a member of Corrimal (Southern NSW) in 1932 and St.George (Sydney) in 1933. Centre forward. The Australian record holder of goals for 1 season with 63 in 1932. Played 3 times for NSW 

this year, 2 matches for NSW against Queensland, scoring 5 goals each time, and then scoring 1 goal against NZ. 

Gorring H , Latrobe Club (Queensland) played against NSW 2 times this year scoring 1 and 2 goals. 

Giltrap and W.Bowers (South Australia) no information on these players. 

Finally please note that New South Wales is the Australian State champions, having last year beaten Victoria 7-0, Queensland 9-1, Tasmania 11-0, South Australia 4-1 and 6-1, totalling 37 goals and 3 goals against.

The National Team? 

It is not what we think, and to avoid disappointment in the audience, but it is better to warn of what actually is. It is sufficient to consult the Fédération of Football's published calender with the list of various meetings. 
Sunday, August 13: Combined Clubs against Australia. 

Tuesday, August 15: Selection against Australia. 

Sunday, August 20: Selection against Australia. 

Sunday, August 27: Selection against Australia. 

Sunday, September 3: Impassible (Champion Team of Caledonia) against Australia. 

The public who financed the tour of the Australian team belonged to, by membership or support, various groups of athletes, expected another programme. 

The first three matches opposing the Australian team are teams from different clubs: Olympique, Indépendante, Impassible. 

For the last two, the selection, although prepared in advance, will be easier to chose after the first three matches. 

After their rest, the selection for Australia is the opposite to that of the opposing team....We reserve champagne, for dessert. The Caledonian Federation of Football did the opposite, with the best team being reserved, 
and with good reason, for the end : the Impassible. 

We must remember that the order of the matches was imposed on the Committee of selection which consisted of Messrs. Ducasse, Ollivaud, Kaddour and H.Lafleur. 

Successive difficulties opposed the composition of the selection, indecision, who presided over the choice of the player, changes reached at the last minute, everything seems to be a concerted effort to confuse a 
team that selected itself, and to remove its confidence in this vital fight to be undertaken. 

On the other hand, Impassible, with its well mixed elements, is used to playing together. It is because of this that the Selection Committee seems to count this as the best match. So it will, in fact, be the opposite to 
the Australian team and will be better. The Calendar of the Federation took care for the "Champion team of New Caledonia" to be rested. 
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It may indeed be the appropriate tactic to use matches leading up to the game to look at the Australian teammates at their leisure. 
It is very likely, that they will redeem the previous matches. 
It is also clear that the Selection Committee has wrongly reserved this role to a team called the "national team" after they confided on the last matches. 
The public knows that of the three great teams, the Impassible has sufficiently demonstrated its superiority and as it is they who will bear the brunt of the meetings they would have liked to have the money.

Rabot would be his reserve, Georget will then play half a game replacing Bone who takes the position first. 

The organizing committee is now in full swing so that all the little details of the game are satisfactory. 

It is hoped that the public will also do its best to help the task of the organizers, firstly by taking tickets in advance if possible, then with discipline for entry to the Velodrome, as it must be certain a very big crowd will 

go there.

It was with a sigh of relief at five o'clock yesterday that the nouméen sportsmen saw the coloured flags of Calédonickel. (Calédonickel is the shipping line) 

Monsieur Emile Castex, owner of the "Independent" had invited members of the press, to meet the "s.s. St. Vincent de Paul." 

Unfortunately the night had fully come when at 8:15 the "St. Vincent" reached the pass. The "Independent" with all sail and engine running, escorted the ship. 

A crowd estimated at 400 people had been waiting on the quay since 19.00 hours. It was at 21.00 hours that the "St Vincent de Paul," with its bridge lit up, came gently alongside the wharf to dock. 

As soon as the gangway was lowered the gentlemen of the Reception Committee nimbly climbed aboard, Messrs. de la Vaissiére, Vois, Ducasse Ollivaud, Numa Daly, Lafleur, accompanied by the Director of 
Information and Trade. 

Members of the Australian team crowded the guardrails, all dressed in green blazers with gold cuffs, and the Australian coat-of-arms. Thanks to the kindness of a friend, La France Australe was able to obtain the 
following information; "The team members were reunited with their manager Mr.Thomson, in the lounge where the reception committee were waiting with glasses of champagne. 

After the presentations made by the Manager of the Australian team, Committee Chairman, de la Vaissiére, spoke and wished the foreign players Welcome to Caledonia, telling them it was an honour for the 
Caledonians to receive such a renown team, but it will be daunting for us. 

Monsieur de la Vaissiére also supported the cordial links between New Caledonia and Australia. It ended with a rousing hurray in honour of the Australians. 

Monsieur Daly then translated the words of the Chairman of the Committee into English for the visitors. 

Mr.Thomson in turn replied saying that the Australians greatly appreciated this tour to a foreign country, and thanked the organizers. Mr.Thomson also remarked on the dedication of captain Legras who did everything 
to ensure the guests had the greatest comfort. 

T.Thomson, then ended by saying he wished to see the matches take place with the best sportsmanship, and hoped that the best team wins. 

The Caledonians then sang the English song of good fellowship "For he's a jolly good fellow", which the Australian team replied in turn". 

The players then disembarked and when they appeared they were presented out loud to the crowd who did not spare their applause and cheers that were heard up to the Latin Quarter. On the quay, there was a quick 
search of the baggage, so that each player took only what was necessary for the night, and then they departed to the hotel by car while members of the comittee exchanged first impressions with the players. 

At ten o'clock under the direction of their manager, all the players went to the Hotel de France or huts, where they could recover from the fatigues of the journey, which was in fact quite good. 

And so, the project which Captain Charles Legras devoted himself tirelessly, was conducted to a successful conclusion, and with the right spirit from the Caledonian players the achievement will be made possible. 
It was also especially pleasing for Maitre Vergés, who is a shareholder in "La France Australe", that by his prior financial support has helped in its prompt execution.

The Australian Soccer team played the first match of Its tour this afternoon, and defeated the second New Caledonia selection by eight goals to one. 

The weather was fine, with a slight cross-wind, the home team having the advantage In the first half. After 20 minutes' play, Smith scored first for Australia, and New Caledonia responded with what proved to be its 
only goal. Cameron scored the second goal for Australia five minutes before the interval, and the tourists added six goals in the second half. 

McNabb had an easy time in goal. Evans and Hayden defended cleverly, and O'Connor, Crowhurst, and Cameron excelled with close passing. Smith, who came with a great reputation as a goal scorer, was well 
watched. The home team played a fast game but there was a lack of cohesion, and when the Australians had settled down the New Caledonians were unsuccessful with their kick and rush tactics, lacking the 
experience and the clever touches of the visitors.

A large crowd attended the Stade du Velodome yesterday, and as everyone expected, it was an exhibition of the Australian players rather than a real game...It was for us, in fact, strange to see our second team 
claim such great support against an Australian Selection. 

The first few minutes of the game did not show anything strikingly good about our guests and our valiant second team succeeded, without much difficulty, to send the ball towards the opposing goal; the Australians 
did not appear to have much control. In fact, our opponents had not yet developed their technique : they hesitated, seemed confused with timid attempts, and seemed to us to lack power with their shots. It was not 
until the first goal, made with astonishing ease from a centre pass from the right wing, that the break out method of their game was infinitely more powerful than measured, safer more than impetuous. But, even 

after the second goal, marked with the same ease and seemingly without effort, our team were not demoralized and endeavoured to remedy defects to their style and positioning by increased activity. 

This is how Lacabanne, at full speed, succeded to get a goal with a low shot, which was wrongly diverted by an Australian back. But that was it. Rapid raids by Porcheron, failed to beat the security of a perfect 
defence. In the second half, our "eleven" tired, and the Australians strolled past playing skillful feinting movements, they were too quick for us, always better placed to head the ball, finding the unmarked man and with 
the science of perfect dribbling. 

It appeared that in the presence of their game, full of fitness and elegance, our players ignored everything about football...While the Australians were making six successive goals we only had a single shot, which was 
flush with the ground and quite vigourous, but this was the result of an isolated raid but one could argue for a second goal, when a powerful shot from Bone flew in, but unfortunately straight into the hands of the 
goalkeeper. 

But our tactics were wrong to the very core. The speed of our forwards, on which the hopes of our team were based was not even better than the opponents. 

8-1; the first half was a test, but the Australians recovered and were evolving casually as our entire team folded, the raids towards our goal were only broken by desperate clearances, this was our role yesterday. 

Our "eleven" will be satisfied though, if the performance of their struggle was noted, for the upcoming matches of our local team.

The first Test match between the Australian Soccer team and New Caledonia was played at Noumea on August 15, in ideal weather. It was a holiday, and the crowd numbered one-third the population. A band played 
"God Save the King, "The Marsellaise," and "Advance Australia Fair," the Governor shook hands with the players, and the captain of the home team presented an honour flag to the Australian captain (Smith). 

A great game delighted the crowd, Australia winning by two goals to one. For 25 minutes play was even, and then Gorring dashed from the Australian territory into open ground, and scored the first goal. 

The Caledonians were playing a fast game, and charged down field, the left wing passing to the centre forward, who scored. The home defence was good, Smith being well marked. A corner kick was received by 

Murray, who scored the visitors' second goal. Five quick shots by the New Caledonians' forwards were beautifully blocked by McNabb, who was carried shoulder high by the natives at the end of the game. 

The Australians stated that it was one of the hardest games they had played. They were weakened by the absence of Crowhurst, and Smith was injured early in the second half, and was practically useless for the 


remainder of the game. McNabb, Evans, O'Connor. Osborne, Cameron, and Murray were the pick of the visitors. The New Caledonian team surprised by its fine effort, and played a hard, fast game. The Australian 
team had to fight all the way.

A loose translation is:- The match report frequently refers to the phrase "six metres" meaning a goal-kick. 

Presentation: At a quarter past three, when Monsieur le Governor arrived at the Velodrome, the stands were bursting at the seams and a triple or quadruple row of spectators crowded around the field. This is a "big 
crowd " which, according to the control of entries, numbered between 3,800 to 4,000 people, a record! 

After the formalities of photography, both teams walk in line, and the Australians are directed in front of the grandstand where they stop. The Australians are wearing "blueberry green" shirts with a golden yellow V on 
the chest and back, white shorts, green stockings with gold turn-ups; the Caledonians are in blue shirts, white shorts, red socks. 

With everyone standing in silence the band strikes up "God Save the King " and the Marseillaise. 

Monsieur le Governor then descends onto the track accompanied by Mrs.Poirier and Mr.Lafleur , president of the Caledonian Football League, who presents the various players in the Australian and Caledonian teams, 
with an announcer, in turn, using a megaphone to the crowd. Poirier presented the Caledonian captain, Dupont, with a superb souvenir silk pennant embroidered with a tricolor bearing in its center the silhouette of 
Caledonia and a cagou and the words " New Caledonia versus Australia in August 1933 ." The latter gave it to G.Smith, Australian captain. 

(Note:- A Cagou is an endemic bird to New Caledonia.) 

Then it is a vibrant "oops -ray" from the Australians, which is responded by an equally noisy "hurray" from the Caledonians. 

The kickoff is whistled by Mr.Parazols. The Australians win the toss and chose to play on the grandstand side with a very light wind at their back . We now give a description of the game as it unfolds. 

Six meters to the Australians. Then the ball moves down and 6m. to Caledonians. Corner awarded to Caledonia without result. Another corner. A Caledonian shot from about 20m. sends the ball towards the corner 
of the goal but McNabb makes a pretty save. Strike from Australia. Corner to Australia but P.Panéonin clears. Strike from Caledonia 25m. from the goal. 

This is after 5 minutes of play. Strike from Caledonia . Strike from Australia. Yet again from Australia. Nice save from Evans head. A centre from Déplanque is nicely stopped by Evans. Then there is a raid on 

the left wing but Kelly on the extreme right is whistled for off-side due to involvement in the attack. Attack from Caledonia. McNabb kicks clear. Attacks from the Caledonians are the most numerous. From a raid by 
Caledonia Hayden saves. A kick from Australia and Gilltrap then runs along the sideline and centre well, Dupont blocks and clears. 

This is after 10 minutes of play 

That's when, after another attack, Smith shoots from in front of the Caledonian goal and is whistled off side while Dupont blocks well. Strike from Caledonia but a nice stop by Evans. Kick from Australia and Smith 
receives but Beyney emerges and clears. 

Then there is a raid against the Australian goal. Evans is highly acclaimed for his beautiful long and accurate clearance from the right foot, while the left-handed Hayden, is also strong. Free kick from Caledonia, 

kick from Australia goes to Gilltrap and from his centre Dupont falls on the ball, Smith arrives and tries to shoot but not strongly, and Dupont was able to hold, Smith shook his hand. This is after 15 minutes of play. 
Two new strikes to Australia. Free kick to Caledonia after a dangerous jump by O'Connor. The ball goes to McNabb who makes a great save. 6 meters Australians. Strike to Caledonia. A long clearance by Evans 
to Cameron down the right wing, but Van Ba stops it and the ball goes into touch for Australia. From this it is centred to Smith who, from 20m shoots hard but too high over the goal. Six metres. Raid by 

Deplanque passing to A.Canel but Hayden intervenes and boots to the corner, where Deplanque shoots but outside. 6 meters. Murray receives and dummies, then passes to Smith who in turn passes to Cameron 
who shoots low. Dupont turns away for a corner, which is taken without success. 

From 25 m. Canel makes a nice shot, McNabb blocks and clears. Strike to Australia. A superb centre from Giltrap, who came down the wing, comes to P.Panéonin who places it for a corner, even though Dupont 
was ready to block. The shot is again saved for a corner by Panéonin. 

A raid by A.Canel, is stopped by Evans, Canel retries but again Evans blocks and clears. Then follows a beautiful phase of play and on the 18 m. line Ch.Canel passes to Payan who unfortunately shoots too high. 
Strike to Australia. Strike again to Australia , and again for a third. A powerful centre from Kelly on the right wing ends with a 6 m. 25 minutes have elapsed. 

A raid from Canel and Deplanque ends when Hayden clears into touch. After this raid Deplanque centres well to Canel who shoots but not strong enough. The ball flies to the other end, Kelly shoots in but the tricolor 
defence puts out for a corner. This corner is threatening to Caledonia but is cleared by Canel, Deplanque receives but shoots out. 6 m. to Australia. At the 29th minute Gorring passes high to Smith, Panéonin jumps 
but it misses his head, Smith receives, advances and returns it to the left where Gorring runs 20 m. towards the goal, Dupont hesitates to move forward and instead falls back, but it's too late because Gorring shoots 
flush with the ground and scores the goal with Caledonia off balance. Australia 1 - 0 Caledonia. 

The game restarts and from the kick-off there is an attack by Australia towards the Caledonian goal and it goes for a corner. From the centre by Cameron, Pentecost turns it away for another corner that is taken by 
Kelly. Free kick to Caledonia. Shot by Caledonia at 18 m. from the goal. The ball is cleared and Gorring passes to Giltrap but he puts it behind - 2 new strikes to Australia, Cameron shoots at the Caledonian goal 
but outside. A beautiful Caledonian raid where Evans, under the threat from Canel, heads backward to McNabb who clears. 

Strike to Australia. Cameron shoots but Beyney blocks and clears. Murray has a shot on goal , Kelly pops up but Dupont blocks, evades and clears. Strike to Caledonia. Pentecost begins an attack with team mate 
Canel but at 18m. Evans blocks the goal. Six meters. Strike to Australia. Strike to Caledonia . Evans intervenes again at the right moment. 2 strikes to Australia. A nice centre from Osborne finds the head of 
Cameron but the ball goes out for a 6 m. Raid from Deplanque who shoots for goal from 15 m. but too high. 40 minutes have elapsed. Strike to Caledonia. The clearance from Evans, is blocked by Van Ba in the 
middle, Kelly intervenes but falls and the ball goes out for a 6 m. Raid from Deplanque who shoots for goal from 15 m. but too high. 40 minutes have elapsed. Strike to Caledonia. The clearance from Evans, is 
blocked by Van Ba in the middle, Kelly intervenes but falls and hurts his shoulder. When the stoppage of play was resumed the ball went to Dupont who, when threatened by Giltrap punches clear, the ball goes down 
to Hayden who in turn clears. Kelly in turn makes a good raid but is stopped by Panéonin. Free kick to Caledonia for offside by Giltrap. Strike by Australia. A raid on the left wing by Payan is stopped by Evans, 
putting out and then another raid on the left side by Caledonia which is stopped by the whistle for halftime. 

During halftime oranges are distributed while team managers give advice to their "protégés". 

From the kick off the Caledonian goal is threatened but Kollen clears. Strike to Caledonia . Free kick by Beyney for hands by Hayden, McNabb blocks; After a scramble in front of the Australian goal the ball goes 

for a corner; Beyney boots, but outside. Stike to Caledonia. Van Ba moves the ball to the centre initiating a raid which results in a 6m. Cameron makes a raid and gives a nice shot along the ground which is stopped 
by Dupont under threat by Smith. 
A raid towards the Australian goal is stopped by McNabb who returns the attack to the Caledonian goal but Giltrap is again whistled offside There have been 5 minutes of play. 6 m to Caledonia . Dupont receives 
the ball and threatened by Smith throws the ball clear. The Caledonian goal is threatened but the Caledonians go back down the field but Payanqui on the wing puts out - There is again another raid but on the right 
wing where Canel gets the ball to 2 m. from the opposing goal but shoots out. A dangerous raid by Giltrap is stopped by Van Ba who passes to P.Panéonin to clear. Strike to Australia. Smith is whistled for a foul 
on Panéonin. Free kick. 
The ball comes back to Panéonin who saves again. Payan runs down the wing, moves in and shoots, McNabb blocks and falls; Payan following up, shoots again but the ball is put away for a corner, which is taken 
without result by Beyney. There have been ten minutes of play, 6 m. Strike to Australia. 6 m. to Caledonia. A high shot is stopped by the head of O'Connor, Canel takes hold of the ball and shifts the play, but 
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McNabb well out of his goal clears with his foot. 6 m. Strike by Australia is cleared by Van Ba. Kelly takes a turn to threaten the Caledonian goal but Panéonin intervenes. Strike to Australia. 6 metres - Beyney is 
fouled and a free kick is awarded 25 m. from goal, the Australian players stand leaving an opening so that McNabb can intervene. Beyney shoots powerfully, the ball just touches the top of the bar, cutting the net 
twine and goes out. 
There is great excitement in the crowd. Small stoppage of play to arrange the net. There have been 16 minutes of play. 

After blocking Kollen, the ball is handled by Murray, and a free kick is awarded to Caledonia about 40 m. from the goal. The ball goes towards the goal, where there is a scramble, the chance arises to score and 
Canel emerges at full speed and shoots just as Hayden was about to block it with his knees. Hayden falls to the ground while the ball goes to the right of Canel into the net while McNabb is on the other side of his 
goal can not intervene. New Caledonia 1 Australia 1. There have been 17 minutes of the second half. The applause errupts from all sides. 

Upon resumption Dupont is in turn threatened by a raid from Cameron where at 8 m. from the goal, Dupont dives at his legs and he takes the ball. 

Free kick to Evans. Payan and Ch.Canel make a raid along the wing but Payan slips and Evans clears; Payan gets it back again and shoots at goal, McNabb gives a corner. 

The corner is well kicked but blocked by McNabb but not held and Pentecost shoots but far too high. Free kick to Australia for offside against Caledonia . Raid by Cameron who tries to pass to Kelly, Ponéonin 
attempts a head but it is without direction and Kelly receives the centre but is blocked by Dupont who clears. 21 minutes of play. 

Payan moves down again but McNabb safely blocks. Strike to Caledonia. It is the Australian turn to attack and Dupont is obliged to punch away before the tireless Smith who was following up. Strike to Caledonia 
but a hand by Pentecost gives a free kick to Australia, which is taken by O'Connor, Kollen intervenes and J.Panéonin clears. 25 minutes of play. 

Strike to Caledonia. Cameron attacks. 6 m. A raid from Deplanque and Canel, and with many about McNabb has to punch clear. Strike to Australia. Kelly attacks but Panéonin kicks away. A nice try by J.Panéonin, 
but the Australian goalkeeper clears only to be put back to work for a charge from Canel which requires him to concede a corner. The ball is returned a 3rd time but McNabb blocks and clears away. Strike to 
Caledonia . 30 minutes of play. 
Evans clears into touch. The Australians benefit from a strike and then the Caledonians in turn have 2. A beautiful classic movement with Smith passing to Giltrap who returns to Gorring but his shot is off. 6 m. to 
Caledonia. Attempt from Kelly from the wing but outside. Kelly tries again from the right 10 m. from the goal but Dupont intervenes twice; Kelly retries but outside. 6 m. to Caledonia; the ball is moved down and shot 
from Deplanque. 6 m. to Australia. 
A nice centre in the air from Giltrap is blocked by Dupont. Kelly in turn tries from his wing, Dupont receives and, although threatened by 4 players emerges with the ball in hand. 35 minutes of play. 

Beautiful shot from Smith but Dupont dives to stop and Kollen arrives in time to put behind for a corner. Then Gorring puts in a shot with a plunging trajectory which finds Murray placed diagonally and he heads in an 
unstoppable deflection out of reach of Dupont, into the Caledonian goal - Caledonia 1 Australia 2. 

There have been exactly 36 minutes of the half, so it is in the 81st minute that Australia get the advantage. 

A throw-in goes on to McNabb who clears. Centre from Ch.Canel goes out. Pentecost under threat passes back to Panéonin who clears, Smith happens to be in front, and the ball hits Smith in the back and goes out. 
Strike to Australia. 6 m. to Caledonia. Strike to Australia . Strike to Caledonia. Clearance from McNabb. Strike to Australia. McNabb is threatened by a raid from Payan and he clears just in time. 

McNabb again stands out with 3 other clearances at one-minute intervals. 

Corner kick by Payan, the ball returns to play and is received by Beyney but Australia puts it out of bounds. Kollen gives to Payan who shoots but McNabb saves falling, the ball hits Payan on the legs. 6 m. to 
Australia. Then there is a second strike to Australia. There are only 2 minutes to play. 

Osborne clears. Free kick to Australia for offside. From a centre from Giltrap, Smith shoots too high. 6 m to Caledonia . Strike to Caledonia. 1 more minute. 

Attack from Australia by Smith, Gorring and Giltrap. Smith passes to Gorring who shoots right at Dupont. On center Giltrap, Smith makes a feint and lets the ball drop to Cameron who shoots from only 2 m. from 
goal, but Dupont blocks, Cameron tries again to attack, but it is 6 m to the Caledonians. 

The end is whistled and an enthusiastic crowd invaded the pitch and McNabb is carried off in triumph on the shoulders of the Kanak. 

[Note:- Kanak (or Canaque) are the indigenous Melanesians.]

We saw several members of the team, including Mr.Thompson, and all were unanimous in declaring that the Prédour was an unforgettable experience. 

Felicitations were given to Mr.Bon, the Organizing Committee delegate, and also Mr.Casex and all Caledonians who contributed to the success of this interesting picnic. 

Mr.Constans has assured "Revitalization", and all players have told us they were really spoiled and they had more than they wanted.

The Caledonian team will have the same training as last Tuesday.

Australia won the second test against New Caledonia at Noumea by four goals to two, after another hard fought game and before another record crowd. Many people had travelled long distances to see the match. 
McNabb was unable to play, owing to illness, and Bower (South Australia) replaced him in goal. Crowhurst and Smith played, but were not too sound. At half -time the scores were 2 all. In the second half Australia, 
by clever play, took charge of the game and gave the New Caledonian defence a torrid time. 

The crowd gave the Australian team a great cheer. O'Connor, Murray, and Osborne made a good half-back line, and all the forwards played well. The New Caledonian players fought out the game right to the end, 
but were beaten by a more experienced team. The population is looking forward to the next and last test.

Le match de Dimanche 

Le match du 15 Aoit, oti la fougue bien calédonienne et bien frangaise de nos joueurs avait mis en échec la souplesse et la méthode australienne pouvait faire espérer, pour la rencontre de dimanche, une lutte plus 
dure encore, peut-étre mieux équilibrée, en tous cas plus belle.

lla été dit que, mardi dernier, la fatigue des Australiens obligés a jouer un jeu trop rapide avait permis a nos joueurs de soutenir leur partie. Rien n'est plus faux. Le jeu sir et vif que les Calédoniens imposérent a 
leurs adversaires les géna beaucoup plus dans leurs évolutions qu'il ne les fatigua physiquement. La partie de dimanche le démontre bien tout en prouvant autre chose; combien la technique australienne est souple 
et s'adapte a des conditions diverses tandis que la notre, invariable et aveugle, est sans ressource devant un jeu qui la démonte. 

Car le jeu australien s'est adapté. Nos invités nous prouvérent qu'ils peuvent soutenir une partie dure et mener a fond des pointes de vitesse, tout en conservant leur méthode de jeu.

Cependant, aprés plusieurs tentatives des nétres, ou Déplanque se montre trop tardif dans ses exécutions, Payan réussit un centre....llya 
mélée, le Goal géné se précipite, ne peut intercepter et J.Panéonin qui regoit envoie la balle dans les filets. But difficultueux, sans grande beauté. Les Australiens redescendent, servant I'aile droite. Une série de 
passes extraordinairement aisées aboutit a l'inter-gauche, esquive son homme: un shoot, et c'est le deuxiéme point.

Pendant ce temps, que pouvaient faire nos avants? Trop isolées pour bien menacer, leurs tentatives étaient aussi trop précipitées pour étre fructueuses. Ils n'eurent que trop peu l'occasion de marquer. Charles Canel, 
une premiére fois, manque de peu, de la téte, un corner bien dirigé de Payan. Une seconde fois, il reprend mal le méme corner trés bien servi par Déplanque. 

Et c'est avec l'impression pénible de I'infériorité grossiére de notre équipe que spectateurs suivirent les derniéres phases de jeu, ou une défense exaspérée cherchait a mettre le désordre dans une ligne d'attaque trop 
bien coordonnée. 

Que nous étions loin du magnifique résultat de mardi, ou pour son premier match, l'ardeur de notre équipe avait pu, un bon moment, diriger le jeu et menacer l'avantage adverse! Aujourd'hui, le score de 4 a 2 ne 
répondait méme pas 4a l'allure générale du match; la victoire morale des Australiens est infiniment plus belle.

The match on Sunday 

After the match on August 15, where the enthusiastic Caledonian players with good French passion, had been defeated by the smoothness and method of the Australians, it was hoped that Sunday's game would be 
another hard struggle, perhaps more even but still a good contest. The weather was beautifully clear, the ground drier, and our players with greater confidence having already faced their opponents and learning a 
lesson from the first game, we were promised a good show. 

But there was no confidence, no improvement in technique, and even the best ground conditions seemed not to promote the speed that our team relies on heavily. It remains to see whether the arrival of Australians 
will have its impact on the evolution of Caledonian football. 

In truth, the attack of our "eleven" was not felt; we could not recognize our good players, especially our players from last Tuesday. Not that the game was soft; but we felt some of our team were careless and with a 
hint of indifference, our defence in particular acted too late. The weather was too good really, and worth nothing to the Caledonian players. The sky was missing Sunday's electricity. 

And the game overall? And individual accuracy? A.Canel was never more unfortunate with his shots, and his distribution. Payan beautifully finished off a raid on the goal, that he started. He struck a centering 

volley. The ball removed the legs of A.Canel who, unmarked, was preparing to shoot in the nets .... 

Before this, it is curious to draw a parallel on the moral and physical character of Australians. For them, it was the same sustained and correct play, methodical and easy. At the beginning of one of their raids, it 
seemed that there was a vacuum between our players and we saw the ball run from one green jersey to another with the menacing precision of a well adjusted machine. And what about their right winger, whose 
extreme speed did not bother the smooth control of his movements and with each run ending with a centre? 

It has been said that last Tuesday, the fatigued Australians were forced to play too fast a game which allowed our players to play their part. Nothing is further from the truth. The safe and lively game of the Caledonians 
required their opponents to rethink their plan as they physically tired. Sunday's game proved something else; how the Australian technique is flexible while ours is invariable and blind, and is helpless when a game 
breaks down. 
Because the Australian game is adaptable . Our guests have proved that they can, whilst maintaining their method of play, withstand a difficult period and carry out with bursts of speed. 

The first part of the game had little resemblence of Tuesday; easy raids by the Australians on our goal, with powerful clearances to the other end hoping for a fortunate pass to our forwards. 

No achievement from both sides: a busy defence is hopelessly untidy and dull. But suddenly, after half an hour of struggle, Dupont looks to pass, from the right wing the inside right receives a pass, and Panéonin, 
from directly in front, shoots.... This is the first goal .... 
From then on it was expected to be harder. It was, but without coming up with anything. However, after several attempts of ours, where Deplanque shows himself too slow with his performances, Payan successfully 
centres .... There is a melee, the crowded Goal is rushed, J.Panéonin receives but sends the ball into the netting. All the difficult work was done without success. The Australians attack, along the right wing. A series 
of extraordinarily fluent passes ends with the inside left, who dodges his man and shoots, and this is the second goal. 

The raids were most likely to be effective when Payan was in possession; our team somehow maintains the balance of the game. And just before the end, a raid from the same left wing is centred into the goal. But it 
is blocked poorly, Canel steals the ball and he sends a safe shot into the net. 

Would the second half would bring, as in the previous match, a change in the appearence of the game? 

This time the break was far from being to the advantage of New Caledonia. The ball was constantly moved towards our goal, it made its way in small steps and our backs, with the reinforcement of the half-backs, 
retreated; it does not go beyond the back line too often, but it is kept there, forcing our players to work incessantly and was eventually to irritate them. Then there was a rapid raid which brought the ball in front of the 
net which stunned Dupont, who was positioned on the other side of the goal, and a well placed shot at ground level brought the fourth Australian goal, despite a dive from Dupont. 

Meanwhile, what could our forwards do? They were too isolated for their attempts to be threatening and were also too rushed to be successful. They had too few opportunities to score. Charles Canel, one time, just 
missed with a header from a well-directed corner from Payan. Another time, he missed again from a well taken corner by Deplanque. 

The spectators were left with the painful impression of gross inferiority of our team in the latter stages of the game, where an exasperated defence sought to disrupt a well coordinated line of attack. 

We were close to a beautiful result on Tuesday, where in their first match, the enthusiasm of our team had allowed them to have a good time, manage the game and threaten the opponent's goal! Today, the score of 
4 to 2 does not even hint at the general appearance of the game; the moral victory of the Australians was infinitely more impressive. 

More beautiful, more decisive. Perfect discipline of their overall game is coupled with an obvious individual superiority. More agile, often in the feint, but they were sometimes less successful with long movements, 
clearing, fitness and shooting. Always admirably placed to play with the head, supporting with admirable coordination, and not committing any fault in defensive technique, their only weakness is perhaps their slow 
build-up - not their running - with the inherent short passes. 
Our team could not hope to win by playing a very hard and very long game, with defence being the greatest activity and, of course, the safest attacks came from the wing. Inspiration is not drawn from the overall game 
of the Australians, but rather their individual method. 

They might have hoped to equalize. But it was no more than a notion that they were currently better in anything over their opponents.

Au vélodrome dimanche 
l'equipe Australienne recontrera pour la derniere fois notre equipe nationale 
Les brillantes démonstrations techniques que viennent de nous faire les Australiens ont paru impressionner fortement le public Calédonien et le rendre sceptique sur le résultat du match de Dimanche. A priori il faut 
admettre qu'a la derniére rencontre nous avons été nettement surclassés et qu'il est difficile de penser qu'il n'en sera pas ainsi la prochaine fois.

The Australian team will meet our national team this day for the last time 

Brilliant technical demonstrations from the Australians appear to have strongly impressed Caledonians and make the public skeptical about the outcome of the match on Sunday. At first it must be admitted that 
at the last meeting we were significantly outclassed and it is difficult to believe that it will not happen next time. 

However, if we consider the various aspects of the first "test" match, from the point of view of the result of the game, it was not so great a difference that we should despair. This is providing our players show grit and 
energy and do not let themselves be led as they were last time. 

What they need most is to mark their opponents and mark them intelligently. They should practice blocking the man as well as the ball if they want to break up the movements. Player against player in such a way 
that the others do not have free reign to impose on the game their technique which is formidable as well as realistic. 

Then our front line will retain its attacking role and thus force the Australian backs to retreat. We must at any price stop Murray, Kelly and O'Connor making it easy for their forwards as they did in the last match. 
This way we will avoid too much fatigue for our backs and we will also prepare for the principal thing, the commitment to scoring goals. 

It is our opinion, these two tactical errors made us suffer a heavy defeat on Sunday and if we fix nothing we have already lost. 

The Australians feel that our team did not provide its best efforts and they expect that their last meeting will be very competative. 

When asked what they think of the upcoming result they answer evasively and it seems they are not confident. But they hide their game, only the game on Sunday will give the answer. 

In the meantime we strongly hope that our players will excel and for New Caledonia to retain its reputation for having a very good football association team.

Australia won the third test against New Caledonia at Noumea by 7 goals to 3, after leading by 4 goals to 1 at half-time. Australia was represented by a strong team. McNabb taking his usual place at the goal. 

The first half was productive of good fast football, the ball travelling from end to end. The Australians’ positional play was superior to the New Caledonian. Smith, Crowhurst, Cameron, and O'Connor excelled. 

The second half was played in a continual downpour of rain; a real tropical thunderstorm. The ground was flooded, and play suffered in consequence. For Australia Smith scored four goals, Gorring two, and Crowhurst 
one. 

The team will leave on September 12 by the St. Vincent de Paul.

Le match de dimanche.

The match, though ending with a score of 7 goals to 3 in favour of the Australians, was at no time a canter for them. If the latter acquired victory, it was more thanks to a better finish and technique and not a superior 
game. 

The Caledonians played a great energetic match, especially in the second half. The new formation with Porcheron showed the courage of our players. 

We acknowledge that the Australians gave us a lesson in pure technique with their well studied movements, their accurate passes and shots; Smith who so far has not had much luck as a scorer but showed us the 
classic game of the centre forward with a waiting game ready to convert attempts. 

McNabb, despite his recent illness, was again at work and brilliantly provided a great performance, stopping most Caledonian attacks. Dupont also played a beautiful part for the Caledonians and did not deserve such 
a severe score. 

The Australians played with Kelly on the left wing replacing Giltrap, while the backs remained the same as previous match. 

Towards the end of the second half the Caledonians made a change in their team, A.Canel moving to fullback while P.Panéonin and G.Beyney went forward, Canel showed us he had not lost his defensive qualities 
while G.Beyney made sparks as before, scoring the last two goals, Ch.Canel scored in the first half, heading in a centre from the wing. 

For the Australian team four goals were scored by Smith, two by Cameron and one by Crowhurst.

Les Champions Caledoniens de foot-ball affronteront dimanche la redoutable equipe d'Australie 
La question de savoir ce qui vaut mieux entre une équipe champion et la sélection d'un pays a toujours fait couler beaucoup d’encre dans tous les pays. Des expérieces ont été tentées dans divers pays et nous avons 
méme vu en 1927 en France se disputer le match France contre le Champion de France (a cette époque Marseille) et gagné facilement par l'equipe nationale, pourtant amputée de 2 ou 3 de ses meilleurs éléments 
figurant dans l'equipe adverse.

A loose translation is:- 
The Caledonian football champions face the formidable Australian team on Sunday. 

The question of which is better between a champion team and the selection for a country has always been the subject to a lot of ink in all countries. Experiments have been tried in various countries and we even saw 
in 1927 in France, a match between France and the Champions of France (Marseille at the time) which was easily won by the national team, even though 2 or 3 of its best players were in the opposing team. 

An international experience was even attempted in 1930 with the European Cup played in Switzerland between teams from different European countries, this tournament showed better team play but the quality 
seemed much lower than with selected brilliant individual teams. 

(Note:- the 1927 - 1930 Central European International Cup was held on a home and away basis. The winner was Italy, with Austria runners-up, and 3rd. Czechoslovakia) 

Does it follow from this that the Australians will easily win Sunday's game? Not at all, because what applies to large countries with a very large contingent of players is different for New Caledonia! Why is this? 

It is because the national team of Caledonia has seven out of eleven players from the champion club: the Impassable, that is to say, two-thirds of the team. It is, therefore, a reduction of only four elements that meet 
the Australian national team. 

Will they feel the difference or will they make an allowance? One might think that there will be an allowance because the loss of four brilliant team members is a significant factor shown by the consistency of results 

of the last six seasons by the Impassible where almost all the players have played together constantly. 

What will be the formation of the Impassible on Sunday? The weakest point seems to be Guépy, who although still a good goalkeeper is actually inferior to Dupont and Levy, the slight handicap will nevertheless be 
compensated by the excellent defence of P.Panéonin, A.Canel, a combination that we unfortunately did not see for long, but operated successfully towards the end of the last match. Many players still see this 
combination as the combination for the national team: Canel, the rear steering wheel, an old expression that depicts this man well and P.Panéonin, a solid defender that always intervenes at the "last moment". 

The halves line will be: Verger, Charles Canel, Beyney. We are already aquainted with Beyney as half for the national team, and it is needless to emphasize his qualities as a good player. We again see Charles Canel 
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in the position of centre half which always draws attention, more than any other place, and must link technique with an intelligent game. As for Verger, a great back with a powerful kick, he must, thanks to his new 
position play the part expected of him. 

In the front line, we find the old combination that has made Impassible so formidable, ie: Deplanque and J.Panéonin on the right, Gouzénes and Payan on the left with Morelli in the center of all players already 
selected several times in our national team. 

Deplanque has nursed his preparation by playing for his club, and may, from the game he plays, provide a reason to appeal his removal from the national team; J.Panéonin, if merely for his role as an attacker, will 
provide valuable feed to his wing and centre; Morelli, we all know as a player that follows the ball constantly and as a leader, will be one of the main strengths of the Impassible, and finally the left wing of Gouzéne and 
Payan, which we consider together as we always see them side by side, are making their first appearance (since this is the first time we see them together - this season), and will surely remind us of the beautiful 
combination of previous years. 

Let us be optimistic for Sunday, because after all, following the recent exhibition of the tricolour, we are entitled to expect a lot from the current Impassible formation.

The Impassible team's goalkeeper and backs also defended strongly, the goalkeeper defending successfully 
against shoots by Smith, Cameron and Gorring. At half-time the score was 2-1 In favour of Australia. 

The first 15 minutes of the second half produced great play. Cameron, Crowhurst and Smith played splendidly in the forward line. Smith was in scoring mood again, and scored some fine goals with his head. 

The crowd cheered the clever play Smith (4), Cameron and Crowhurst scored. The final scores were - Australia 6 Impassible 1. 

The total takings to date for the five matches exceed £1000 and it has been a very successful tour. The public greatly appreciated the clever tactics of the Australians and the hard and rapid attacks and defence of 

the New Caledonians. Next Saturday a benefit match will be played.

Arrét momentané, O'Connor a di se déboiter le coude en tombant et celui-ci a di se remettre en place en bougeant, il souffre beaucoup, 
mais reprend néanmoins courageusement son poste. A partir de ce moment, géné par son bras, il ne peut courir si bien et en 2e mi temps ne doit qu'a son courage de terminer la partie. 

La mi temps approche. A la 41e minute Murray du centre fait un joli service long 4 Crowhurst qui se trouve en plein sur l'aile droite; Crowhurst recentre aussit6t devant les buts ou Smith qui a suivi marque un trés joli 
but de la téte, Australie 2 Impassible 1. 

Aprés la reprise c'est au tour de McNabb d'étre bien menacé dans ses buts, bagarre devant ceux-ci mais McNabb intervient, se faisant méme blesser légérement a la figure d'un coup de J.Panéonin, et il dégage 
comme le coup de sifflet de la mi-temps retentit. 

A la remise en jeu malgré l'avantage du soleil derriére eux, les Calédoniens sont constamment appelés a jouer la défensive; cet advantage territorial des Australiens se concretise d'ailleurs a la 12e minute par une 
descente de Cameron, qui bloqué par P.Panéonin, réussit a passer en avant a Crowhurst qui se trouve a la ligne de cété de la surface de réparation, ce dernier centre a Smith qui d'une belle téte met le ballon dans 
les buts de Guépy et en dehors de portée de celui-ci.

Un changement a été opéré dans I'équipe vert et rouge, Payan a passé maintenant inter, et Gouzéne a l'aile. P,Panéonin est venu a l'avant comme inter droit tandis que G.Beyney depuis le début de la mi-temps joue 
centre et que Verger passe arriére.

Yesterday the great attraction of the Australian footballers has once again been proven with their game against the Impassible, although it was their fifth game, and spectators were still numerous; the takings, 
apparently, exceeded 8,000 francs although the ticket prices have been lowered a significant amount. 

After the curtain raiser in which Impassible B defeated Olympique B by 6-1, all the teams that won trophies during the season were presented on the ground to be given their trophies. The four teams of Impassible 
and Indécise D were present, while the Australians stood in front of them attending the distribution of awards. 

The honours list was as follows: Impassible A, trophy for the Caledonian 1933 championship: Impassible B, 3 trophies; championship second category, the Municipality cup and the Federation cup: 

Impassible C, 2 trophies; championship third category, and tournament third category: Impassible D, 1 trophy; tournament fourth category. In total, seven out of eight trophies were awarded to the club in September. 
Finally, Indécise D 1 trophy; championship fourth category. 

The Australians then move forward and face the stands giving a vibrant "oops-ray" to Impassible at which time Déplanque, captain of Impassible, presents the Australian captain, Smith, a superb green and pink 
pennant embroidered with the arms of Impassible, he then shook hands with each of the players on behalf of his team. 

A few minutes after this the kick-off was whistled by Charbonnel. Impassible plays with the sun in their eyes, on the Route de I'Anse Vata side, Morelli is suffering from furunculosis and was replaced at centre forward 
by the young Beyney. From the kick off the ball, having passed by two players, goes straight to McNabb who clears. The game fluctuates and after just two minutes of play O'Connor's pass to right winger Crowhurst 
is impeccably centred to a well positioned Smith who scores the first goal. Australia 1, Impassible 0. 

Upon resumption, there is a dangerous raid from the Caledonians, that resulted with a shot to the side by Payan. 

The ball goes from one end to the other, with each team attacking in turn, in a Caledonian attack Payan receives the ball in the penalty area but due to his momentum can not control it so with a flap of the hand he 
stops it going forward and shoots, scoring a superb goal to the dismay of the Australians who were awaiting a free kick for the offense. But the referee did not see it, as the sun was right in his eyes and he points to 
the centre for a kick off. The crowd saw the mistake but the referee had given the goal and there was nothing they could do. Australia 1, Impassible 1 

A well taken corner dangerously threatens Guépy goal but he managed to escape. There have been 17 minutes of play. 

At the 23rd minute O'Connor slips and falls on his elbow dislocating it. After a brief pause, O'Connor had the elbow disconnected and then replaced, he suffers a lot, but nevertheless bravely takes his post. From that 
moment on, bothered by his arm, he can not run very well and in the second half he showed his courage to finish the game. 

Half-time approaches. In the 41st minute Murray makes a pretty long pass to Crowhurst who is unmarked on the right wing; Crowhurst immediately released to the front of the goal where Smith scored a very nice 
headed goal, Australia 2 Impassible 1. 

After the resumption it was the turn of McNabb to have his property threatened with a scuffle in the goal but McNabb intervenes, getting slightly hurt in the face from a shot from J.Panéonin, and it is cleared as the 
whistle sounds half-time. 

In spite of having the advantage of the sun behind them, the Caledonians are constantly called upon to play the defensive role and this territorial advantage of the Australians materializes in the 12th minute with a raid 
from Cameron, who was blocked by P.Panéonin, but managed to pass to Crowhurst who was on the line side of the penalty area, the latter centres to Smith who puts the ball in with a beautiful header out of the 
reach of Guépy. Australia 3 Impassible 1. 

Barely a minute after, in a melee in front of the Caledonians goal, where several Australians in the confusion miss the ball, it passes between them to Crowhurst who arises like a whirlwind and from 8m shoots, 
scoring the fourth goal. Australia 4 Impassible 1. 
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The attacks now benefit the Australians who have calmly mastered the impetuosity of the Caledonians and get the ball more often. Fifteen minutes after the 4th goal (in the 27th minute, to be exact) after an Australian 
raid, there is a new muddle in front of the Caledonian goal, Cameron shoots at goal, the ball hits the crossbar and bounces inside the net. Australia 5, Impassible 1. 

The game now appears to be slowing, P.Panéonin is suffering and rarely participates in the play; O'Connor on the other hand is still trying to play, but his face is contorted from pain in his arm and only plays a 

minor role. 

In the 32nd minute of the game we saw the arrival of the 6th Australian goal with a beautiful phase of play, from the right wing the ball is centred to Smith who scores the goal once again with the head. 

Australia 6 Impassible 1. 

A change was made in the green and red team, Payan has now moved inside and Gouzéne onto the wing. P.Panéonin came to the front, while G.Beyney was playing at centre forward since the beginning of halftime 
and Verger going to the back. The only advantage gained from this new formation is a superb cannonball shot from P.Panéonin at the Australian goal, but McNabb emerges, picks the flight of the ball and clears, which 
is well applauded. 

In the opinion of many Australians, the Impassible, despite the heavy score, had greatly impressed in the first half, from the point of view of team play, and they liked to acknowledge the quality despite the absence 

of other members of the national team. 

In the Impassible team Guépy was in a good form, despite the criticisms that had been made about him and he intervened aptly in certain menacing situations.

About a thousand spectators had found their way to the Velodrome on Saturday, the crowd was limited compared to previous meetings because the game was played on a Saturday and because a large part of the 
usual spectators were missing: military manoeuvers, children at school, workers in the workshop and Javanese work. Takings were low, about 3,500 francs. 

The curtain raiser match has one side made up of L.Imbault, S.Faivre, E. and A.Rabot, G.Ollivaud, Dr.Vaquette, Ch.Berge, A.Savoie, R.Parazols, F.Legras and G.Leroux plus Kaddour, making an average of 36 years 
playing in the blue and white colours of I'Indépendante, against a much younger team which was made up of Lebrun, Lafleur, Gelly, Carriquiryborde, Dézarnaulds, Goeytes, Germain, E.Castex, Small, Ambard and X. ....... 
After an exhibition full of entertainment and goodwill the Indépendants won by 3 goals to 1. 

The main event began with fine rain which escalated after a few minutes into a real deluge and an opaque curtain extended from the stands to the pitch, the players engulfed in strong rain squalls. 

The referee, M.Parazols, wisely stopped the match until the end of the shower, it unfortunately turned the ground into a real lake. 

To provide an overview of the game played under these conditions is too difficult because of the inability to control the ball. The Caledonians threatened the Australian goal early in the 1st half only to see their territory 
invaded soon after. In this half, attacks are mainly in the centre and on the right but Dupont is forced to anticipate on all sides to restrict the score which at the break is 2-0 to the Australians (Cameron 1, Smith 1). 

The 2nd half saw the Australians clearly dominate but a beautiful game from Dupont saves us from a heavier defeat. Three goals are scored - the first by Cameron after a combination between him and 
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Crowhurst where, despite a nice dive, the ball is received and sent to the back of the net - The fourth goal follows after five minutes, scored by Smith from a nice centre taken from the edge of the penalty area by Kelly. 
The fifth goal is also scored by Smith from a Crowhurst centre, Canel and Dupont thinking that Smith would be penalised, let him go, 5-0. 

A penalty is awarded to the Caledonians for a hand by Murray, the shot by A.Canel is stopped superbly by a diving McNabb. A penalty had been awarded to the Australians shortly before but Dupont did not have to 
intervene because Evans booted just to the side of the post. 

Shortly before the end there a challenge from Crowhurst (holding an opponent) and he is sidelined by the referee but the crowd expresses its sympathy to Crowhurst with applause as he passes to go to the cloakroom. 
The end is whistled soon after with the result 5-0.

Slowly, the ship departs whilst streamers are launched in Australian colours. On the dock, there are waving handkerchiefs and the footballers give a last farewell. Some of them, leaning on the railing, seem thoughtful. 
s it sorrow to leave a country where they were greeted by demonstrations so cordial? Or is it grief to have a budding romance broken by the destiny of today? .... Of the two probable feelings in their thoughts, it is our 
opinion we know having seen the crowd, slowly leaving, secretly wiping tear filled beautiful eyes with handkerchiefs ....

Introducing G. Pettersen as centre-half for the Rest, vice Roderick, brillant attacking movements were carried out by both forward lines before the skilful methods of Workman gave his team the ascendancy to 
emerge with a 2-goal to 1 lead at half-time. 

The pressure of Bryant, McCroarey, and Gibb, rounded off by the cohesion of Australia's forward line, proved too much for the opposition defence during the second session, and their three goals came as the 
result of beautifully executed sorties. As the spearhead of the Rests' attack Duce proved his worth, and appears to be a centre-forward of much promise. Only the excellence of Cicutto's keeping denied Duce 
and his co-forwards additional goals. Australia's left wing, Donaldson, and Gorring, dove-tailing harmoniously with George Smith, was responsible for bursts of intricate and clever triangular passing. Wilkinson, 
on the opposite wing, again demonstrated a perfect understanding with Smith, who netted his two goals within a minute of each other. 

Campbell opened the scoring with an early goal by accepting a nicely-placed centre from Donaldson. The soundness of Johnson and Ruskin in Australia's full-back line checkmated a number of hot assaults 
before Duce slipped the ball cleverly to Workman for the equalising goal. Mullen penetrated with a great effort and flung the ball infield for Duce to shoot. Ruskin intercepted but lost the ball to Workman, who 
netted from close range McCroarey sent a long pass down the centre for Smith to net after a determined solo effort, and to repeat the success almost immediately with the co-operation of Gorring and 
Donaldson. Gorring closed the scoring with a terrific drive when he took an easy pass from Smith, who had drawn the opposing defence out of position.

New South Wales beat Australia, under Association Rules at the Arlington ground, Dulwich Hill, on Saturday, by 10 goals to 2. The result demonstrated the superiority of the standard of play in New South Wales. 


The New South Wales team played throughout the 90 minutes and the Australian team was reconstructed at half-time, six new players being substituted. The changes were for the worse. New South Wales scored 
two goals In the first half but added eight in the second. 

George Smith led New South Wales and lan Davidson, Metters' great centre-half, the Australian team. New South Wales carried a raid right to their opponents' goal area with- in a minute of the kick-off. 

The Australian defence withstood the attack. The first goal was scored by G. Combe (South Australia), the inside left forward for Australia, from a cross by R. Roberts (S.A.), his outside man. The ball was bustled 
about in the goal mouth and Combe slipped it into the net through a narrow opening between a group of players and the goalpost. 

That reverse was needed to knit the New South Wales players into a team. They dominated the midfield play, the half-backs. R. Bryant, J. Harden, and J. Osborne, keeping a fine united line of forwards in possession 
of the ball. It was only heroic defence by W. Morgan, J. Evans, A. Mackey (Qld.) and Davidson that prevented the score from being more in keeping with cricket than football. Morgan throughout the game was superb; 
Evans and Mackey, who only played for the first half, broke wave after wave of attackers. Mackey supported Evans well considering they were strange to each other's play. Evans showed that he is still one of 
Australia's greatest backs.

The credit for resisting the attack fell to McNabb, who played in goal perhaps the greatest game of his brilliant career. Shots at all heights, speeds, and angles came alike to him. Time and again his tremendous 
punts enabled his forwards to turn an apparently inevitable score against Australia into a dangerous foray on The Rest's goal. 

The first score came to The Rest, Cameron heading the goal after exchanges near Australia's net. White scored the equalising goal. Hughes gave Australia the lead with a shot which capped a movement in which 
he had been the guiding star. Harris, misheading into his own not, increased the lead. In the second half, an Australian forward movement gave Forrest an open goal-mouth, and he, scored. The Rest's attack then 
began its crowded half-hour of glorious life. A centre from Donaldson gave Cameron his second goal. An Australian breakaway gave Coombe an opportunity for a hard shot, which left Conquest powerless, and, 
against the run of play added an extra goal to Australia's tally.

The Australian Soccer team generally proved itself on Saturday well up to the standard of the team which defeated New Zealand for the Ashes a few years ago, although it was defeated by a powerful metropolitan team 
which included several players whom many supporters of the code expected to be selected for the New Zealand tour. The impression given by the play was that the Australian team, which later in the day left for New 
Zealand, exercised restraint, preferring to avoid risk of injury on the eve of their departure. 
Metropolis won by six goals to four after leading 3-2 at half-time.The defence of the Australian team was better than that shown In the trial match at Arlington Park a few weeks ago. A.Mackey seemed more at ease 
alongside J.Evans, the. big New South Wales back, and the team showed flashes of brilliance when the players forgot their restraint. The Metropolis forwards, well served by their half-backs, went wholeheartedly out 

to score. J.McNabb, the Australian goalkeeper, was in excellent form, and among highlights of the game was his high leap to reach the ball and punch it over the heads of two opposing forwards in the mouth of his goal. 
On another occasion McNabb slipped and fell on the goal line trying to reach a fast low shot, but, he managed to punch the ball clear. 
The match brought into opposition two of the finest half-backs in the State, lan Davidson and J.Harden. Harden has displaced Davidson for this tour, but the play on Saturday showed that there is little between them. 
Davidson played more spectacularly; he was relieved of the anxiety which made him hold back to assist defence of his goal in the trial match a few weeks ago, and he was always well up with his forwards. 

He scored a fine goal towards the end of the game. Harden not so dashing, was always sound and reliable. Of the other half-backs, J. Osborne gave Roy Crowhurst trouble, and compelled him to exercise all his 
ingenuity to work up scoring positions. R. Bryant was equally brilliant for Australia. G.Chiswick has never played better in the position; he showed true big match temperament for Metropolis. 

A. Ward, the Metropolitan goalkeeper, like McNabb, was called upon to make a number of good saves. He is steadily forcing his way into the class of McNabb. Johnson, right back in the metropolitan team, did not 
seem to he greatly hampered by having his left wrist and hand In a plaster cast, and he was well supported by W. Collins. 

W. Price and J. Donaldson worked well together for Australia, Pierce's goal coming from a swift cross by Donaldson, which Price netted with equal speed. Donaldson's play was a great improvement on his showing 
in the trial match. He was suffering then from the effects of a long train journey. On Saturday. fresh and lively, his play was more in accordance with his reputation in Queensland. 

Another fine combination among the forwards was that of Alec Cameron, captain of the Australian team, and his right winger and club-mate, J.Wilkinson. Wilkinson is the lightest man in the Australian team, and is 
as swift as any of them. Cameron also disclosed a fine turn of speed, and the two, working at top speed, kept their opponents busy when they had possession of the ball.

five goals to two. The scorers were Smith (two), Cameron (two), and Donaldson. 
The Australians displayed splendid judgment, and showed a high standard of ball control, and combination. Auckland played gamely, but lacked organisation. Cameron, the Australian captain, expressed the opinion 
that the Auckland play was better than that of the New Zealanders who toured Australia in 1933.

In the second match of its tour the Australian Soccer team overwhelmed the Wellington representatives to-day before a crowd of about 8000. The conditions were ideal, the excellent state of the ground enabling the 
Australians to reveal subtleties of play and fine points which earned the crowd's admiration. 

The issue was never in doubt, Australia winning comfortably by nine goals to one. Six were gained in the first half, and that number could probably have been exceeeded in the second spell. Instead the visitors were 
content to pass the ball about and, when Wellington attacked, to show how solid their defence was. 

A feature of the game was the splendid team work and co-ordination of the Australians, who invariably drew the defence before parting with the ball. Both wings continually carved great slices in Wellington's defence 
before centring to the inside men. Cameron, the inside right, recognised as Australia's greatest international, gave a masterly display of ball control. The understanding between him and the half line was delightful. 
Evan's at right full-back, was coolness itself in face of the strongest Wellington attacks and his clearing kicks always found a team mate. What Wellington lacked in science it made up for in keenness. The half line 
worked hard, with Todd and Jeffery always on the ball. Miles and Haines, the full-backs, came through a strenuous afternoon with colours flying and Parton was applauded for several firstclass saves. 

The absence of J.Hatchard, inside left, through an ankle injury, undoubtedly weakened the home team. Leslie played a grand game at centre forward, but the others in the first spell appeared a little overawed by the 
occasion. Wellington did better in the second spell and, with a little more finish, might easily have scored two or three goals. 

The scorers for Australia were Price (3), Smith (2), Harden (2), Forrest and Wilkinson. Gendall scored for Wellington.

The visitors revealed better combined tactics, but theyhad to extend themselves to win by 5 goals to 2. Otago missed a penalty, also a free kick 5 yards from goal. The Otago team tired badly during the last 
quarter of an hour. 

With clever footwork and nice combination, the visitors opened the attack, forcing several corners before White opened the scoring for Australia. After smart work on the left wing, Skinner tested the visitors’ 
goalkeeper with several dangerous shots. Eventually, from a cross from Skinner, Duncan drove hard and equalised. 

The visitors rallied, Price finalising a brilliant solo effort with a second goal. Otago attacked strongly from a free kick five yards from goal and Sutherland sent in a pile drive shot which was turned over the bar by 
McNabb. Another golden opportunity was missed by Otago a moment later. The combination of the Australian team was superb, but Otago withstood a solid onslaught successfully until Smith penetrated to score. 
Just before half-time Otago failed with a penalty kick. The half-time score was, Australia 3, Otago 1. 

The second half was evenly contested, but lacked the brilliance and accuracy of the first spell. The visitors worked into position frequently, but their shots either lacked sting and direction or were safely dealt with 
by Holden, Otago's reliable goalkeeper. Several corners went astray, and then Rogers roused the spectators with a brilliant solo run, but the visitors' goalkeeper deflected his shot. The Australians swept back, and 
weak defence allowed White to find the net. 

A spirited response by Otago gave an opportunity to Skinner, who had been transferred to centre forward, and he beat McNabb with a powerful drive. Five minutes before time, weak defensive work by Otago gave 
Smith another opportunity and he scored the visitors' fifth goal. The final score was, Australia 5, Otago 2.

Australia secured an overwhelming victory, by seven goals to one, in the first Soccer Test match, played at Logan Park today. There was an attendance of 6000. 

The weather was fine, but the ground was a trifle heavy, which did not seem to touble the visitors to any extent. The first spell was fairly evenly contested, but in the second half when the New Zealand team was 
disorganised owing to injuries received by Hatchard and Leslie, the game was very one sided. 

The visitors, in spite of having the sun in their eyes, were early aggressive, a drive from the left wing being cleared by McRae. New Zealand swept back, and from a clever advance, Craggs narrowly missed with a 
powerful shot. Back swung the visitors forcing two fruitless corners. Play was moving smartly from end to end. A foul tackle by Evans gave New Zealand a penalty kick, from which Skinner scored. 

The visitors made a quick response, Price scoring from a corner kicked by Forrest. A few minutes later Cameron gave Australia the lead with a drive from close range. New Zealand lacked the clever combination 
and positional play of the visitors, but attacked with open movements. Faced by a superb opening, Farnan skied the ball over the bar, Another brilliant effort by Craggs found the goalkeeper safe. 

From under its own goal Australia then staged a superb attacking movement, the ball travelling from foot to foot the whole length of the field to Smith, who drove it into the net. Hatchard, who had retired to the pavilion 
with an injury to his leg. Returned to the field as his partner, Leslie, was carried off with a damaged ankle. Just before half-time New Zealand missed a free kick from two yards out. 

Leslie returned after the interval, but he limped throughout the remaining play. He played outside-left, with Skinner at centre. Delightful footwork was shown by the Australian players, and Smith found the net from a 
centre by Forrest. Except for spasmodic advances, with two shots by Skinner. New Zealand was overshadowed. Price, who played brilliantly throughout, added Australia's fifth goal from an easy chance, and Smith 
added two more goals as a result of keen anticipation. 

Even in the first half, when New Zealand had a fair number of scoring opportunities, the team was not impressive. The Australian backs, playing soundly, intercepted passes and frustrated likely advances. The New 
Zealand forwards and backs had a poor understanding, in contrast to that of Australia. The visiting side revealed an excellent understanding and great speed. Smith, the centre-forward, was frequently penalised for 
off-side play. Craggs was the outstanding New Zealand forward. Both goalkeepers made good saves, but McNabb was not so reliable as usual.

New Zealand was not expected to win the second Test match against the Australian tourists on Saturday afternoon , but few foresaw the magnitude of Australia's victory. Exhibiting the almost mechanical precision 
that has delighted the spectators wherever they have been, the visitors had no difficulty in scoring five goals in each half, without being seriously threatened themselves. The New Zealanders were exceedingly 
disappointing as a side, and to a lessor extent individually, and although they were handicapped after the first twenty minutes of the game by the loss of McQuarrie, the Otago left-half, through an eye injury, they never 
looked like an international team. 

A crowd of about 8000 people saw the match and extracted their amusement not from the one-sided clash between the teams but from the clever play of the visitors, especially in the last quarter of the game. 

With two Test match wins to their credit, the Australians retain the Ashes. 

The game fell short in interest and skill of the standard set at the Australia - Wellington match. It was obvious from the start that the Australians were out to make every post a winning post, an ambition which was 
reflected in the robust nature of their play as compared with their previous Wellington performance and with their subsequent play in the second half of Saturday's match. Three New Zealand men had to go off injured 
in the first spell, Cleal for a couple of minutes, Cawtheray for some time longer, and McQuarrie permanently. Australia's second and third goals were scored while New Zealand had only nine men, the absentees being 
Cawtheray and McQuarrie. 

It was difficult to understand New Zealand's reason for playing only two halves, after McQuarrie's retirement. Whether their tactics were meant to be attacking or defensive a full half line appeared to be a necessity. The 
actual position was clear enough from the start: New Zealand could not possibly have scored as many goals as the Australians, and that being so the sensible thing to do was to concentrate on defence, even by 
weakening the forward line. Had the half line been maintained intact by the dropping back of one of the vanguard the score would probably have been the same, but the New Zealand ten might have appeared as more 
of a combination and less of a rabble. As it was an unfair burden was put on the two remaining halves and the two backs. That they stood up to it as they did was to their credit. 

Outstanding on the losing side was Mackie, the Wanganui right-winger. There was a host of doubtful critics when his name was announced, but they had to admit that he was the best of the forwards on Saturday. 

His elusive runs down the wing were always troublesome to Osborne and Sharp and his shooting was easily the best on the New Zealand side. He was really unlucky in hitting the uprights and the bar time after time. 
Innes, the captain, was one of the disappointing men. His strategy, born of long experience, was apparent too occasionally to be of much use, At centre Cleal was patchy, flashes of good individual work enlivening an 
otherwise mediocre display. lves and Skinner worked hard on the left-wing, but were also a disappointment. This applied particularly to Skinner, whose performance in the first Test was reported to have been excellent. 
Todd and Sutherland, the two halves, had a thankless task and they did it well enough. McQuarrie was good too, in his short time on the field. 

Cawtheray and Haines were the two hardest-worked men on the field and they acquitted themselves well against vastly superior odds. 

In goal Smith was below representative standard and most Wellington followers of the game would agree that either of two local custodians would have done better. Smith was sure enough, given plenty of time, but 
unreliable in emergencies. 

The greatest weakness in the New Zealand side lay in its almost complete lack of combined effort. They played as individuals and as twos and threes, but rarely as a team. 

Little need be said of the Australians, except that their game was far prettier to watch towards the end, when sure of their victory, they stopped goalgetting and played exhibition football, delighting the crowd with their 
crisp and effortless passing, their uncannily tricky footwork and their complete understanding of one another's intentions. 

lf any of them were outstanding they were Wilkinson and Price, right-wing and inside-left respectively. Their skill was slightly more noticeable than that of the others, high though all of it was.

Bryant goaled from a penalty for Australia early in the second half. Several times the Australians were again close to scoring, and finally Forrest netted another goal. Within a few minutes Cameron increased 
Australia's lead with a splendid solo goal. Taranaki broke the monotony of a long spell of defence play by a concerted attack which ended in Collingwood netting. Maintaining the pressure, Taranaki missed two 
opportunities, but Beckett capped a sparkling forward movement with a fine goal.

Australia secured another victory in the final Association football Test match played at Blandford Park today by 4 goals to 1. The ground resembled a quagmire as a result of the previous heavy rain, while showers fell 
throughout the play. The weather greatly affected the attendance, which was about 2000. The New Zealand side gave a greatly-improved display, and although the visitors were definitely the better team they might 
have held their opponents to a closer decision but for a number of missed chances. 

The players triumphed over the atrocious conditions and gave a splendid exhibition of football, the Australians especially proving that the soft ground did not affect their footwork to a serious extent. It was only in 
finishing their movements that the visitors failed to cope with the conditions, many good opportunities being lost through the forwards slipping at the vital moment. 

Playing with more vigour than in previous games, New Zealand could claim a fair share of the exchanges in the first half, as is indicated by the score of 1-1. The superior stamina of the Australians was the deciding 
factor in the second spell, and gave them an opportunity to dominate the exchanges. But for a sterling defence by New Zealand over the closing stages the visitors would have secured several more goals. 

A remarkable goal was scored in the first spell, the full-back, Haggett, connecting with the ball at half-way and beating the goalkeeper with a shot that curled under the bar. The Australians again revealed brilliant 
positional play, and their aggressive efforts were due mainly to the splendid constructive work of the inside men, Price and Cameron. The outstanding players in the New Zealand team were the goalkeeper (Smith) 
and the full-backs (Haggett and Speed). Smith gave a brilliant exhibition, showing courage and determination in meeting the Australians’ attacks. He frequently saved when goals seemed certain. Haggett was the best 
back on the field. A tireless worker, he showed great anticipation and broke up many attacks by his forceful methods. The New Zealand front line moved nicely at times, but lacked finish. Kay was dangerous when 
given a chance, but he did not receive much support. The New Zealand halves were thoroughly outplayed in the second half, and they made the mistake of falling back on their goal. Todd was an aggressive tackler 
from start to finish. 

The bad luck owing to injuries that has attended the New Zealand teams in previous matches was again in evidence, Haggett and Wright both receiving injuries which impaired their effectiveness. Goals were scored 
for Australia by Cameron (2) and Price (2), and Haggett scored for New Zealand.

The speed and polish of the Australian Soccer team were the deciding factors in the overwhelming victory they obtained over South Auckland, before a fair attendace at Rugby Park this afternoon. The weather 
remained fine, but the ground was in indifferent condition. The visitors won by 13 goals to 1. 

In every department of the game the Australians scintillated, especially dominating in the forward play close in. Occasionally South Auckland got within striking distance, but their attack usually collapsed at the 

crucial moment. Some of the home side emerged on attack, but as a combination they were in a different class, while their defence was inferior. 

Early in the game the visitors assumed the offensive, though for the first ten minutes the home side had the territorial advantage. The ball was in a scoring position before the tourists' goal, but the movement collapsed 
and play shifted to the other end, where Wilkinson crossed for Smith to drive hard, Cameron having an easy shot from the rebound. Crabb narrowly missed a goal for South Auckland, and shortly after White added 

to the Australians’ tally with a well directed shot. The team went further into the lead when Forrest, after a spectacular run down the left wing put a hard shot into the top of the net to give Schonan no chance. Good 
heading by Don Crabb saved another goal, and later McLean was unlucky in shooting. The half-time score was, Australia 7, South Auckland 0. 

In the second spell the Australians continued to play with maked dash and confidence, with the home side vainly chasing the ball. Smith scored four goals and Cameron and White one each in the second half, and 


these three players were outstanding throughout the game. Evans was particularly brillant on defence. In the home team's only scoring movement Evans miskicked, and Donaldson obtained possession and beat 
three men to shoot successfully. It was a clever piece of play. The game closed with the score, Australia...13, South Auckland...1

The Australian Association football team maintaned its unbeaten record this afternoon, when in the final game of the tour it outclassed Wairarapa to win 13 goals to 2. In spite of the heavy ground and the definite 
superiority of the visitors the game was fast, bright and interesting. 

The visitors' tally of 13 goals brought the total scored during the New Zealand tour up to the century mark. Although their shooting was inaccurate at times the Australians gave a polished display, their clever 
footwork and brilliant combination being outstanding. 

Wairarapa's display exceeded expectations. They were not dismayed and their vigorous, forceful tactics provided a good foil for the visitors’ all-round brilliance. Wairarapa lacked nothing in aggression, but they were 
completely nonplussed by the speed and perfect combination of the Australians.

and halves. The latter side had the advantage of the high southerly, plus rain and sleet, in the first half, and they made the most of it by piling up three goals to their opponents nil. The scorers were Donaldson, 

White and Sutherland. With the changeover a reversal of form was expected, but expectations were not fulfilled, and the local attackers more than held their own against the wind. The stalwart Australian centre-forward, 
Smith, netted all four of his side's goals in this half, while Janes got the fourth for Evans's side. 

Inches of mud and water on the ground, with a continuous wind and frequent driving rain and hail showers, made good football almost impossible, but all the players acquitted themselves well in the circumstances. 

Ball control was exceedingly difficult where the players could not even get a foothold, but positional tactics were still useful and the visitors showed enough of their true form in that respect to make the few spectators 
realise that had the day been fine and the ground firm - conditions which are familiar to the Australians - the exhibition would have easily fulfilled expectations. Even as it was, the local colts must have gained some 
good from their playing in better company, and the effect of the game will possibly be noticeable in some raising of the standard of club football. If that does happen the game, disappointing though it was, will not have 
been in vain. 

The Australians left for home by the Wanganella on Saturday night, having been in New Zealand for a little more than six weeks.

Freed from the restraint which marked its game in Sydney in June, the Australian team, which was unbeaten during its tour of New Zealand, won the return match against Metropolis by four goals to two at Arlington Park, 
Dulwich Hill on Saturday afternoon. It was a brilliant game and the play showed what a splendid side the Australians became in New Zealand. It was one of the finest representative matches seen in Sydney. 

Play throughout was hard and fast but always in the most sportsmanlike spirit. At half time, only one goal had been scored and then the scoring was alternate until the score was two all. Australia added the last two 
goals by a brilliant finish, yet the resources of its great defence were tested thoroughly to keep the Metropolis from keeping pace even then. 

Australia played A. Forrest (Victoria), alongside J. Evans as left back, and J. Donaldson (Queensland), as outside left forward. The other nine members of the team were New South Welshmen. Forrest, usually a 

forward did great service, one of the highlights of the match being a run he made through the field with the ball, eventually making it possible for George Smith to score Australia's second goal. Donaldson also showed 
himself a worthy member of the team, and took a valuable share in many clever combined forward attacks. Both these interstate men good enough to justify their inclusion in the Australian team before they left 

Sydney, have benefited materially from their experiences during the tour. 

The Metropolis team was the same as that which played Australia at Lidcombe Oval in June except that lan Davidson, absent through injuries, was replaced at centre half back by G.Kear, who acquitted himself well 

in his responsible position. The other halves, J. Morris (St George) and G. Chiswick (Granville-Clyde), also played well. Metropolis was no less well balanced than its formidable opponents and the team, though 
defeated, was by no means disgraced. 
No goal was scored by either side until play had been in progress for 35 minutes although Smith, the Australian centre forward, netted a ball, and the goal was disallowed for off side. The decision was fiercely debated. 
Crowhurst gave the Australian defence a fright when he sent in a powerful ground shot from an awkward angle which narrowly missed the corner of the goal. McNabb, the goalkeeper, threw himself full-length on the 
ground in an endeavour to divert the ball from the net. The Australian halves kept their whole line of forwards in play whenever they got the ball. In the first half play was largely concentrated on the left wing by 
Metropolis but after changing ends the right wing-Crowhurst and R.Morton-was given a greater share of the ball. 
McNabb was as swift, polished, and reliable in goal as ever and he had ample opportunities of proving that his form was still of the highest standard. A.Ward (Gladesville-Ryde), the Metropolis goalkeeper, emerged 
from a strenuous test with credit. Of the Australian backs, Evans and Forrest, Evans showed his old uncanny anticipation and speed and skill in defence. Forrest proved worthy of his position alongside him. 

Their opponents, W. Johnston and W. Collins, were also highly efficient. The half backs-Ray Bryant, J.Harden, and J.Osborne (Australia) and J.Morris, G.Kear and G.Chiswick (Metropolis)-all proved themselves first 
class players. It was hard to fault either line of forwards. The Australian five perhaps played better as a combination. The concentration by the half-backs on first one wing and then the other was the cause of half the 
Metropolitan line appearing to be semi-active at times.

Australia beat the visiting English amateur soccer team by 5 goals to 4 in the first test match at the Sydney Cricket Ground Saturday, Owing to the injuries sustained by J.McNabb, while training, W.Morgan 
replaced him as goal-keeper for Australia. 

The teams were: 

England.-Goalkeeper, A.C.Woolcock; backs, G.A.Strasser, H.S.Robins; half-backs, J.W.Lewis, B.Joy, T.H.Leek; forwards, E.C.Collins, S.Eastham, R.J.Mathews, L.C.Thornton, L.C.Finch. 
Australia.-Goalkeeper, W.Morgan (Adamstown); backs, J.B.Evans (Goodyear), T.Harris (Weston); half-backs, R.Bryant (Metters), W.Coolahan (Adamstown), J.Parkes (Goodyear); forwards, R.Crowhurst 
(Metters), J.Hughes (Metters), George Smith (St. George), W.Price (Gladesville-Ryde), Harold Whitelaw (Wallsend). 
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The first goal was scored in less than a minute by Hughes, as a result of a quick movement, after Smith kicked off. He rushed forward, and Price passed the ball to Crowhurst, who centred. Smith leaped to 
head, but missed. Price sent the ball to Hughes, who netted. 

Hughes repeated the performance five minutes later, the ball coming up the field to Price, who drew the defence, whipped the ball to Hughes, and in it went again. England received the first free kick for elbows, 
and immediately afterwards Evans handled in the penalty areas, and Eastham scored for England. Australia 2, England 1. 

Bryant lost a great opportunity by holding the ball too long, after working up a good position. Crowhurst gave the Englishmen another fright, taking the ball to the goal area and shooting hard, but Woolcock 
intercepted. Price, Hughes, and Crowhurst continually troubled the English defence, but the English three-back system was efficient. Morgan punted the ball more than half way up the field to clear his goal. 
England received another free kick when a player was tripped, but Collins put the ball wide. 

A pass to Whitelaw was not taken well, and the ball went round the field until Hughes and Crowhurst secured it. Hughes gave it to Crowhurst, who centred, but the pass was not taken, and Leek cleared, 
passing to Finch. Finch transferred to Mathews, who seized his opportunity to equalise. Australia responded vigorously, and Price, beating the backs when Joy miskicked, netted, giving Australia the lead 
again. Five goals had been scored in half an hour. 

Thornton worried Australia's defence with clever dribbling, but Harris repulsed him. Back the ball came, until Collins whipped it to Eastham, who scored with a splendid kick. 

England's characteristic method of passes between their double row of forwards kept the Australian defence busy, but Evans and Harris resisted their attacks. A shot by Mathews from a centre from Collins 
was steered over the cross-bar. 

Smith placed Australia ahead when there was a scrimmage in front of goal, with six minutes to go for half-time. He slipped in behind a group of players, collected the ball, and drove. Woolcock saw it too late; 
grabbed wildly, and missed, the ball rolling into the net. 

Shortly before half-time, Australia was pressing an attack right up in the goal area, but England cleared with a good kick, and sent it to the other end. A free kick to Australia saved trouble there, and the ball 
returned to England's goal, where Robins effected a brilliant save, heading the ball out of the goal mouth. 

Half-time scores: Australia, 4 goals; England, 3. 

After changing ends, England applied heavy pressure, and Collins tested Morgan with a hard drive. Australia replied with wing play by Coolahan, Bryant, Hughes, and Crowhurst, and took a share of attacking. 
Thornton, after making his way through the defence when Coolahan fell, shot fast and hard along the ground, but Morgan saved. Price lifted the ball too much with a speculative kick, trusting to Woolcock's 
view being obscured by other players. A beautiful piece of left-wing work by Australia, in which Parkes, Whitelaw, Hughes, and Smith shared, ended when Smith put the ball over the cross bar; a minute later 
he again sent it too high. Crowhurst took a corner kick. The ball eventually went to Coolahan, whose furious drive was deflected by Woolcock and Lewis, simultaneously to their partial discomfiture. 

Morgan was applauded for splendid saves. Australia, for some time, was more than holding its own, although it was impossible to find a hole in England's defence; and England's right wing was always 
dangerous. 

Smith scored the first goal of the second half, after Parkes and Whitelaw had worked up the opportunity. He headed the ball diagonally into the net past Woolcock, and placed Australia two ahead - 5-3. 

Then Crowhurst was injured and carried off, weakening the attack. Three minutes later he returned to the field. From some mid-field play, the ball came to Leek, and on to Mathews, whose shot was too fast for 
Morgan and scored England's fourth goal. 

Coolahan, taking a free kick, gained a corner kick for Australia. In fading light, Australia attacked along the left wing, and Whitelaw beat Lewis, but his cross was resultless. England brought the ball up the 

right wing; Collins, harried by Coolahan, put in a beautiful centre, which Thornton headed over the crossbar. England raced down the field. Finch, with Harris charging, shot, and Morgan caught the ball. England 
pressed, and tested the Australian backs and goalkeeper, but full-time came as Morgan saved a free kick, taken by Finch. 

Final scores were: Australia. 5 goals (J.Hughes 2, W.Price, R.Crowhurst, and G.Smith 1 each); England, 4 (F.Eastham 2 and R.J.Mathews 2).

Australia lost the second Soccer Test by four goals to nil, at the Exhibition Ground on Saturday, chiefly because they were unable to find an effective counter to the third back game of the big English centre- 
half, Bernard Joy. He was the dominating personality right through, and with the two full-backs, Strasser and Robins, presented a defence which the home side never looked like penetrating. The Englishmen 
deserved their victory. They were superior in practically all phases. Their middle line gave the Australians a lesson in ball distribution, and the forwards, particularly the diminutive Eastham, did not fritter away 
any chances in front of goal. On the other hand, Australia never seemed able to settle down to combined play, chiefly due to the failure of the halves to get the ball through to the vanguard at the right time. 

A big proportion of the crowd of 25,000 must have been disappointed with the standard of play. It never reached great heights. There was plenty of clever individual work, but very little of the combined play by 
the halves and forwards which is an essential feature of the code. For this, the third-back game of Joy was largely to blame. Despite the effectiveness of such tactics in preventing goals, it spoils the game as 

a spectacle, as it is almost impossible for the centre half, who is the key man. to work in properly with his forwards. George Smith, the Australian centre, hero of the first Test in Sydney, was completely 
overshadowed by Joy. He was rarely allowed to touch the ball, either on the ground or in the air. As a result, Australia's chances of scoring were practically negligible. All through the game Joy never left his 
opponent. He was here, there, and everywhere, and time and again repulsed promising raids. After seeing Saturday's game, it is easy to understand why Arsenal, one of the leading first division clubs in 
England, have included Joy in their team on more than one occasion. Though Joy was the outstanding defender, he was capably assisted by his colleagues. Woolcock, in goal, was the essence of safety, his 
anticipation and handling being superb. The full backs, Strasser and Robins, scarcely made a mistake. Their tackling and clearances should be object lessons to Australian players. Sutcliffe and Leek, the 

wing halves, had much to do with their team's success. Not only did they defend well, but their accurately-placed ground passes permitted their forwards to harrass the Australian defence. 

Eastham revealed astonishingly ball control. There were times when the leather appeared glued to his feet. His second goal from about 20 yards out was a very fine effort, the ball curling into the net just out of 
Morgan's reach. Matthews, the centre forward, was always dangerous near goal, particuarly with his head, and the wingers, Finch and Parr, were repeatedly prominent with well-placed crosses, which always 
spelt trouble for the home defence.

Australia beat England by four goals to three in the third and deciding Soccer test match, played at Newcastle yesterday. 

The Australian team had to work tremendously to keep in check the attacks of an English side, which, despite the misfortunes which made Joy and Finch unavailable, was transformed by superb team spirit to 
the most efficient scoring mechanism placed in the field against Australia during the tour. 

The Australian forward work and goal-keeping was the best seen in the test series. The backs were at least as efficient as in the first test when the Australian defence touched its previous high water mark. 

The takings of the match, £1100, and the attendance, approximately 15,000, were records for the Newcastle Sports Ground. 

Twice in the match - when it lead 2-0 in the first half and 4-1 in the second half - Australia seemed to have matters completely in hand, and nothing in a season of tremendous soccer excitement has been more 
convincing than the manner in which, at both stages, England fought back and almost succeeded in equalising the scores. Two incidents, in both of which the Australian goalkeeper, J.McNabb, was a principal, 
will be discussed for many years. The first was the opening English goal, about which there was considerable argument. Murray, Australia's left half, miskicked, and the ball went straight back into the 
goalmouth. As it descended, Riley, England's inside left, rushed through to McNabb, and as the ball went on into goal, Riley was seen charging McNabb. The question at issue was whether Riley was making 

a legal tackle of McNabb with the ball in possession, or whether McNabb was without the ball and the goal was consequently void through interference. Riley, one of the fairest players possible, thought that 
McNabb and he both went for the ball together, and that the ball struck his forehead. So, too, did the referee (Mr.G.Saunders), who, interviewed after the game, said that both McNabb and Riley touched the ball. 
McNabb on the other hand, thought that the ball had not reached him. Several other Australians were of the same opinion. 

The second remarkable incident in which McNabb figured was his save of a penalty kick by Eastham. Eastham is one of the truest kicks in the game, and his penalty kicking ability is now a major tradition of

Australian football. When a foul by Murray gave him his opportunity against an unassisted goalkeeper, it looked tremendous odds on a goal, which, as the issue proved, would have saved England the game. 
McNabb, assisted by a consultation with the Australian right back, Evans, who from prior experience against Eastham has some idea of the direction in which the kick might come, was undettered by the 
handicap against him. As Eastham kicked, McNabb dived, stopped the ball, and before anyone could reach him was up again to clear it beautifully. 

The Australian forward line was the most hostile this country has ever fielded. At times it seemed to have the game completely under its domination. The English defence never relaxed, but the combined work 
of the five Australian attackers occasionally touched higher levels than have been reached in Australia before. 

Wilkinson at outside right was outstanding in a great quintet. Watching the way in which time after time he took the ball where he choose, it was as difficult to understand his exclusion from the previous test 
side as it was easy to realise why some of the Englishmen, appreciating the greatness of the injured Crowhurst, whom he replaced, have continued to regard Wilkinson since their first encounter with him in the 
match against New South Wales as Australia's outstanding attacker. 

Hughes, inside right, produced in patches some of his best form, but there were periods of play in which he confirmed an impression that, while still a great player, he has this year not quite achieved his most 
consistent standards. 

Smith's headwork was admirable throughout and made essential contributions to the win. With the feet he was not quile at his best, and once or twice failed in positional play. Price's talent served the side well 
at inside left, but at times he looked rather drab compared with the genius of some of his team mates. A.Teece (outside left) made a tremendous beginning, and his corner-kicking undoubtedly obtained 
Australia the vital early lead. He fell away in the second half, 
The half-back work, as a whole, must have disappointed the experimenting Australian selectors, Coolahan again was Australia's tower of strength. Returned to right-half, his club position, he did beautiful things 
without cessation. The triangle formed by Wilkinson, Hughes, and himself was the side's chief attacking asset, and in defence he was always handy. He emerged from the series with only one rival, Evans, as 
Australia's No.1 player. 
Opinions of Davidson's work at centre-half varied after the match. Whenever he had room to move he did clever things, but when it came to a test of strength between himself and individual English players he 
was, to an extent, found wanting. His fault was over-deliberation with the ball at toe. 
Murray, at left-half, was a failure, The goal which he gave away was a misfortune which might have occurred to most players in an off-moment, but his contributions to the side in attack and defence were, after 
the first quarter of an hour, so few as to drive home the necessity of killing the dragon they have wounded of interstate representation at all costs in Australian teams. His method of charging would regularly 
subject his side to risk of continuous free kicks from some referees. 
Evans, right-back, did magnificent work. He was always under strain, but when he faltered he did so only to recover his own errors before they had time to affect the side. He saved Australia repeatedly, and he 
will undoubtedly be remembered by the Englishmen as the greatest back they have encountered in their tour. McDougall, the Queensland back, justified his selection. He worked pluckily throughout, did 
admirable work in first-half emergencies, and, though almost played out near the end, struggled valiantly. 
McNabb established himself in goal as the champion of Australian keepers. His work in resisting closing English attacks was magnificent, and the length of his kicking was a chief asset to the side. 

The English team's troubles were in the forward line. Every man worked well, but the attacking tactics which could be adopted were not sufficiently penetrative. The resourceful left wing. Davis and Riley, lacked 
physique and height. Mathews, in perhaps his best game, revealed himself more as an opportunist rather than a centre forward. Eastham was less noticeable, than before. The Australians had learnt his style 
of play, and the dummies which once he sold to eager buyers to-day attracted no bids. His removal after the interval to right half to make the introduction of Lewis to the forward line possible was justified. 
Collins was tricky, and resourceful on the right wing, but lacked the shooting powers to get full final value from some of his approach work. 
Lewis, excellent all-rounder, did fine work at right half and imparted new purpose to the English forward line when he was brought into the attack. Sutcliffe, left half, surmounted the impediment of his leg injury 
in the interests of his team and often had the Australian attack beaten. In the defence, the quiet Leek, centre back instead of the injured Bernard Joy, revealed his true football self. He did everything asked of 
him as well as Joy could have done it with the exception of some headwork in which Joy's superior height might have prevailed. Strasser, right back, produced his best Australian form. His defence and steady 
provision of attacking openings were impressive. Robbins was efficient at left back, but wilted occasionally under the tremendous work. 
Woolcock, in goal, surprised everybody. He was superb. At least half a dozen of his saves would have baffled any ordinary 'keeper, and Australia's final judgment on him must be that he is the peer of McNabb 
- no ordinary praise. 
It was pleasant to hear in conversation with the Englishmen after the game that they shared the local view that the real test of the comparative merits of amateur football in the two countries was in the first test 
match in Sydney, and that the Australian win was deserved. 


Leek, who captained England yesterday, expressed admiration for the Australian attack and defence, and said that the game had been evenly fought, and that he was satisfied with his side's performance. 
Smith, the Australian captain, said that Australian speed on the ball had been a vital factor. and that the Englishmen had played with great gameness. 
Leek won the toss from Smith. The early play was chiefly in Australia's half, but though McNabb was called on for some routine work in goal, the first genuine threat of a score was when, after a quarter of an 
hour's play. Wilkinson, from well out on the right, sent in a high kick, the deceptive flight of which made Woolcock's save of true merit. Five minutes later Australian pressure had the English defence in 
difficulties. A corner kick bv Teece brought the ball in front of England's goal mouth. Applause for an efficient save by Woolcock had hardly subsided, when Teece took another corner, and, flighting the ball even 
more subtly gave Smith the chance to head in. A corner kick by Wilkinson was once again deliciously placed, Smith got his head to it, but Woolcock got to the ball and cleared it. 

Beautiful combined work by Coolahan and Wilkinson oh the right received its reward. Coolahan made an opening, passed the ball to Wilkinson, received back from Wilkinson, beat two English defenders, and 
then passed to Smith, who again headed in. The one English goal of the first half came from an Australian blunder. Murray miskicked at left half, and the ball went high into the air and descended in the 
Australian goal mouth. Riley, following on hard, charged McNabb as the ball got to the goalkeeper, and it went into the net. 
Half-time scores; Australia 2, England 1. 

The second half opened sensationally. The ball went to Wilkinson from England's kick-off. His kick towards England's goal was partly deflected by Strasser, and Hughes, advancing quickly, put the ball into the 
net, Within five minutes the score, had been advanced to 4 to 1 against England. Hughes made an opening for Wilkinson. The outside right crossed perfectly to Smith, and the centre-forward's header past 
Woolcock was magnificent. 
England made a great effort to get on terms. Its first chance of a goal was from a penalty given for a foul by Murray, but McNabb saved magnificently. Then a beautiful piece of centre-forward work by Mathews 
in front of goal reduced the margin, and after 11 more minutes of alternating advantage, perfect English combination left the difference at only one goal. Lewis sent to Davis who crossed beautifully, and the ball 
then went via Riley to Mathews, who once again goaled. It was the.last score, though near the end England launched a series of terrific attacks, and was almost rewarded once when McNabb had to come out 
of goal and finally pushed the ball behind.

Displaying better teamwork and in some cases greater individual skill, the English amateur soccer team, after having been down 2-0 at half time, defeated an Australian side at the Melbourne Cricket-ground on 
Saturday by four goals to three. The attendance was officially given as 11,000 and the gate receipts were £727. Before the game the teams were introduced to the Lieutenant-Governor (Sir Frederick Mann). 
Many among the crowd, no doubt, had attended to improve their sporting education Those nurtured in the atmosphere of the Australian code must surely have been struck at once by the absence of helter- 
skelter rushes and the crush of the rucks. But compensating factors were the skilful combination of both teams, the Englishmen's being the better, and the absence of hold-ups in the play. The referee's whistle, 
to give a liberal estimate, never stopped play more than half a dozen times. 

There were too few tussles in which one player's skill was matched against an opponent's for possession of the ball, and the game, as a result, was more of an exhibition than a contest, although the 
Englishmen, when retrieving their position In the second half, infused plenty of spirit Into their play. Bad shooting was a blot on their play in the first half. It would be unfair to suggest that they allowed their 
marksmanship to be affected by the two tall and two small sets of goalposts of the Australian code that were some 30 yards behind the goal that was their target. It was merely faulty shooting, as they 
ballooned many shots, while as many others were wide of the mark. 

But they redeemed themselves by the unruffled precision of their midfield play and the rare understanding with which they made position in their approach work. They have introduced to Australia what is termed 
the "stopper" game, that is, the centre-half constitutes himself a third full-back primarily to subdue the opposing centre-forward. Leek was assigned to this limpet role in the absence of Joy, who, it is said, 
exploits this game perfectly. But Leek could not hold the Australian centre-forward, Smith, who scored the first goal, and then Hughes added another to enable Australia to lead 2-0 at the interval. 

A further example of the flexibility of the Englishmen's methods was given In the second half when Lewis, the right half-back, became an extra forward "line" all by himself. With nimble feet and skill he plied his 
forwards with the ball and soon Thornton and Matthews had made the score 2-2. 

Australia's attacks were sporadic, but the lead was restored by Anderson. However, Mackey, the home left full-back, infringed in the dreaded penaty area and England's reward was a free kick from 12-yards 
range, with only the goal-keeper to beat, Eastham made no mistake. Incidentally this player was the commercial traveller among the visitors’ forwards. His roving commission took him frequently away from his 
inside-right position, yet he seemed to have possession of the ball more than anyone else. Then came another goal by Thornton, and when a thrust by Hughes in the last few minutes was parried by Woolcock, 
the English 'keeper, the visitors had won.

Smith, Anderson, and Wilkinson combined in an Australian attack when play began, and Strasser, defending for England, intercepted a pass to Anderson when a goal looked certain. The ball reached Robbins, 
who specialised in long passing to the opposite wing, where Parr and Eastham gave Sheppard, in Australia's goal, some high shots to save. Good work by Coolahan, Hughes, and Fyfe ended with Fyfe sending 
the ball across the centre, but Anderson just failed to connect, with Woolcock (the English 'keeper) in a hopeless position. Strasser sent the ball to Robbins, who again sent Parr and Eastham away with a long 
pass, and Sheppard had to concede a corner in saving from Riley. Matthews missed many scoring chances by wild shooting. 

After 22 minutes’ play Smith headed in Australia's first goal. Hughes had just struck the crossbar with a terrific shot which rebounded to Wilkinson,who centred for Smith to meet the ball with his head. 

England attacked strongly in the next 10 minutes, and Sheppard saved three shots in succession. Coolahan made the opening which led to Australia's second goal. He tricked Thornton, Robbins, and Leek, 
and passed to the unmarked Hughes, who scored easily. England returned to the attack, but its shooting for goal was disappointing.

Immediately after the interval England resumed its attack, Lewis and Thornton hitting the post and crossbar. Smith now figured in a spectacular 50 yards dash, and his shot skimmed the crossbar. England 
improved and a miss kick by Mackey allowed Thornton to score England's first goal after six minutes. England drew level with a neat drive by Mathews from a pass by Parr. Australia retaliated, and Fyfe brought 
Woolcock to his knees with a terrific shot. England was on top for a long period, but a breakaway initiated by McCluskey and Coolahan enabled Anderson to give Australia the lead again. From the centre 
England dashed forward and a shot from Riley was out of reach, but Coolahan stopped the ball on the goal line. In a struggle in the goalmouth Mackey handled the ball, and England again drew level from 
Eastham's penalty kick. 
With 10 minutes to play England took the lead for the first time when Robbins passed to Eastham, who drew the defence and transferred to Thornton, who scored from close range. In a final Australian attack 
Woolcock went to full length to save from Hughes. 

Best Players - England: Eastham was always conspicuous with his perfect gathering of the ball and accurate passing. Strasser was the best defender. Lewis and Thornton were the best of the others. 
Australla: Sheppard was applauded frequently for his fine goal-keeping. He was supported well by Evans and Mackey. Coolahan was always in the picture in defence and attack. Hughes, Fyfe, and Anderson 
(whose play slumped in the second half) were the best forwards.

Football was intoduced to India by British regimental teams and missionaries during the period of colonial rule. As Calcutta was at the time the capital of the British government in India, the game became 
popular in this eastern metropolis and the first clubs in the country were formed there. 

The year 1877 goes down in the history as the start of Calcutta’s or rather India’s tryst with football. Nagendra Prasad Sarbadhikary is acknowledged as the "father of Indian soccer" for his pioneering role in 
introducing soccer as a teenager in the year 1877 at Hare School in North Calcutta . It is he who mobilized his classmates and started playing the game at the Hare School compound. Attracted by the 
enthusiasm of the boys in the school, the European teachers of the school & adjacent colleges encouraged Nagendra Prasad and his companions to promote the game among students in and around Calcutta. 
The Boys' Club, founded by Nagendra Prasad around this time, was the first Indian initiative at football organization. 

In 1893, the Indian Football Association (IFA) was founded. Amongst the founders was former England international Elphinstone Jackson. In its formative years Englishmen dominated the executive 

committee of the IFA. In fact the only Indian representative was Kalicharan Mitra from the Sovabazar Club. Methodical organisation and sustained efforts to promote the game in Bengal, made the IFA the 
premier football body in the country in the early decades of the 20th century and was recognised by football lovers throughout the country, as the ruling body of football in the country. 

After the formation of IFA, an annual football competition named IFA Shield was started in 1893. IFA Shield is the fourth oldest club cup competition in the world after the English and Scottish FA cup's and the 
Durand Cup. In 1898, IFA started the Calcutta Football League. This league is the oldest league in Asia and one of the oldest in the world. 

During the starting years of the IFA Shield & Calcutta Football League, mainly British Clubs of colonial India used to participate. In 1911, the Mohun Bagan Club caused a stir by becoming the first Indian 

team to lift the IFA Shield, a tournament previously won only by British teams based in India. 

Ever since Mohun Bagan defeated the East Yorkshire Regiment in that historic IFA Shield final in 1911, football became a way of life for most Calcuttans and to a great extent, Bengal became the home of 
Indian football. In Calcutta alone football clubs started growing in large numbers. Some of the oldest football clubs are Mohun Bagan (1889), Mohammedan Sporting (1891), East Bengal (1920), Aryans, 
Sporting Union, Kalighat, and the Rajasthan Club. 
On the 23 June 1937 at the Army Headquarters, Shimla, the capital of the hilly state of Himachal Pradesh in India, the AIFF (All India Football Federation) was formed at a meeting of the representatives of 
football associations of six regions where the game was very popular in those days. The six regions which attended that historic meeting were the Indian Football Association (IFA) (the ruling body of the game 
in Bengal), Army Sports Control Board, United Provinces, Bihar, North West India Football Association and Delhi. Before the birth of the AIFF, there was no properly constituted national organisation. 

The AIFF gained FIFA affiliation in the year 1948, after India's independence in 1947. 


As the 1938 international tour was organised by the IFA, and not the AIFF, they are viewed as unofficial. 


The Australian newspapers highlighted the fact that the Indian players had a preference to play without boots especially when the ground conditions were dry, however, as the tour progressed the majority of 
the players reverted to wearing boots.

Excellently contested and keeping a crowd of about 18,000 excited most of the time, the first soccer test match between Australia and India at the Showground on Saturday resulted in a win for Australia by 

five goals to three. 

The result was a triumph for the more robust type of Australian football pitted against speedy, tricky, but more conventional positional play. The Indians gave a spectacular exhibition of ball control and artfulness 

at full speed, many times mystifying the Australian forwards and half-backs in the Australian team, but broke on the anticipation of Evans, the speed of Henwood, and the judgment and resourcefulness of the 
goalkeeper, McNabb. India's centre forward, R.Lumsden, had an off day, and failed to capitalise several good opportunities of scoring. His shots, when otherwise well directed, went too high and missed; his 

ground shots were a few feet too wide. Rahim, the goal-shooting hero of the match against New South Wales, was also a little off his target, but he and Lumsden scored one goal each. Bhartacharee, captain 

of the team and wily tactician, caused the Australian defence anxiety, and scored the third goal for his side. 

The most popular players with the crowd were Prosad, the outside left, and A.Nandi, right half-back. Both of them, diminutive in stature, combined agility with speed, Prosad gave the impression of a first-class 
runner, and he had all the skill of R.Crowhurst in his placement of centres and crosses when running at full speed. Once he got the ball, the defence prepared for trouble. He tricked his way past the cleverest 
half-backs and backs, took the ball into dangerous positions with incredible celerity, and never made a mistake in his disposition of it when the scoring opportunity had been created. 

The Indian play in midfield was delightful; Australia's, in comparison, was overshadowed. Nevertheless, whenever the Australian forwards extended themselves they could force their way through. Their movements 
gave the impression of superior force opposed to delicate science. 
India's attack was magnificent, and its defence was in keeping with the high standard of the midfield play. Jumma Khan and Rebello did not hesitate to come out and tackle Australian raiders. Dutt, in goal, was 
sound and swift, although with such a scoring force opposed to him, it was not surprising that his goal was penetrated five times. The defence of the Indian team neutralised to a great extent the goal-scoring 
proclivities of A. Quill, the Australian centre forward, whom they kept quiet all through the first half and for a long time in the second, although he scored two goals in succession in the latter period. 

Only one goal was scored in the first half, that being by J.Wilkinson, the Australian inside right. Wilkinson was one of the fastest of the Australian players, and made good use of his fleetness of foot to whip 
through with a ball passed out to him by Quill. 
M.Wynn, playing in his first test, rose to the occasion well, and did some useful work, although kept under constant surveillance by the Indian defenders, who fought him relentlessly for the ball. Wynn had to 
contend with the agility of the much smaller Nandi, and the more sturdy Rebello, frequently re-inforced by Jumma Khan, one of the big men of the team, but he retained control of the ball, and secured 
opportunities for many good centres. The skilful recoveries and rapid return to position of the Indians nearly as frequently enabled them to counteract these attacks. 
Late in the second half, the Indians, a goal behind, made one of the best sustained attacks of the match. Making good use of their swiftest and cleverest players, they drove the Australian halves and backs into 
the goal area, and for five minutes had them hemmed there, while Prosad wove patterns through the outskirts and made marvellous passes which never managed to reach the goal. Eventually, the position was 
eased by McNabb, who drove the ball well upfield to Quill. This set Quill going on one of his best pieces of play during the whole afternoon. Dodging swiftly past the halves who had raced back to intercept him, 
he tricked the backs and drove. Jumma Khan half stopped the shot, the ball bouncing to one side; Quill rushed up and retrieved it, and it was in the net almost before Dutt realised that another shot was 
imminent.

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Only the outstanding ability of J. McNabb as a goal-keeper enabled Australia to finish on terms with India, four goals each, in the second Soccer Test match at the Exhibition Grounds yesterday. The Indians 
were unlucky not to win. For the major part of the game they were vastly superior to Australia in ball control and positional play. They did most of the attacking, but McNabb time and again frustrated their efforts 
to score. With three exceptions the Indians played without boots. They treated the crowd of 16,000 to a display of speedy Soccer such as is rarely seen in Brisbane. Playing with machine-like precision they 
seldom lifted the ball from the ground. 

Noor Mohammed, on the right wing, gave an exceptional display. His tricky runs down the touch-line delighted the crowd, and his accurate centres were a constant menace to the Australian goal. The diminutive 
left winger, Prosad, also showed his ability, but was not given a great deal of the ball. Late in the second half with the score 3-all, Australia took the lead when Brittain sent in a hard shot, which Dutt, the goal- 
keeper, tried desperately to clear. The ball appeared to bounce over the line, and the referee (Mr.T.Edwards) had no hesitation in awarding a goal. Some of the Indian defenders, particularly Dutt, claimed that the 
ball had not crossed the line, but the referee's decision seemed justified. The incident spurred the Indians to even greater efforts, and by superb positional play they were able to even the scores, and in the 
closing stages were unfortunate not to obtain the winning goal. Although India failed to win. they gave Australia an object lesson in the finer points of the game. The halves and forwards combined in splendid 
fashion, and their amazing control over the ball frequently enabled them to leave their opponents floundering. India was the much better side in the first half, but missed several good scoring chances. 

In the second session Australia settled down, and looked a much better side. The Crowhurst — Hughes combination, on the right wing, was always dangerous, and Parry, on the left wing, sent over some good 
crosses. The biggest factor in favour of the Indians was their speed. By quick interceptions they broke down many promising moves by Australia, and put their own side on the attack. Their defence was 
particularly solid. Dutt, the goalkeeper, though not completely fit, made some fine saves, and the full-backs. Jumna Khan and Robella, were seldom at fault. They frequently took the ball from the feet of the 
Australian vanguard, and always cleared it to the best advantage. The halves also played their part. Sen, at centre half, was very sound, and Promlal did great work to keep Crowhurst and Hughes subdued in the 
first half. Nandi showed great pace and cleverness, and gave his forwards a feast of the ball. Noor Mohammed was the outstanding forward, and Rahim, at inside right, though his shooting was not always on the 
spot, caused the defenders much trouble. Lumsden, the centre-forward, was not too impressive. He missed several chances in the first half, but did better in the second session. Battacharjee was the brains of 
the attack, and made several scoring openings. Prosad, the idol of the crowd, showed great speed and trickiness, but was not over-sup- plied with the ball. Great credit must be given to McNabb, the Australian 
goalkeeper. He made many superb saves, often diving at full length, and undoubtedly saved Australia from defeat. Petie, at left back, playing his first game for Australia, did well. Though his kicking was not 
always well directed, he stopped many dangerous moves. Evans, the other full-back, also played solid football. The Australian halves found it difficult to cope with the pace of their opponents, and, particularly 

in the first half, were unable to give the forwards enough of the ball, but they improved after the interval. Much interest centred in the appearance of the Queensland, L.Gibb, at left half. He had an unenviable task 
in watching Rahim and Mohammed, but stuck to the job well. Osborne and Parkes. though often beaten by sheer speed, initiated some good moves. Hughes was Australia's best forward, and his combined play 
with Crowhurst on the right wing was one of the features of the game. Parry, the Queensland left wing, thoroughly justified his inclusion. Two of Australia's goals came from crosses made by him. 

The other two Queensland forwards. Brittain and Kitching, were never particularly prominent, though each scored a goal. No goals were registered in the first half, but India did most of the attacking. Almost from 
the kick off they bombarded the Australian goal, and Rahim was unlucky to hit the post with a terrific drive. Then Petie managed to charge down another shot by Prosad. Australia took a turn when Crowhurst 
broke away and sent across for Kitching to head towards the goal, but Dutt saved well. India continued to attack, and McNabb was in the picture, saving at point blank range from Prosad, and again soon 
afterwards when Rahim looked certain to open the Indians' account. Australia was seldom dangerous, but Dutt was prominent in clearing a hard drive by Hughes. Just on half-time Crowhurst sent in a hard shot 
which struck the crossbar and bounced out. It was bad luck for Australia, but on the run of play India deserved to have the lead at this stage. Within five minutes of the resumption, India was two up. Almost from 
the start Mahommed raced along the wing, and from his centre Rahim netted with a great shot. Mohammed also was responsible for the next goal. This time Battacharjee fastened on to his centre and made 

no mistake. The reverse seemed to sting Australia into action. Parry hit the cross-bar with a hard drive, and Hughes headed the home side's first goal. With clever combined play, India took the ball upfield, and 
Battachargee, after tricking several opponents gave to Mahommed, whose shot gave McNabb no chance. Play was now very even, both ends being visited. Parry again sent over a cross which struck the 
crossbar, and from the rebound Hughes netted. Australia evened the scores almost immediately; Hughes made a characteristic run, and sent to Brittain, whose pass Kitching banged into the net. Australia was 
now playing much better football, and took the lead when Brittain raced through between the backs and sent in a hard shot which Dutt only partially cleared, the referee awarding a goal. In the closing stages 
India tried desperately to equalise, and was successful when Rahim, by clever play, passed several opponents and sent in a shot which McNabb failed to gather. The ball went to Lumsden, who made no 
mistake. Before the end McNabb had to dive full length to save from Lumsden, who afterwards was unlucky to hit the crossbar with a strong drive. 


Lex Gibb - Cap no. 77. A-internationals 8 (1938 to 1948) 

The son of Australia's first captain Alex Gibb, Lex became a prominent national team player in his own right. After playing juniors at Ipswich team Alphas, he played with senior Ipswich sides Bundamba Rangers and 

St Helens, and Brisbane teams Latrobe and Corinthians. His playing positions were noted as ‘outside left’, centre-half and half back. His eleven year national team career included matches against the touring 
India, Palestine and South Africa, and a tour of New Zealand in 1948. Ipswich-born Lex also represented Queensland on several occasions.

India defeated Australia, 4-1, at Newcastle Sports Ground on Saturday in a third test match which was reduced to a parody of international Soccer by the failure of some members of the Australian team to 
produce football that would have passed muster even in unimportant club games. The obligation was on the Australian players, to honour in spirit and letter the undertaking given to the Indians before the tour 
commenced that their games in Australia should, be subject to the rule interpretations in force in their own country, which restrict, especially the Soccer tackle as Australia knows it. To go further than the 
undertaking and restrict Australian playing tactics to those which would blend most suitably with the Indians' type of football could still have been considered admirable chivalry towards a side inferior in physique. 
Happenings on Saturday, especially before the interval, when Australia was playing with a high wind well worth the three goals that the Indians obtained when they had it behind them in the second half, 
exceeded both obligation and chivalry. The restricted charge rule appeared to be interpreted by some of the Australians as meaning that they had no right to attempt to touch the ball while the Indians were in 
posesssion. Unhappier still was the failure of the team in general to settle down to any consecutive effort at constructive football. 

The second half was well advanced before there was general response to voices which urged from around the ground that the home side should get into its job. By that time Australia was headed for a defeat 
which may have serious effects on its international Soccer status. India, well ahead, played with fine forward dash and praiseworthy defensive tenacity, and belated Australian attacking football could not add a 
single further goal to the one obtained early in the first half. 

Prosad, Lumsden, Rahim, and Bhattacharjee showed speed, fine ball control, and splendid shooting ability in the Indian attack, though Soccer anywhere has never yet produced the outside left as good as 
Australia's muddled methods permitted Prosad to appear. The unexpected feature was the sound showing of the defence when pressure at last came on it. Dutt was admirable in goal and Rebello and das Gupta 
did all that could have been asked from them in the back line. 

McNabb was Australia's solitary star. He revelled in heavy work that was allowed to fall on him and saved at least half a dozen shots, to which few other keepers would have had a chance of getting their hands. 
He would make his goalkeeping mark anywhere in the world. The backs, Evans and Henwood, despite the complete breakdown of Australia's team machinery, showed out individually. Brittain, the Queensland 
centre forward, did not give signs of the versatile ability required in the leader of an international attack. Gibb, the Queensland left-half, showed glimpses of real promise. Individual blame for Australia’s failure 
cannot be distributed. Some players looked as if they would have touched the top of their form with adequate support. 

It is impossible to believe that form as poor as Saturday's will be shown by Australia in the fourth test at Sydney at the end of the week. If it is, Soccer may have to wait for years for the recognition as a major 
Australian winter sport, which seemed almost ensured by glowing performances against the English amateurs last season. 

The attendance was nearly 9,000, and the gate receipts were £605. The totals were well above the estimates on which the tour was based, but would have been considerably higher but for the coal strike. 

The team for the fourth Soccer test match will not be announced until to-day, as Gibb and Brittain, the Queensland players in the third test side, have returned home, there seems no considerable possibility 
that they will again be selected. The side may be almost all players who, from New South Wales alone, won the first test match.

Sparkling Soccer was witnessed in the fourth test match on Saturday, when Australia beat India by five goals to four. It was a match worthy of the momentous occasion, vibrant with excitement and played in the 
finest spirit of sportsmanship. The result was in doubt up to the final whistle. 

Each team had previously won a match, the other having resulted in a draw. Australia had to play every moment of the 90 minutes to gain and hold the lead in the contest for the "ashes." 

The Indians did not make as good a beginning as the Australians, and before they had warmed properly to their work, Australia had scored two goals. Then the Indians recovered and treated the spectators to an 
exhibition of high speed and methodical pattern weaving. 

The understanding between all sections of the Indian team has developed amazingly since the first test match, and they have trained up to the degree of stamina necessary to maintain high pressure for 90 
minutes of play. Their only weakness on Saturday was in goal-shooting. Three goals which should have bean scored were missed. Lumsden, the centre forward, who scored three of the Indians’ four goals, lifted 
the ball over the crossbar twice, or three times, when a player of his ability should have netted it. The fact that he had two able and powerful backs, Evans and Mascord, and a superlative goal-keeper, J. McNabb, 
to beat, might have had some influence on his accuracy. 

Prosad, India's irrepressible midget forward, scored his side's other goal, a gem in keeping with the remarkable standard of his general play. He evoked a storm of applause when, racing the ball up his wing at 
lightning speed to a position about 15 yards out, he drove without slackening pace over McNabb's head and through the goalkeeper's clutching fingers into the net. Prosad gave a brilliant exhibition of outside 
forward play throughout the match, although he was opposed by a half-back, R, Bryant, who had more success in coping with the resourceful little Indian than any other Australian who had attempted the task. 
The contests between the Australian right wing, Bryant, R.Crowhurst, and J.Wilkinson, and the Indian defence, A.Prem Lal and B.Sen, the half-backs, and Jumma Khan, back, were a feature of the match. 

The Australians showed that they were as great a menace to the Indians as were the Indian forwards to Australia's goal. Australia's whole forward line worked well together. Quill, Wilkinson, and Hughes formed 
a powerful scoring force to whose effectiveness Crowhurst and M.Wynn materially contributed, although Wynn's direction was not always good. The Australian half-backs played up to their best form, and gave 
their forwards a good supply of the ball, but they were frequently forced well back into defence against a nimble, astute, and relentless attack, whose moves were so quick as to defy anticipation. 

McNabb and Dutt, the goalkeepers, each gave a magnificent display. It is generally agreed that McNabb's performance on Saturday was in accord with his reputation, and Dutt did not suffer by comparison. 

The other members of the Indian team all reached a high standard in most departments of the game, and were collectively unlucky not to make a drawn game of a brilliant match. 

Goals for Australia were scored by J.Wilkinson (2), A.Quill, J;Hughes, and R.Bryant; and for India by R.Lumsden (3, one a penalty goal), and K.Prosad.

Although India showed much the better footwork speed and combination, it lost the fifth soccer Test match against Australia at the Melbourne Cricket-ground - by 3 goals to 1. 

There were two distinct styles of play - India adopting, the short passing, pattern weaving method of approach, and Australia favouring the long-passing style. India easily outpaced the Australians, but was 
beaten in the air and defence. 

Many of the spectators were there to compare English with Australian football and, although admitting that the game required a maximum of skill, they deplored the absence of high marking and free kicks. 

The Indians were favourites with the crowd, their lightning-like movements with the ball being applauded. They were yards faster than the Australians. 

India won the loss and set Australia to face the sun. It attacked immediately and Mackey (left back) had to kick out of bounds to stop Noor Mohammed. The throw-in favoured India and Australia's goal-keeper 
(Morgan) saved a terrific shot along the ground from Bhattacharjee. The goal kick led to an Australian attack. Roth passing the ball forward to Mclver. Jumma Khan dispossessed him but Hughes gathered it and 
shot wide of the mark. The next Indian attack brought perfect combination between Mukerjee, Mohammed, and Rahim. Rahim giving Morgan a difficult shot to push out. Bhattacharjee returned a header just over 
the crossbar. The Indian defence repeatedly kicked out of bounds to avoid danger. Morgan was in great form in goal, tipping shots over the crossbar and gathering low drives perfectly. He saved Australia in the 
first half ,;which ended without any goals being scored. 
For the second half the Australian wing halves, Coolahan and J.Evans, changed places, and later Mclver went from centre forward to outside left, Forrest moving in. The change improved the team. Coolahan 
made many openings for the forwards, fell back in defence at critical times, and kept Bhattacharjee very quiet. A splendid surprise shot by Lumsden gave India the first goal after six minutes. The advantage was 
shortlived. Australia moved away from the centre in perfect combination and levelled the score in the next minute. Midway through the half there was a spectacular struggle for a goal in the Indian area. Mclver, 
White, and Hughes sending the shots in, but Dutt, in India's goal, seemed unbeatable. Eventually White got a pass across to Mclver, who although forced out of his position by a number of opponents, retained 
possession of the ball and scored from close range. India attacked from the centre, and Rahim struck the post with a shot which would have beaten Morgan easily. India attacked solidly in the last five minutes, 
but found J.Evans and Morgan in rare defensive form. Coolahan appeared suddenly in the goalmouth when Rahim seemed certain to score and showed his versatility by speeding up the field to score the third 
goal for Australia. 

The final scores were: - 

Australia, 3 (Hughes, Mclver, Coolahan). India, 1 (Lumsden). 
Australia was best served by Morgan (NSW) in goal, J.Evans (NSW) full back, Coolahan (SA) and Roth (V) halfbacks, and Hughes (NSW) forward. For India Rebello, Mukerjee, Rahim and Choudhury were 
conspicuous. 

Of the five Tests played Australia has won three, India one, and one ended in a tie. The Indian team left yesterday for Western Australia where it will play two matches before returning to Bombay

The Australian tour has been considered the first overseas tour by a national Indian side but in 1924 a Bengali team (with players mostly or entirely from Mohun Bagan) visited Burma, Singapore and Java. 
1926 saw a selected team called Calcutta Wanderers go to Singapore and Java, and in 1927 an Anglo-Indian team (selected from all over India) played in Burma, Singapore and Java. 

In 1929 another tour to Java by a mixed team (Europeans, Anglo-Indians, and Indians, selected from all over but apparently not considered "All-India") toured similarly. 

In 1933 the IFA sent an All-Indian team (meaning no Europeans) to Ceylon, this was probably the closest to a first real national team though again it was referred to sometimes as a Bengal team because the 
IFA was based there. 

In 1934, an All-India team visited South Africa and stopped at Mombasa and Mozambique, and in mid-late 30s various visits were made to and from Ceylon and Burma.

The Maccabi Tel-Aviv F.C. records show that there was a tour of Australia (http://(www.maccabi-tlv.co.il/en/history/the-first-years-until-statehood/ ), and this is confirmed by the book "Maccabi Tel-Aviv - First 
100 years" by Asher Goldberg and Dani Dvorin. 


However, the Maccabi Tel-Aviv team was (according to the "First 100 years" book) strengthened by four players from other clubs; Avraham Beit-haLevi, Zvi "Doctor" Erlich, Avraham Schneiderovich and 
Binyamin Mizrahi. Hence, the squad was a Palestine XI rather than the Maccabi Tel-Aviv F.C. 

This is reinforced by an article that appeared in The Referee (24/8/1939, page 16 http://trove.nla.gov.au/ndp/del/article/1 27606583) where Mr.B.Patkin (a signature to the contract that brought the team to 
Australia and which was financed by the Jewish community) stated that it was the National team and not a club side.

4, M.Beth-Halevy (26 years), left full back; 

5, S.Shalomson (26 years), left full back; 

6, J.Lieberman (26 years), international half-back, played for Hakoah (Vienna); 

7, Z.Fuks, centre-half; his first trip abroad; 

8, M.Menahem (23 years), splendid left half-back; 

9, |. Viner (22 years), centre half-back; 

10, S.Alembik (18 years), outside right; 

11, J.Greenberg (22 years), inside forward and shortest man on field, 5ft. in height; had four years with Tel-Aviv; 

12, F.Neufeld, centre-forward; 
13 L.Werner, inside left, called the "bomber" because of the terrific pace of his shots for goal; 
14, G.Mahlis (20 years), outside right, fastest player in the team; 

15, A.Shneiderowitz (22 years), inside right; 

16, S.Ginsberg, tall, outside left forward. 


The spelling of the Palestine player names was a problem with Australian newspapers. For example:- 

B.Mizrahi was also shown as B.Mizrahria and B.Mizrahri. 

Zvi Fuchs was also shown as Z.Fuks and Z.Fooks. 

Menahem Mirmovich was shown as M.Menahem. 

Ferenc Neufeld was also shown as Ferenz Neufeld and Firenz Neufeld. 

Shalom Shalomzon was also shown as Salomon Shulamson, Shalom Shulemson and S.Shalomson (he caught mumps at the beginning of the tour in Melbourne). 
Gaul Machlis was also shown as G.Makhlis and G.Mahlin. 

Shmuel Ginzburg was also shown as Shemuel Ginsberg, Shemuel Ginzburg and Samuel Ginsburg. 

Israel Viner was also shown as Israel Wiener. 


However, the most confusing naming was Beit-haLevi, or as the Australian newspapers named him Beth-Halevi, or Beth-Halevy. According to The Argus report the number 4 shirt was assigned to 

Moshe "Jerry" Beth-Halevy (who later became manager of Maccabi Tel-Aviv F.C. and also the Israel national team). "Jerry" was in fact the very short forward that wore shirt number 11. This was confirmed by 

Asher Goldberg. It remains uncertain why the No.11 player was named as Joseph Greenberg, although from The Referee, 29/6/1939, page 16 (http://trove.nla.gov.au/ndp/del/article/127608240) it stated that his name 
was changed to avoid possible confusion in the passport department. No player of this name was in the tour squad according to the Maccabi Tel-Aviv history book. 

"Jerry's" younger brother was Avraham Bezalel Beth-Halevy who, according to the Maccabi Tel-Aviv history book, was also on the tour. At the end of the tour Avraham decided to stay in Australia and served in the 
A.|.F. in the second world war, reaching the rank of sergeant. He died in battle against the Japanese in New Guinea on 21st.January 1944 and is buried at Lae. 


The preferred name by Maccabi Tel-Aviv F.C. of the player wearing the no.13 shirt was Zvi "Doctor" Erlich (his Polish name was Leopold Werner). 


It was reported that there were seventeen in the squad, and there was mention of a goalkeeper named Israel Elzner, but according to Asher Goldberg this player did not tour.

Though Australia's margin of victory in Saturday's high scoring Soccer test match against Palestine was only two goals - seven goals to five - the real difference in the skill of the two teams was represented by 
the Australians’ 6-1 lead at half-time. 

Without desire to rub salt into the wounds of visitors who pluckily strove to play football of a quality that is beyond them, it has to be stated, in fairness to Australia's Soccer standard of 1939, that Palestine has 
no hope of pacing it with any first-class Australian side which goes full out for scores from the beginning of play. When, early in Saturday's match, Coolahan, with his uncanny prevision of how a match must 
develop, cut in from right half in a run that suggested there was no doubt about Australia's ability to make attacking headway when it chose, all hopes of approximately even football disappeared. Till the interval 
goals came in a torrent whose volume could have been increased. The Australian forward line never really approached the brilliance of the New South Wales attack of the previous Saturday, but had the advance 
knowledge lacked by New South Wales of the visitors' weaker points. 

After half -time few of the Australians retained interest in the play. There was no conscious slackening of effort; simply a sub-conscious reaction to the fact that the match was already won. Most of the 
Australian field players either confined themselves to the strict duties of their own specific positions without the urge to be at hand to help in the emergencies of their companions - one of the characteristics of 
Australian Soccer under genuine pressure - or ran mildly along the unproductive paths of prettiness for prettiness's sake. 

With the stage so set, the gallant determination of the Palestine side to make what showing it could came into its own and four goals arrived. One was from a genuinely superb free kick. One was the result of 
a doubtful penalty, dozens of lifelong Soccer followers thought that though the ruling was that Henwood's hand had played the ball, the ball had actually played Henwood's hand and consequently there was no 
offence. The other two goals were snapped in a fashion which could be expected from the Palestine side. 

There was much in the comment after the match by one member of the Australian team endowed with a true spirit of football realism; "You can't play first-class football without first-class opposition. What we 
should have now is a visit from the strongest English or European side that can be coaxed out here. If we go down we'll go down fighting. But at least we'll find out just how good we are and how much we've got 
to learn." 

The best man of the Australian side and of the match was McNabb. Suffering from influenza, McNabb had, in the second half an unsual quantity of work in a team which was so manifestly superior, largely as 
a result of his halves going well up the field on individual foraging excursions and his backs then being drawn far out of their ground. He was in form which has only been excelled in Soccer history in Australia 
by a few of his own showings at times when he was physically fit. Evans broke Palestine attacking hearts early, but, with the match won, he seemed to see no reason to overbustle himself. Henwood, the other 
back, was splendidly industrious. The first-half form of the halves was excellent, and, after due allowance of credit to Coolahan and Parkes, it was particularly pleasing that the fine and polished Osborne, at 
left half, had regained his own standards of a few years ago. The forwards, as a line, felt the absence of the foraging and constructive work that had been performed by the excluded Lonergan on the previous 
Saturday. The inside men, Hughes and Wilkinson, were best. Quill, at centre, was at times starved for the ball. Crowhurst, at outside right was several steps short of the form which made him a crowd-idol 
against the English amateur eleven. Wynn, well as he has developed, showed on some occasions the need for further seasoning. 

Palestine failed in ability to carry most movements near enough to the Australian goal-mouth. Perfect theoretical attacking football often took it no further than the boundary of the penalty area, and it did most 
of its shooting from a long distance. Ginsberg proved an outside left of first-class quality. Makhlis and Werner were effective forwards. Fooks and Menahem, by concentrating on doing one thing at a time, 
established a fairly high standard of half- back play. Resnik showed himself a good back in most departments, though he, at times, and Beth-Halevy, more regularly, were not properly positioned to give the 
unfortunate Sidi, in goal, the assistance he should have received. Sidi would have had, in any case, a sufficiency of troubles. After some capable work against Northern Districts, he was attacked again by the 
stage fright he suffered against New South Wales, and he should have stopped shots more than he did. 

A few of the Palestine players need to realise that the use made of elbows and hands on occasion was of a type likely to produce free kicks against them. 

The manager of the Palestine team, Mr. R.S.Arazi, said the Australians had the best of the play and deserved victory. Sidi, the Palestine goalkeeper, undoubtedly had had a bad day. The goalkeeping of 
McNabb was magnificent. McNabb was capable of taking his place in any international amateur team. 

The players themselves were greatly encouraged by their improved showing after changing ends and took their defeat in a sportsmanlike way. 

The attendance was officially stated as 14,896 and gate takings were £1,214. The takings for the tour so far, with five matches played, are slightly more than £3,000. 

The Palestine team left for Brisbane by train yesterday, travelling second-class, but with sleeping berths.

Palestine lost the second Soccer Test against Australia at the Exhibition Ground on Saturday by two goals to one, chiefly because of the glaring weakness of their forwards near goal. Time and again in the first 
half they worked the ball through the defence by clever passing moves, but, instead of shooting for goal from a range of 15 or 20 yards, the forwards tried to get in closer, and finally lost the ball. Palestine had 
enough opportunities in the first half to have won the match, but the vanguard's hesitancy proved fatal, and enabled Australia to snatch a narrow victory in the closing stages. 

The game never rose to great heights, both sides failing to put sufficient vigour into their play. Palestine gave a clever exhibition of correct passing and positional play, but Australia's more dashing methods in 
front of goal gave them victory. Sidi, the Palestine goalkeeper, took the honours of the match. He had been criticised for his performance in the first Test at Sydney, but on Saturday he played like a champion. 
On several occasions he saved what looked like certain goals, and his display both in the air and on the ground was first class. It was bad luck for him that he was responsible for Australia's first goal, a low 
drive by Cvowhurst, which he should have saved. He made a remarkable attempt to prevent the winning goal, which Hughes headed in after Crowhurst's corner had hit the crossbar. Diving full-length, he 
managed to reach the ball, but the referee (Mr. J.Perotte) ruled that it had crossed the line. Several of the Palestine defenders thought otherwise, but the referee's decision was undoubtedly correct. Confounded 
critics It had been thought that the Queensland half-back line would be the weak link in the Australian side, but the maroons confounded their critics. Lex.Gibb was one of the best players in the side. His clever 
footwork frequently enabled him to outwit the opposition, and to put Australia on the attack with accurately placed passes. Both Roderick and Lawrie came through their first international game with credit. 
Lawrie, who was called upon to take Coolahan's place, did everything required of him. He played with calm judgment throughout, and showed distinct promise. Roderick was a tireless worker at centre-half, but 
at times his passes were astray. The full-backs were safe without being outstanding. McDougall seemed more reliable than Evans who was inclined to kick widely at times. McNabb, in goal, was not seriously 
tested, but he made several good saves. The task of the defence, however, was rendered much easier than it might have been by the poor finishing efforts of the Palestine vanguard. Australia's greatest 
weakness was in the forward line, though it must be admitted that they were opposed to a splendid defence. Hughes, the inside left, was the most dangerous forward. He showed clever ball control, and seldom 
wasted a pass. Quill, the centre-forward, tried hard for goals, but, after his performance in the first Test, he was too closely watched to be effective. Though Crowhurst, on the right wing, was chiefly responsible 
for Australia's goals, he did not reveal his best form. His crosses were not always accurately placed, and his corner kicking was below Test standard. The Queenslanders, Donaldson and Kitching, on the left 
flank, were seldom dangerous. They were associated in some nice moves in the first half, but faded away later. 
It can hardly be said that Palestine were unlucky to lose. Actually they beat themselves by failing to shoot for goal when in a scoring position. It was pitiful to see forwards of the calibre of Werner, Neufeld, and 
Makhlis trying to walk the ball into the net when a shot from 15 yards' range probably would have produced a goal. In the second half the Palestine forwards proved that they can shoot hard from a distance, 

and on one or two occasions were dis- tinctly unfortunate not to level the scores. In the closing stages a great drive by Ginsburg from well out struck the upright with McNabb beaten, and bounced out into play. 
The Palestine forwards must learn a lesson from the first two tests, and endeavour to shoot as soon as the opportunity offers. Until they can remedy this defect in their play they will find it hard to beat Australia. 
Their play in the open left little to be desired. With clever combined passing they had most of the play in the first half, but as soon as the ball neared the goal their movements broke down through the hesitancy 
of the forwards. Palestine's passing was practically perfect. They kept the ball on the ground, and seldom wasted a pass. What they lacked in speed they made up for in accurate placements and clever 
footwork. If the team can remedy its weakness near goal it may fully extend Australia in future tests. There was very little wrong with the Palestine defence, which proved exceptionally solid. Apart from Sidi, 

who was always in the picture, the full-backs, Resinik and Beth-Halevy, were right up to test standard. Resinik was one of the best defenders on the field. He was a rock on which many promising Australian 
moves came to an end. His accurate kicking and clever headwork saved Palestine many times. Beth-Halevy was little inferior to him, and the Australian forwards found them very difficult to pass. The middle 
line played constructive football, and gave the forwards plenty of the ball. Fooks, the centre-half, shone in both attack and defence, and he was ably assisted by his wing halves, Lieberman and Menahem. 

If the forwards had shown the same form as the rest of the team Palestine would have won easily. Neufeld was the pick of a mediocre line. He showed clever footwork, and his goal was a good effort. He beat 
several defenders, and gave McNabb no chance with a well-placed shot. Neither Werner nor Makhlis lived up to his reputation. They were clever enough in the open, but their shooting was weak. Ginsburg, who 
is regarded as one of Palestine's outstanding forwards, had an off day. He made the mistake of crossing the ball too far back. Alembik, on the other wing, has speed, but his centres were also astray. He 
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kicked the ball too far forward, enabling McNabb and the full-backs to clear with comfort.

Palestine defeated Australia, 2-1, in the third Soccer Test yesterday, because of two factors. These were Palestine's adoption of robust tactics in completing clever approach work. Impregnable defence system 
in which the three half-backs efficiently re-inforced the backs when danger threatened. Speaking of the results of the tour so far, the president of the N.S.W. Soccer Association (Mr. T. Crawford) said that the 
Palestine team had justified itself. The positional play of the visitors had eclipsed that of the Australians. The victory had added considerably to the importance and in- terest of the tests yet to be played. 

Mr. R.S.Arazi. manager of the Palestine team, said that the victory was to be attributed to the extra determination and initiative which all of the team had shown. Play opened briskly, with Palestine attacking. 
Then Australia attacked up the right wing before play came back to Australia's end. Ginsberg gave McNab a fright with a high shot, which bounced off the keeper's hands but over the goal. A minute later, 
however, Ginsberg scored. For some time play favoured Palestine, the visitors showing the greatest speed in going after the ball that they have yet displayed in Sydney. Their remarkable short-passing game 
was strongly in evidence. They still failed, however, to beat the Australian defence, although there were some narrow escapes. After much play up and down the field, marked by inaccurate kicking by Australian 
players, Lieberman and Gibb collided, and Lieberman had to go off for treatment. Australia's best attempt at scoring so far was made by Quill in a move ment started by Evernden. He swung the ball to 

Wilkin son, who passed high to Quill in the goal mouth. Quill drove past Beth-Haley with great power, but Sidi saved brilliantly. After half-time Leiberman returned with his head bandaged. Australia was more 
prominent now in attack, but Kitching missed an op portunity to score from a pass by Wilkinson, which was heeled on to him by Quill. Palestine's defence was efficient, however, Sidi especially playing a more 
confident and effective game than in previous matches. Neufeld scored Palestine's second goal completely by beating the defence with a swift ground drive from the edge of the penalty area. The visitors' 
defensive positional play was almost flawless, and it was not until 25 minutes after the change that Hughes scored for Australia. He received the ball across the field after Evenden had sent it to Kitching.

Australia made no mistake about clinching the issue against Palestine in the fourth Soccer test played at Newcastle on Saturday. The home side was definitely superior, winning by four goals to one, thereby 
taking the rubber. 

Australia had the advantage of the early exchanges, and some splendid defensive work by Harris kept the breakaways by Palestine well in check. A great chance of a quick score was missed when Hughes, 
after a movement in which he and Quill brilliantly combined, shot too huriedly. The ball went over the cross bar. Palestine evened up play for a period, but an opening goal came to Australia when a perfectly 
judged corner kick by Crowhurst swerved inwards, touched Sidi's hands, and went into the net. Australia kept attacking, with exquisite combination developing between Coolahan and Wilkinson. The next score, 
however, almost came to Palestine, the Australian backs making their first real defensive error. The Palestine forwards got through, but Neufeld's shot was weak. Australia went to a 2-0 lead when the Palestine 
backs fell away and let Quill score with a simple shot. A period of almost complete Australian dominance followed, but too much attempt at stylishness spoilt scoring chances.

The first goal came from Crowhurst's perfect corner, a kick which, according to spectators in a good position to see, should not have been awarded. Crowhurst put the ball into Palestine's goalmouth, but Sidi missed 
it when he jumped and the ball went into the net. 

Then, with a typical dash down the centre after taking a pass from Coolahan, Quill scored a good goal, to give Australia its 2-nil lead at half-time. 

Forrest and Hughes combined well before the third goal was scored, the ball going to Wilkinson after Sidi missed it when he dashed out and Wilkinson scored easily. 

Werner reduced the lead when he retrieved a clearance, outwitted Harris and Evans, and scored with a fine long and low drive. 

Australia's fourth goal was the best | have seen - a magnificent goal for such a poor match. Crowhurst and Wilkinson, who combined well all day, made great progress, and then Wilkinson centred. Quill, his back to 
the goal, caught the ball on his foot and hooked it over his head into the net. It was a grand effort, the most brilliant thing in the game.

That Palestine failed to win the fifth soccer test at St.Kilda was not altogether due to the sterling defence of Power, Evans, Weir and McCluskey, but more to the ineptitude of the Palestine front line, that, after 
brilliantly moving for position, persisted in passing the ball close to goal. Weir, with a pretty hot wing to stop, did well. Evans, of New South Wales, was the best back afield, particularly in the closing stages, 
when Palestine was pressing heavily. Beth-Halevy also played faultlessly. Peter McCluskey, the Australian centre-half, was always in the thick of the fray, both in defence and attack. 

Winning the toss, Palestine attacked. Power saving from Makhlis and Werner, was charged off the ball by Weir when close to goal. Australia took the lead when McCluskey robbed Neufeld and passed to 
Crowhurst, a perfect centre being headed into the net by Smith. Two minutes later Palestine equalised, when Evans kicked the ball away from Alembik, but it went to Ginsburg, who beat Power with a first-time 
shot. Several offside decisions against Ginsburg helped Australia, who took the lead when Beth-Halevy had to concede a corner which Crowhurst placed for Hughes to head a splendid goal. Directly afterwards 
Power saved from Ginsburg, but, before he could recover, Fooks drove the ball in to again level the scores. Palestine took the lead when Alembik passed to Neufeld, then on to Werner, who drove hard into the 
net. Mizrahi did well to punch a shot from Crowhurst over the bar, and with only seconds to go Alembik shot for Power to make a wonderful save, but Neufeld followed up to give Palestine a lead of 4 - 2. 

On resumption Australia set a fast pace, and only two minutes had elapsed when a rasping shot from Forrest was stopped by Mizrahi, but Smith dashed in to score before the defender could regain his balance. 
Brilliant footwork by Palestine kept the Australian defence busy. A sudden breakaway was made by Australia when a free kick was given against Reznik for tripping Forrest. The ball was badly placed, but went 
to White, who drove through a crowd of players to make the scores four all. In the last few minutes Palestine swarmed round the Australian goal, shots missing by inches.
